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That the Army and Navy pay increase as it becomes a 
law should not give universal satisfaction is of course to 
be expected, and that it should work seeming injustice in 
certain cases could hardly be avoided where so many di- 
verse interests were to be considered and reconciled. No 
doubt Congress in due time may be persuaded to correct 
any real inequalities in the rates of pay, if their injustice 
is made manifest in the same spirit of fair-mindedness 
and lack of self-seecking that, in spite of certain differences 
of opinion, has united the Navy and Army and brought 
together the somewhat conflicting views and interests of 
different arms and grades of the Services, in a common 
endeavor to obtain what is on the whole for the benefit 
of all. Our lawmakers will not, it is to be hoped, believe 
any the less in the general appreciation of their endeavors 
to grant a just increase in Service pay, if here and there 
is heard a note of discontent, or if those who consider 
that they have not received full measure of justice make 
known their views in the matter. 
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Some expressions of dissatisfaction, both at the results 
obtained and at some of the views expressed by Congress- 
then in debating the pay question, have, indeed, already 
come to us. A retired brigadier general, for example, 
takes exception to the statement ascribed to Mr. Hull 
that his interest in the case of retired officers was largely 
inspired by the belief that the “lives of members of Con- 
gress would not have been worth living” if the veterans 
had been left out. Our correspondent deprecates Mr. 
Hull’s modesty in not giving to his sense of justice the 
credit for his work in their behalf. The brigadier of 
Civil War service would have found “his honors as 
empty as his sleeve,” says our correspondent, had 
not the pay inerease included retired oificers. Such 
a picture of injustice, he is sure, was too much for 
Mr. Hull and Mr. Cockran, hence their champion- 
ing of the rights of the retired officers. Another cor- 
respondent, a Navy officer, expresses astonishment at the 
statements made by Congressmen as to Navy pay. A 
chief boatswain, “a commissioned officer with more re- 
sponsibilities than nearly any second lieutenant,” he says, 
was compared with a first sergeant; a petty officer of the 
Navy was compared with a private of the Army. This 
our correspondent not only believes to be unjust, but he 
considers that even grade for grade an enlisted man of the 
Navy should have more pay than a man of the Army. 
This because he “buys his own clothes, except the original 
outfit; works practically all day,” and, our correspond- 
ent says, “is required to know vastly more than the sol- 
dier’—a view which may not meet ready acceptance in 
ali quarters. “Let the soldiers get all they can, but for 
heaven’s sake do not restrict the sailors to half they 
should have” on the soldier’s account, says this Navy offi- 
cer, who also thinks that in the pay of officers it is hard to 
compare the pay of the two Services, on the ground that 
while Army officers get quarters, heat and light, or com- 
mutation therefor, few Navy officers actually get quarters 
or commutation. For example, aboard a receivingship this 
Navy officer got no commutation and also had to pay a 


mess bill. 
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Yet another expression of discontent, from the Army 
side, comes to us from a private, Ist class, of the Hos- 
pital Corps. After six years’ service by June 1 he ex- 
pected to be drawing $23; “but under the new law,” he 
says, “I am to get $21, which I have already been draw- 
ing. Thus after five years in the Army the bill 
kindly lets me keep what I am entitled to, but takes 
from me the $2 per month I was expecting this June. But 
what’s the use of kicking; we had our hopes and dreams 
about the ‘Santa Claus Bill’; but the chimney in our hos- 


pital needs sweeping, I guess.” It is difficult as yet to be 
sure of the rate of pay in certain cases. The pay depart- 
ments of both Services will first have many problems to 
solve, and many questions may first have to be submitted 
to the Comptroller for a ruling before the new pay tables 
are complete. 
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National Guard officers will receive considerable bene- 
fit at times from the new Army Pay Bill, for whenever 
they take part in maneuvers with the Army they will re- 
ceive the increased rate of pay. Then again, many states 
may adopt the Army rate of pay for the state service of 
its officers, and New York, for example, has already done 
so, and its officers in the future will receive the Army 





pay at all times. It is hoped that all other states will - 


follow suit. Many National Guardsmen, through their 
Congressmen, aided greatly in making the passage of the 
bill possible, and they did this largely out of a spirit of 
pure comradeship rather than the gain for themselves. 
Although National Guard officers will benefit occasionally 
by the increased pay, it was not a matter to excite them 
to any great personal interest for their own benefit, but 
it was to aid their professional brethren that they lined 
up at the proper time. 
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In commenting on Dr. L. L. Seaman’s criticism in the 
North American Review of the sanitation methods of the 
U.S. Army, it was hardly necessary for the Syracuse 
Post Standard to suggest that our authorities should 
“awaken from their Rip Van Winkle dream.” The last 
time the American troops were brought into direct com- 
parison with those of other countries was in the expedi- 
tion of the allies to Pekin, and our Medical Department 
did not suffer then in contrast. Every country has a plen- 
tiful supply of Jeremiahs who are alwavs seeing weak- 
nesses in our institutions. At the opening of the Span- 
ish War, our Navy was already defeated utterly—on 
paper. Coming down to nearer times, how long ago was 
it that all sorts of mishaps were predicted if our Battle- 
ship Fleet should be ‘ordered to the Pacific? To read 
what was expected was enough to make one really believe 
that our naval authorities were asleep, but the matchless 
record the fleet has made thus far shows that when called 
on for duty the Navy, as well as the Army, vindicates the 
vigilance and ability with which in times of peace it is 
prepared for the sternest necessities. This is not to say 
that healthful criticism is not of value. Nothing would 
be worse for either Service, nothing would tend to dry 
rot more quickly than the absence of legitimate construc- 
tive criticism, but a line should be drawn between that and 
a repetition of fault-finding that is likely to degenerate 
into scolding. 
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Some of the statements upon which Dr. Seaman bases 
his exploitation of the Japanese medical and sanitary 
service at the expense of ours have been completely dis- 
credited by the reports of our military observers sent to 
the Far East during the war between Russia and Japan. 
Taking the one that comes first to hand, we find Major 
Joseph E. Kuhn, C.E., in his report saying: “During 
the summer of 1904 practically every recognized princi- 
ple of sanitation and hygiene was violated by the Japan- 
ese army save two, viz., the general use of boiled water 
and the wearing of abdominal badges. This statement 
is made advisedly and with full knowledge that so-called 
experts have decreed otherwise in books and public lec- 
tures. The troops were Yegularly billeted in the dirty 
and vermin-infested houses of the villages, whose streets 
and compounds were nothing but reeking cesspools. No 
sinks were dug, the men defecating where they pleased 
in the fields adjacent to their quarters. The water sup- 
ply was invariably derived from the village wells located 
on the edge of cesspools and not infrequently close to the 
village manure pile. In the hot, sultry summer the pest 
of house flies was something beyond description. In fact, 
all the elements for the development and spread of camp 
diseases were at hand, and yet the general health of the 
troops was excellent, and, saving beriberi only (which 
Dr. Seaman said was not found), the immunity from 
camp diseases was nothing less than astonishing. Some 
typhoid and dysentery were always present, but the per- 
centage was remarkably small.” Major Kuhn ascribes 
the immunity of the Japanese from disease to the healthy 
Gimate of Manchuria which has eight months of frost 
and high winds prevailing throughout the year. And 
again, Asiatics are less liable to enteric fevers than are 
occidental nations; they have the inherent virtues of 
cleanliness, sobriety and simple diet and more willingly 
accept sanitary rules which are the same the world over. 
“To eredit these results to the superior excellence of the 
Japanese military medical organization is the sheerest 
nonsense,” says Major Kuhn, “and yet this is exactly 
what certain enthusiastic and ill-informed writers would 
have the public believe.” 
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The bill now before the Senate, to prevent misuse of 
the national flag, ought to receive unanimous support, 
even from the politicians that have been using Old Glory 
as an adjunct to political banners at every election. Va- 
rious efforts to prevent the commercializing and “parti- 
sanizing” of the Stars and Stripes have been made in re- 
cent years, but there has always been some loophole by 
which the banner could be put to improper uses with 
impunity. In Burope no such loopholes are provided. 
There legislation is thorough and punishment swift. The 
‘unauthorized use of the royal standard in England sub- 





jects the offender to imprisonment and a heavy fine, while_. 


ships using the flag without proper authority and ob- 
servance of the stipulated conditions are declared forfeit 


to the British Crown. The steamer Maori King, owned 
by an Austrian firm and used to convey Chinese coolies 
to Mexico, was recently declared forfeit with everything 
on board to the English King by a judge in the British 
court in Shanghai for violating the flag law. On the con- 
tinent of Europe the laws safeguarding the national em- 
blem or standard of the reigning house are still more 
drastic, and tourists from America have become involved 
in various difficulties through ignorance of the sanctity 
with which the nations’ flags are surrounded. 


The foreign trade of the Philippines for the fiscal year 
1907 shows an increase of nearly three million dollars 
in the value of imports as compared with the exceptional- 
ly small trade of 1906, together with an export trade that 
is the maximum in the history of the islands. The total 
imports reached the value of $28,785,855, while the ex- 


ports reached a value of $33,713,357, or more than half a 
million dollars in excess of any previous year, while an 


increase of $1,796,233 is recorded over the total exports 
for 1906. The largest increase in imports is shown in 
cotton goods, the imports of which were valued at $8,- 
320,079 (exceeded only in 1901), which show an increase 
of $1,677,750, most of which increase goes to the United 
States, whose trade grows from $222,951 to $1,016,036. 
The total imports from the United States amounted to 
$5,153,359, showing an increase of $821,466, almost the 
whole of which is covered in the single item of cotton 
cloths. In the export trade, the largest increases are 
shown in hemp and tobacco, with copra shipments prac- 
tically the same as in 1906, while sugar suffers a heavy 
reduction in value. 





The successful launch of the fine new collier Vestal at 
the navy yard, New York, May 19, under the direction 
of Naval Constr. William J. Baxter, U.S.N., marks a new 
era in the coal supply for United States warships, and it 
is hoped that there may be a goodly number more of this 
much needed class of vessels authorized. There is no use 
in having fine fleets of warships unless proper means are 
provided to have a requisite number of fast colliers which 
can supply them with coal far from home when needed. 
To have to depend on slow, old 10-knot vessels, and some 
of them chartered, for coal and other supplies is certainly 
inconsistent, to say the least. Not only should additional 
colliers be speedily built, but other fast supplyships neces- 
sary should be provided for, so that a fleet will not be 
handicapped by having to wait for supplies carried in a 
lot of old vessels unfitted for the task, and incapable of 
being on hand when needed. The voyage of the Atlantic 
Fleet has demonstrated in the most convincing mannec 
the absolute necessity of speedy and commodious aux- 
iliaries. 
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The Navy Retiring Board was announced this week 
as follows: Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, presi- 
dent; Rear Admirals Edward D. Taussig, BE. H. C. 
Leutze, Albert A. Couden and Richardson Clover. The 
board will hold its first meeting Monday, June 1. Lieut. 
Comdr. David Foote Sellers, of the Bureau of Navigation, 
will act as recorder. The work of the board from begin- 
ning to end until the final announcement is made of offi- 
cers selected for retirement is regarded as confidential. 
The board last year was presided over by Rear Admiral 
Evans and its work was generally commended as intelli- 
gent and reasonable. The probability is that this year’s 
board will retire the full number prescribed by the “elim- 
ination” law, which would be five captains, four com- 
manders, four lieutenant commanders and two lieuten- 
ants. Last year there were several voluntary applica- 
tions for retirement. It is not known whether any appli- 
cations have been made this year for retirement or not. 
The board will hold mettings once each week during June 
until its work is completed. 








The difference between the man who gives up and the 
man who hangs on is brought out strongly by the dispute 
as to whether John Fitch or Robert Fulton was the in- 
ventor of the steamboat, a controversy which is likely to 
take on fresh interest during the river pageant which 
Philadelphia is planning to have during the Founders’ 
Week celebration in October. Miss Adelaide Rankin, a 
great-great-granddaughter of Fitch, appeared before the 
committee in charge of the celebration, the other day, and 
presented the claim of her ancestor to the honor. Fitch, 
disheartened by failure, committed suicide, while Fulton 
persevered and succeeded. To Fulton also has been given 
the credit of inventing a submarine boat carrying torpe- 
does. The claims to the early use of steam for boat trans- 
portation should not overlook that Scotch inventor who 
antedated Fulton some years in the successful running 
of a steamboat. In this celebration in Philadelphia the 
committee announces there will be “three hundred ves- 
sels, including thirteen warships.” 





We have received on a postal card an unsigned com- 
munication which reads as follows: “Having no less 
than three sons in the Army, I have subscribed to and 
read your admirable paper for years, but in these days of 
progression I would like to know your reason for your 
compelling your subscribers to cut the leaves every week.

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Brig. Gen. D. H. Brush, U.S.A., commanding Depart- 
ment of the Columbia, in connection with the losses of 
small arms in his department, publishes the following 
communication from Major Harry L. Hawthorne, Coast 
Art. Corps, ordnance officer of the department: ‘In con- 
sequence of numerous losses of small arms at various 
posts in this department and the action of the Secretary 
of War on the proceedings of surveys thereon to fix the 
responsibility for such losses, I have the honor to suggest 
that the attention of post ordnance officers and command- 
ing officers of companies, bands and detachments be es- 
pecially called to the requirements of the orders and cir- 
culars for the care and safekeeping of smal] arms and to 
the readiness of the Ordnance Department to supply the 
necessary arm chests for that purpose. In this connec- 
tion attention is called to Circular 27 and 40, War De- 
partment, series, 1905. In order to relieve an officer to 
whom such arms are entrusted of his responsibility for 
their loss, it must be shown that these arms are at all 
times kept locked in an ordnance chest provided with 
locks and hinges, except when in the hands of troops for 
military duty, or in locked arm racks. The keeping of 
arms in foot lockers, however convenient such disposi- 
tion may prove to the soldier, or in chests not securely 
locked at all times, even if in locked storerooms, is not re- 
garded as excusing the responsible officer, whatever may 
be the circumstances of the loss. It is therefore recom- 
mended that all officers responsible for the safekeeping of 
small arms be required to make requisition, if they have 
not already been supplied, for a sufficient number of arm 
chests, provided with locks and hinges; and that post 
commanders require by orders that small arms when not 
in use by the men for military purposes, be kept in locked 
racks or locked arm chests, and that such system of issue 
for use be adopted, if not already in force, to fix the 
identity of the arm and the person to whom issued im- 
mediately upon the discovery of loss. It is further recom- 
mended that at the first roll call at which a soldier is re- 
ported absent without leave, the proper custodian of ord- 
nance be directed to check up all losses, if any, at the 
very earliest moment and before his effects can be seized 
by unauthorized persons.”

Of the 600,000 square miles forming the Territory of 
Alaska, says the Journal of the Franklin Lnstitute, it is 


estimated that 12,644 square miles are underlain by coal- - 


bearing rocks—that is, rocks that probably contain coal 
seams—and that 1,238 square miles contain workable 
coal, ranging in age from Carboniferous to Tertiary and 
in composition from anthracite of good quality through 
high-grade semi-bituminous steam and coking coals and 
ordinary bituminous coal to lignites of various characters. 
Many of the known coal deposits are of great thickness, 
especially where the coal carries a large carbon content ; 
but, unfortunately, high grade of coal and great thick- 
ness of beds are as a rule accompanied by geologic struc- 
ture unfavorable to mining. ‘The coal-mining industry 
of Alaska is still practically undeveloped, the total pro- 
duction for 1906—the year of greatest output—being 
6,660 short tons, valued at $20,000. The most active 
mining operations have been in Cook Inlet, in south- 
western Alaska, on the Yukon, in Seward Peninsula, 
and at Cape Lisburne, all undertaken to provide fuel for 
local use, by small coastwise or river steamers at mining 
camps and at canneries. Alaskan coals have in recent 
years been the subject of a large amount of special in- 
vestigation by the Geological Survey and in addition 
much information concerning coal has been gathered each 
year since regular geologic work was begun in Alaska 
by Survey parties working primarily on other problems. 
It is believed that the investigations this year will add 
materially to existing knowledge of the coal resources 
of the Territory.

12. Owing to the graduation of the first class in Febru- 
ary and because there are no accommodations for visit- 
ing graduates in cadet barracks or in the Cullum build- 
ing, the Executive Committee has decided to have a busi- 
ness meeting only. It is hoped that a dinner may be given 
next year, as by that time the new bachelor quarters 
should be ready for use and the rooms in Cullum yacated. 
The absence of the first class will prevent the usual 
graduating ceremonies this year, but there will be a cadet 
hop on the evening of June 12 and on the following morn- 
ing the cadets will march into camp. All graduates not 
members are earnestly requested to join the Association. 
There are two classes of members, life and annual. For 
the former the initiation fee is ten dollars; for the latter 
it is two dollars, with a dollar annuai dues, the initiation 
fee including the first year’s dues. Circulars relating to 
the 1910 edition of the Cullum Biographical Register of 
Graduates have been sent to every graduate whose @1- 
dress is known.

“Marquise de. Fontenoy,” of the N.Y. Tribune, tells 
us that Lord Wolseley ascribes the crushing defeat at 
Majuba Hill of his comrade and friend, Gen. Sir Pom- 
eroy Colley, one of the most brilliant officers of the Eng- 
lish army, to his habit of being overcome at odd and most 
inconvenient moments with an invincible and altogether 
unconquerable desire to sleep. These fits would come 
upon Sir Pomeroy without warning, and the efforts which 
be would then make to combat this almost insane desire 
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to sleep would reduce him to a sort of mental stupor, 
from which it was impossible to arouse him, no matter 
what means were adopted for the purpose. Lord Wolse- 
ley, who is one of the most erudite students of military 
history, ancient as well as modern, also adds that the 
first Napoleon was subject to the same occasional afflic- 
tion as General Sir Pomeroy Colley, and that his defeats 
at Leipsic and at Waterloo were attributable to the fact 
that his mind, practically speaking, had stopped working, 
through overwhelming drowsiness, at the most critical 
moments of the respective battles. It was this, indeed, 
that led to the wild legends about his being at times in- 
capacitated by drunkenness. Many of the comrades of 
Admiral Sir George Tryon are of the opinion that it was 
something of the same kind which led him to make, while 
commanding in chief the Mediterranean squadron, the Ja- 
mentable mistake which caused his flagship, the Victoria, 
to be rammed and sunk off the coast of Syria with more 
than six hundred men on board. This unconquerable 
drowsiness is called by the Scotch “dwarns” and by the 
French “petitmal.”

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In “The Last Campaign” in the Journal of the U.S. 
Cavalry Association for April, E. N. Gilpin, 3d Iowa 
Cav., attached to General Upton’s headquarters, tells 
from his diary record of the operations of the Cavalry 
forces under General James H. Wilson from Waterloo 
(fateful name), in Alabama, to Atlanta, Ga., during 
March, April and May, 1865. In Macon, Ga., the dag 
after hearing of Lincoln’s death, Gilpin packed up some 
fiags for shipment. TIlis description of the trophies pic- 
tures the emotions aroused by Old Glory in those stir- 
ring days: “Each flag had its history. I stacked then 
all in the corner of the tent thinking if they could speak 
they would have heroic tales to tell. Some of them were 
almost new, but others were torn and tattered, lashed by 
tempests of shot and shell. The fortunes of war have 
separated them from their brave defenders, and there is 
no one even to tell to whom they belonged. They have 
fought their last fight, and made ‘unconditional surren- 
der.’ Never again at ‘Reveille’ to unfurl in the morning 
light ; never at sunset to lower, softly folding upon them- 
selves with rustling murmurs to ‘Retreat.’ So T put them 
all away gently, reverently, as became a soldier. Laid 
unnoted away, lost to those who loved them, their still- 
ness to be forever unbroken, unless mayhap their muffled 
folds should stir and thrill to the softly-blown bugles of 
memory.” The diary closes with an account of the ar- 
rival of Jefferson Davis, the head of the Confederacy, at 
Atlanta. “The car lamp shone ful] in his face, and at 
last I had the satisfaction of seeing the captured Con- 
federate chief. An erect figure, with a somewhat martial 
bearing, brown hair turning gray, a keen strong face with 
a pallor in it, smooth shaven to below the chin, a look of 
sorrow about the lines of the firm set mouth, a high pale 
fcrehead sharply defined above cold gray eyes that re- 
pelled sympathy.” 








The Saturday Review ascribes the recent disasters to 
ships of the British navy to the adoption by the Ad- 
miralty on a large scale of the French plan of nucleus 
crews, shifting officers and men from ship to ship, so 
that neither get to know each other or their ships. The 
idea of a nucleus crew is to have the officers and skilled 
ratings and a maintenance party on board reserve ships 
so as to form a nucleus of a full crew if a war broke 


out. It is held that, while this system of nucleus ships - 


has certain merits when applied on a large scale, its 
wholesale application is destroying the morale and coup 
d’oeil of the great sea service. In order to partially man 
a variety of eraft which have hitherto been looked after 
in dock yards, ships in full commission have been with- 
drawn and a large number of officers who were receiving 
constant sea training month by month. As a result of 
this system, which has now been in operation for three 
years, the collisions have increased, and it is prophesied 
that they will continue to increase year by year. A 
further danger is in the proposed substitution of the 
admirable engine-room artificers and artificer engineers, 
who have hitherto done the watch-keeping duties of the 
engine-rooms to the entire satisfaction of the navy, by the 
boy artificers and stoker mechanicians, who are now be- 
ing trained to supplant them. 





No sentiment was more heartily applauded at the din- 
ner of the New York Navy Yard employees in Brooklyn 
on May 19 to celebrate the launching of the collier Ves- 
tal than Naval Constr. William J. Baxter’s appeal to the 
men to continue their good work. “You have often heard,” 
he said, “that honesty is the best policy. You have proved 
it conclusively. The honest, conscientious work you did 
on the Connecticut and the Vestal, not to speak of other 
ships, entitled you to the honor of building one of the 
20,000-ton battleships, and you have been rewarded by the 
assigning of one to the New York Navy Yard. Now it is 
your duty to show Congress and the American people that 
they made no mistake, that no more honest, straightfor- 
ward work can be done anywhere than is done by you. 
You must strive to surpass even your splendid record on 
the last two big ships you have built. Let no man think 
because he is not engaged on a big part of the work that 
he is the less important. The misplacing of the smallest 
screw may stop the engines of the mightiest battleships. 
Now, more than ever in shipbuilding, co-operation of all 
hands counts in achieving success.” 


Extensive experiments are to be conducted on the Isth- 
mus with reference to the Gatun Dam, to determine the 
seecurity of the site; the characteristics of the material 





to be used in the dam; the “slope of saturation” so as to 
arrange the slope of the dam to prevent the passage 
through it of water until it has lost its pressure. As the 
Canal Record says: “The ground is being so thoroughly 
explored, and to such great depth, that it is felt that no 
conditions can obtain which will materially change the 
plans after they have once been decided upon.” ‘The full 
text of the address delivered at New Haven by Mr. John 
F. Stevens, former Chief Engineer of the Canal, shows 
that it was much less critical than it appeared in the 
brief newspaper reports. The general plans of the canal 
were not criticized, for Mr. Stevens has abandoned his 
idea of a sea-level canal and his recommendation of locks 
at Miraflores and Pedro Miguel, instead of at La Boca, 
has been recently approved. It is Mr. Stevens’s opinion 
that after allowing proper time for contingencies, the 
eanal should be in active operation in seven years from 
the present time. 
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A legal correspondent of the Daily Telegraph states 
that should the British government wish to recover dam- 
ages from the American Line for the loss of their cruiser, 
the Gladiator, or that company consider that they have 
a right to claim recompense for the damage done to 
their ship, in the former case, it is competent to the 
Admiralty to arrest the St. Paul, while, on the other 
hand, the American company, although they cannot take 
similar action, may sue the captain of the Gladiator or 
the officer who was directing the navigation at the time of 
the casualty, in which case it is customary for the Ad- 
miralty to instruct its solicitor to defend the action, and 
to meet the claim for damages. The St. Paul, in a suc- 
cessful suit by the Admiralty, would be entitled to re- 
strict her liability to £15 per ton. Calculated on her 
net tonnage, which is given as 5,874, her maximum lia- 
bility would be about £88,000. Were it not for loss of life 
the liability would only be £8 per ton. The Admiralty, on 
the other hand, know nothing in practice of the principle 
of limitation of liability, but any ‘damages recovered 
by the St. Paul would be relatively small.

In a recent speech at a banquet in New York Mack 
Twain asked: “Is there a college in the whole country 
where there is a chair of good citizenship? Is there a 
college or a school in all America where good citizenship 
is taught—real good citizenship, I mean? There is a 
kind of bad citizenship, a sort of bastard patriotism, 
which is taught in the schools, but no real good citizen- 
ship taught.’ We can answer that there are in this coun- 
try two such institutions as those suggested by Mr. 
Clemens ; one of them is located at West Point, N.Y., and 
the other at Annapolis, Md. In both of these good citi- 
zenship is “placed above mathematics, astronomy and 
everything else,” as Mr, Clemens suggests that they 
should be in all of our educational institutions. 

The Acting Secretary of War, in a communication dat- 
ed May 13 to the headquarters, Department of the East, 
relative to the new pay bill, says: “The new pay bill 
provides continuous service pay by enlistment period, 
present period determined by number years continuous 
service on May 11, counting three years an enlistment. 
Re-enlisted pay adds one enlistment period. Muster and 
pay rolls for May 31 and final statements issued prior to 
payment thereof, should contain following data: ‘Year 
continuous service on May 11; re-enlisted pay May 
11 if entitled. Enlistment period computed on two pre- 
ceding facts.’ Inform all company, troop and battery 
commanders.” 
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The total excavation on the Panama Canal during the 
month of April was 3,296,096 cubic yards, of which 2,- 
123,191 cubic yards was by steam shovels and 1,172,905 
cubic yards by dredges. May 4 was the fourth anniver- 
sary of the commencement of construction work on the 
eanal by the United States, and on that date a, dinner 
in celebration of the event was given at the Hotel Tivoli, 
Ancon, by the employees of the Canal Commission who 
came to the Isthmus during the months of May, June and 
July, 1904. Col. W. C. Gorgas, Med. Dept., U.S.A., was 
elected chairman of a permanent organization formed 
after the dinner, the name adopted being “Incas.” 
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A newspaper despatch from San Francisco says: “A 
solid month of banquets, balls, receptions, teas, parades. 
luncheons and other entertainments, while wonderfully 
expressive of California’s hospitality and joy over the 
coming of the Battleship Squadrons, have wrought havoc 
to discipline and efficiency aboard the vessels of the fleet. 
Executive officers, who in plain language are the active 
managers of the various ships, are complaining of condi- 
tions aboard, and declare that much of the splendid efti- 
ciency attained during the long cruise has been almost 
wiped out by the relaxation that set in with the conclu- 
sion of the long Jine of entertainments.” 


In the case of officers of the militia who were attend- 
ing schools of instruction, and who were furnished quar- 
ters in kind, or commutation therefor, in the operation of 
the Act of Jan. 21, 1903, the Comptroller of the Treasury 
has decided that such militia officers were not entitled 
to heat and light. 
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As an evidence of improved health conditions and in- 
creased respect for law and order, Philippines Gossip re- 
ports that the principal decreases in municipal receipts 
of Manila for March were in burial permits and in sher- 
iff’s fees. 
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In a published interview Major Gen. Frederick D. 
Grant, U.S.A., confirms the statement made by his aunt, 
Mrs. Sharp, and referred to here, that his father was in 
comfortable circumstances after he left the Army in 1854 
and settled in Missouri at the home of his wife. He 
hauled both cordwood and short-timbers for use in coal 
mines to St. Louis to get ready money, a common practice 
with even prosperous farmers. But farming was his 
principal occupation, and his crops were larger and better 
than were his neighbor’s. During the four years he 
lived in the country he suffered from ague, an obstinate 
and debilitating form of malaria, and so, with his wife’s 
consent, he traded the farm for a cottage in St. Louis— 
a very comfortable house, with plenty of ground and a 
good many fruit trees. Though he did not make a suc- 
cess in St. Louis of the business of collecting rents, they 
lived comfortably and had their servants, slaves belonging 
to Mrs. Grant. At Galena General Grant was in receipt 
of a salary of $60 a month, and he was helped out by 
gifts from. Mrs. Grant’s family. His own father was a 
rich man, for the country in those days, worth $150,000, 
but he was not: disposed to liberality. General Grant 
says: “As a matter of fact, the Grants were very well 
situated in Galena. Our home was large enough for us 
and for our relatives, many of whom came from a dis- 
tance as visitors. We had dinner parties, and my 
parents, in turn, were guests of the principal families. 
My mother, I know, kept two servants.” These were not 
the slaves, as these had been left behind in St. Louis, 
Illinois being a free state. General Grant further says: 
“He talked rather freely in the family as soon as it was 
known that Lincoln had been elected, and he predicted 
that some of the Southern states would secede. The 
Dents, in St. Louis, were rebels. He wrote to them, 
expressing his sympathy, regretting the coming conflict, 
but telling them that the South would be whipped. In 
the evening of the day on which President Lincoln made 
his first call for troops a public meeting was held in 
Galena, at which father presided. He never went to the 
leather store after that meeting to put up a package or 
do any other business.”

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The National Rifle Association of America announces 
that the trial competition for places on the rifle team to 
be sent to England to represent the United States in the 
international rifle matches of the Olympic Games will take 
place at the Camp Perry, Ohio, range on June 10, 11, 12 
and 13. On each of the above days contestants will shoot 
through the Olympic match, course consisting of 2 sight- 
ing shots and 15 shots for record at 200, 500, 600, 800, 
900 and 1,000 yards or 102 shots each day. Prone posi- 
tion at all ranges including 200 yards; trigger pull 4 
pounds. The ammunition to be used will be that deter- 
mined by the tests of the different makes to be carried 
on by a special committee of the Association beginning 
June 1, and will be issued at the range. The state of 
Ohio will furnish tents, cots and mattresses to competi- 
tors and a mess will be arranged for. The executive com- 
mittee of the National Rifle Association will select the 
team on the evening of June 13 and arrange for such 
team practice as is possible to secure before sailing from 
New York on the St. Louis of the American Line on 
June 20. The names of all candidates should be filed 
with the secretary of the National Rifle Association, 
Hibbs Building, Washington, D.C., as soon as possible so 
that preliminary details can be arranged for. Subscrip- 
tions to the expenses of the team can also be sent to the 
secretary. 
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From Toledo, Ohio, comes the story that what is un- 
questionably the original model from which the famous 
schooner yacht America was built in 1851 and which 
won, in English waters that year, the America’s cup, 
is the property of a Toledo man, David F. Edwards, an 


old sailor and boatbuilder, residing at 443 Avondale ave- 
nue. The model has been constantly in his possession, 
Captain Edwards declares, since 1853, when it was 
brought from New York to him at Milan, O., by Wil- 
liam D. Logan, then a New York boatbuilder, who was 
Captain Edwards's brother-in-law. ‘The model I have is 
the original, and I intend to keep it,’ Captain Edwards 
declared. ‘The New York Yacht Club never will get it. 
I will not part with it. When I am gone [ hope it will 
be turned over to the nautical museum in Washington, 
because I do not want the New York Yacht Club ever to 
get it.” Captain Edwards is 88 years old, but is still 
hale and hearty. When a boy he was associated in New 
York, his birthplace, with George Steers, designer and 
builder of the famous America. “The New York Club 
is unfair in making conditions for races for the America 
cup,” Captain Edwards emphatically asserted. “It was 
not fair to Sir Thomas Lipton in dealing with him last 
year about another race, and it will never get the model 
from me. Money cannot buy it.” 
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In an article on Andrew Carnegie in the Cosmopolitan 
Magazine for June, Alfred Henry Lewis says: “The 
war broke out, and Colonel Scott became a junior war 
secretary under Secretary Stanton. 
the head of the military telegraph and railway lines. 
Andy served through the first battle of Bull Run. Then 
his ‘health’ gave way, and he went to Europe to re- 
cuperate. I do not blame him; that first battle of Bull 
Run made a number of people sick. When Andy re- 
turned, he did not again join the serried ranks of war. 
Such peaceful bashfulness was to have been expected; 
Andy was born to be rich, and war therefore was not 
his forte. It is ever thus. Show me a natural-born sol- 
dier, and I’ll show you a natural-born poor man. What? 
Who among our gray multimillionaires ever shouldered 
an Enfield or buckled on a blade? No, war and com- 
merce are as oil and water: the great shopkeeper is never 
the great soldier. The differences between sabers and 
yard-sticks, cannon-balls and pound-weights, are con- 
genital and not to be reconciled. Andy, the born gold- 
gatherer, found nothing alluring in carnage, preferring 
bank accounts to wounds and martial glory.” 
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The character of the officers of the Army into whose 
hands has been intrusted much of the administrative work 
in the Philippines could not be better attested than by 
this testimonial to the character of Lieut. E. C. Bolton, 
17th U.S. Inf., who was wantonly murdered in an un- 
provoked uprising of a few chiefs in the Davao district, 
province of Moro, of which he was governor, given by his 
successor, Lieut. Allen Walker, of the Philippine Scouts: 
“The life and work of Lieut. E. C. Bolton, as Davao’s 
first district governor, have made a deep and lasting im- 
pression on all the activities of Davao. His character

and the principles for which he stood will continue to 
influence the people of the district as succeeding years 
demonstrate more fully the wisdom of his policy and the 
justness of his administration. His work was to lay 
broad and deep the foundations for the future. These 
foundations were not alone for material development 
but were laid deep down in the hearts of the native 
peoples themselves. The trust and confidence inspired 
in this pioneer labor of getting the work of government 
started throughout the length and breadth of Davao dis- 
trict has been a supreme factor in inducing the co-opera- 
tion of the tribes people in the work laid out by the 
present district authorities. This constant factor con- 
tinues and will continue in the future of Davao.” 





Brig. Gen. Philip Reade, U.S.A., when in command of 
the 23d U.S. Infantry at Zamboanga, P.I., in April last, 
issued very complete orders governing the administration 
of the post. In the Fire Regulations it is said in part: 
“The fire marshal, Capt. Samuel Seay, commissary, 23d 
Infantry, or in his absence, his assistant, 2d Lieut. C. A. 
Thuis, battalion Q.M. and C.S., 23d Infantry, will have 
entire charge in case of fire, except that his orders to the 
guard will be through the officer of the day, when pres- 
ent. (Go. A, 23d Inf., is designated as hose company for 
fire at the ice plant or corral. In case of fire in the post 
proper, Co. A will act as salvage company. Cos. C and 
B, 23d Inf., are designated as hose companies for fire 
in the post proper. In case of fire at the ice plant or 
corral, Cos. C and B will act as salvage companies. Co. 
D, 23d Inf., is designated as bucket, axe and ladder com- 
pany. The band, 23d Infantry, and the detachment, Hos- 
pital Corps, will act in conjunction with the bucket, axe 
and ladder company.”

G. W. Wallace, 9th Inf., is commended for 
the excellent state of police of its barracks.”

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After lying ninety-six years in the Congressional Ceme- 
tery in Washington the remains of Major Gen. George 
Clinton, first Governor of the State of New York, and 
Vice-President during the last administration of Jeffer- 
son and the first of James Madison, were exhumed on 
May 11 and are to be taken to Kingston, N.Y., for rein- 
terment at a spot said to be about fifty feet from where 
Clinton stood when he took the oath of office as the first 
executive of his state. The body was found to be well 
preserved. The monument, weighing nineteen tons, was 
removed to New York. At a meeting of the Citizens’ 
Committee at Kingston the following were appointed to 
go to Washington on May 26 and accompany the body to 
Kingston: Mayor W. P. Crane, D. G. Atkins, president 
of the Board of Education: J. H. Everett, president of 
the Board of Trade; S. D. Coykendall, Judge A. T. Clear- 
water and B. M. Brink, secretary of the committee. 
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Col. J. C. Audenried, of the Army, who died in 1880 
after serving for fourteen years on the staff of Gen. W. 
T. Sherman, was by universal consent recognized as one 
of the handsomest men in the Army, and in his uniform, 
always spick and span, he was a picture. When on duty 
in St. Louis with General Sherman, Colonel Audenried 
was in the habit of riding in the street cars and was sur- 
prised to find that he was never calied upon for a fare. 
Finally he said to the conductor, “Why do you con- 
ductors never collect any fare of me?” “Oh,” was the 
answer, “policemen in uniform are entitled to ride free.” 
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“The U.S.S. Hawaii” is what F. L. Waldron, chair- 
man of the Promotion Committee, of Honolulu, wants to 
see, says the Hawaiian Gazette. He is looking for some 
way of inducing the Navy Department to call one of the 
new first-class battleships after the Territory, but he 
will be satisfied if the name be painted on a first-class 
cruiser or even a torpedoboat. He brought up the matter 
at the meeting of the committee May 7, and planted the 
idea into the minds of all the other members, where it 
has taken root. 
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According to Life: “Clyde Fitch tells a new story of 
Whistler. The artist was in Paris at the time of the 
coronation of King Edward, and at a reception one eve- 
ning a duchess said to him: ‘I believe you know King 
Edward, Mr. Whistler.’ ‘No, madame,’ replied Whistler.

CONDITIONS AMONG THE MOROS. 


Instructive figures are given in the annual report of 
Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., governor of the 
Moro Province, P.I., for year ended June 30, 1907. The 
expenditures were: Provincial, pesos 505,029.96; cus- 
toms, 49,994.55. The principal receipts were: From 
land, pesos 33,420.53; internal revenue funds, 97,696.42 ; 
cedulas of all kinds, 45,956; sale of Chinese tobacco, 
13,880.69 ; the total receipts being pesos 221,436.75. The 
customs brought in pesos 370,275.20, making a total of 
pesos 591,711.95, and leaving a handsome balance over 
expenditures. 

Of the five districts, Zamboanga, Sulu, Cotabato, La- 

nao and Davao, the first has a great lead in education, 
expending pesos 46,800.26 for schools as against the next 
nearest—Davao—which spent only pesos 10,815. The 
total school expenditure was pesos 104,996.82, or nearly 
one-fifth of all the expenses of the province. Of this 
school total the personnel cost pesos 83,524.70 and sup- 
plies, pesos 10,826.02. The administration of justice 
called for 37,730.19 and public works and supply pesos 
33,083.12. The most costly structure is the provincial 
building, Zamboanga, for which 87,204.05 was spent. 
_ While the customs receipts have been steadily increas- 
ing the cost of collection has been decreasing, till now it 
is nearly half of what it was in 1904. These figures 
show in pesos the receipts and cost per cent. of collect- 
ing : 1904, receipts, 222,388.77 ; 1905, 263,242.13; 1906, 
318,394.10; 1907, 370,275.20. Cost of collecting, 1904, 
per_cent., 23.9; 1905, per cent., 20.8; 1906, per cent., 
16.7; 1907, per cent., 13.5. The port of Zamboanga 
showed in 1907 an increase of 53,33 per cent. in customs 
over 1906. The opening of the post of Davao is recom- 
mended. 

The congressional relief fund for work on the Iligan- 
Lake Lanao road became exhausted in the year and was 
taken over by the Q.M. Department, U.S.A. Much work 
making for public health in the way of draining, curbing 
and grading was done in the municipalities. 

_ Christian Filipinos are unable to act as school teachers 
in communities where Moros predominate. Moros quali- 
fied to teach are few and Americans often have to be as- 
signed to Moro schools, but in the year only twenty-one 
American teachers were on duty in the province. Sixty- 


~five native teachers were on duty, 43 men and 22 women. 


Of these 56 were Christian Filipinos and 9 Moros; of the 
56 all but two teaching in English. Of the nine, five 
taught in English, and in Spanish. The average monthly 
salary of native men teachers was pesos 37.32; women, 
26.13. Schools to the number of 58 were open for the 
year; of these 55 being primary and two purely indus- 
trial. A few night schools were opened but economy com- 
pelled discontinuance. One of the greatest difficulties in 
school matters is that of inspection, the area being so 
great that the average is one school to each 523 square 
miles. ‘There was an average daily attendance in the 
province of 1,887 male and 1,081 female pupils. The 
total enrollment for 1906-7 was 5,394, as against 2,114 in 
1903-4, but the percentage of daily attendance has 
dropped from 74 in 1903-4 to 55 in 1906-7. Of the total 
enrollment, 4,414 are Christian Filipinos, 793 Moros, 165 
Moros and 22 Americans. The Christian children are 
therefore well provided for. The difference in enrollment 
between the Christians and non-Christians is due to the 
nomadic habits of the latter and the non-existence of vil- 
lages capable of supporting schools. 

That common sense guides the administration of the 
schools is indicated by the report of Asst. Superintendent 
Charles R. Cameron, whom General Bliss praises for his 
ability. Mr. Cameron says: “It is essential for the 
Filipino child to know how to live, not in the highly or- 
ganized society of America or Europe, but here in his own 
native land, surrounded by more primitive conditions. It 
would be foolish for us to impose upon the great mass of 
the Filipino peoples an education calculated to fit them 
for life under conditions which do not obtain in their 
native land, and which can not obtain there for genera- 
tions to come. -No considerable progress in culture or in 
any phase of national life can take place without the 
practical basis of material prosperity. And material 
prosperity in the Moro Province means agricultural and 
industrial expansion. The immediate purpose of educa- 
tion in our primary schools should be, then, to lay the 
solid foundations of prosperity by stimulating our agri- 
cultural and industrial development.” 

The conclusion of the report is that there must be a 
great increase in the revenues if there is to be any rapid 
increase in education of the children and General Bliss 
sees greatly desired results accruing if 1,000,000 pesos 
were immediately available. The parochial schools, in the 
fear that the compulsory school law would send children 
to the public schools, have been greatly improved. 

If any automobilists contemplate visiting Moro land 
they will doubtless agree with the report that the most 
important legislation in the year was the passage of the 
road law compelling every man to labor on the highways 
for five days of nine hours each or pay the equivalent in 
cost. Autoists will also rejoice to learn that there has 
been much progress in the planting of rubber trees. 

A fine tribute is paid to the Chinese character by the 
district governor of Zamboanga, who says: “The Chi- 
nese business interests of Zamboanga are larger than all 
of the other interests combined. These people are not 
only merchants but landlords. They are not parasites 
but producers, Their voices are not heard in the legisla- 
tive halls nor are they seeking political aggrandizement 
or Official position. ‘They are pre-eminently traders and 
producers.”” The contrast between the Chinese and the 
Filipino farmer is thus strikingly explained: ‘The Chi- 
nese of Zamboanga are proverbially generous in the sup- 
port of every public measure, improvement, or amusement 
that will make for the welfare of all concerned. The 
largest and best plantations on the plains of Zam ga 
are not only owned, but are worked, by Chinese. There 
is no display about this industrial grasp and control, but 
the work moves on with that deliberation, patience, per- 
sistence, conservatism and keen knowledge of native cus- 
toms that means permanent success. The Filipino farmer 
is still grumbling about the loss of his carabaos from 
disease and that therefore he is forced to neglect the rice 
paddies and most other forms of cultivation. The Chi- 
nese farmer.has had to meet the same difficulties, but he 
surmounts them by harder personal labor and the adop- 
tion of the most feasible schemes to tide over the tem- 
porary interruptions of his plans. The Filipino farmer is 
inclined to view these difficulties as visitations of Provi- 
dence, with which he should not meddle nor attempt to 
circumvent.” 

In the district of Lanao there was some fighting, owing 
to the activity of Ampuan Agaus, who has a small fol- 
lowing. Lieutenants Furlong and Wood operated against 
him with constabulary and broke up several of his camps. 
A fanatical priest named Uti also made trouble till an 
expedition was sent against his headquarters. Progress 
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toward order and peace was- checked in the province of 
Davao, in the first six months of the year, owing to the 
murder of the district governor, Lieut. E.G. Bolton, 17th 
U.S. Inf., but his methods were carried out by his suc- 
cessor, Lieut. Allen Walker, of the Philippine Scouts, 
who has put into the work much energy and ability. It 
is in this province that “grafting” by Filipinos in author- 
ity drove the tribes people away from the coast and kept 
them in hiding in the forests and mountains. The chief 
difficulty has lain in bringing these wretched victims of 
an infamous system of extortion to understand that if 
they settle in communities along the coast they will be 
protected and not fleeced. The governor and his sub- 
ordinates go about the district preaching the gospel of 
work. The result is surprising. In 1906-07 the hemp- 
hills planted by the natives increased from 70,000 to 
150,000. They have been taught to see that more work 
means more hemp hills, and more hemp hills mean better 
houses and better food. American planters are helping 
materially by treating the tribesmen, who work for them, 
in a kindly, considerate manner. 

In the district of Sulu conditions are generally satis- 
factory.. The towns are being improved and a larger 
acreage is being devoted to tillage. One of the chief 
drawbacks is the constant stealing of carabaos and other 
cattle. The inspection of the island of Jolo still has to 
be made with escorts of troops. The status of the Mores 
there is improving, more attention being paid to farming 
and tribal feuds growing fewer. 

Of the work of the Constabulary General Bliss says 
this: “The services of the constabulary in the Moro 
province have been of the greatest value and reflect the 
highest credit upon that admirable body. This is due to 
the high character, ability, and good judgment of the offi- 
cers that have always been selected to command the 5th 
Constabulary District and to the same qualities in the 
officers of the corps serving under them. It has always 
been our policy to utilize these officers to the utmost in 
the work of the civil government, and many positions of 
trust and importance have been filled by them with credit 
to themselves and to the satisfaction of the administra- 
tion. Their services in the field have been equally com- 
mendable. At the present moment their principal work in 
this direction is in reducing the country back of the 
eastern shore of Lake Lanao to a law-abiding and orderly 
condition.”

THE DEFENSE OF HAWAII. 


Major W. G. Haan, Coast Art., made an address be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce of Honolulu, Hawaii, on 
May 1, and is quoted as saying that the Territory should 
male every effort to have ready as large a personnel as 
possible to assist the Federal government in manning the 
fortifications that are to be built and which he thought 
would be ready by the time the naval station is completed. 
He assured the Hawaiians that the War and Navy De- 
partments have never forgotten the Territory’s existence 
or its importance as one of the strategical points that 
they would sooner or later have to consider in connection 
with the commercial development that was going on in 
and around the Pacific. The policy of the government 
seems to be well formulated to establish in Hawaii a na- 
val base of the first class. A preliminary movement in 
that direction has been taken by Congress and it is the 
province of the War Department to take the necessary 
steps to provide protection, not only for this naval base, 
but for other interests in these islands, Major Haan said. 
In order that the proposed defenses may become more 
than passive obstacles, it is necessary to provide a per- 
sonnel for them after they have been completed. This is 
one of the chief problems and will require local assistance. 
In addition to attack by sea, possible attack from the 
land side, by the landing of a hostile force, must be pro- 
vided for. Major Haan mentioned the coast defense work 
of militia organizations on the Atlantic coast, and sug- 
gested a like interest on the part of the people of the ter- 
ritory. 

“We can probably promise you,” Major Haan is quoted 
as saying, “enough men to man about half the defenses, 
in addition to manning the expert places—that is, the ob- 
serving stations and lines of communication, ete.—but 
we need just about that many more men. We might 
need, say, a thousand men to handle the guns here; if an 
organization, say an artillery corps, should be raised 
here of about five hundred men or so, equivalent to a bat- 
talion at war strength, organized almost exactly the same 
as an infantry battalion, and instruction given annually, 
even if for only one week at the guns, they would be 
ready when the President needed them to be called into 
service and assist right in the local field defense immedi- 
ately. You may rest assured they would never be ordered 
10 any other place; you would have them right here at 
home all the time. You all know how small our Regular 
Army is and how scattered. While perhaps there will be 
much more of the Regular Army in this Territory than 
it is entitled to according to population, even that can 
not be a large regular garrison, and that also needs assist- 
ance of two kinds. In case of war an attack may be ex- 
pected here almost immediately, especially if our fleet 
should be far distant and the enemy should have tem- 
porary control of the sea, having one of its fleets in the 
vicinity of these islands: and unless we had some mobile 
troops they might by a quick movement land sailors and 
marines on this island and take our fortifications from 
the rear. Such a defense against such a possible attack 
must be here all the time; we can not wait to have it sent 
from the mainland of the United States. 

“The Federal garrison that may be stationed here must 
have assistance locally, and that must be organized assist- 
ance. You should have a national guard here organized 
just as large as you can for this purpose. The War De- 
partment needs information of what it might expect in 
the way of volunteers in this Territory in order that we 
may know two things—first, the establishment of a 
proper arsenal to furnish supplies for such a probable 
force: and, in addition to that. the minimum force that 
must be sent from the mainland in order to safeguard the 
station on this island (Oahu). The protection of this 
island is practically the protection of this Territory ; there 
is nothing else on these islands that is tenable, if the 
United States holds a base on this island, nor is there 
anything else here that will look particularly attractive 
or worth while for an enemy to expend much time or 
energy taking. This would ke the objective; it would be 
the objective, perhaps, not so much as being of use to the 
enemy as it would injure us to lose it. 

“We might say that if-we lose this, they can’t take 
away the mainland from us, but no war has ever been 
successful that has not been carried on aggressively. If 
we do not keep this base we are unable, or it is very diffi- 
cult for us, at least, to carry on war aggressively any- 
where in the Pacific, and therefore this base is worth 
more to us than it is to anybody else. 

“My main object is to show the necessity of organized 





personnel here at the very beginning of trouble, We are 
not looking for trouble, and the best way to guard against 
trouble is to be prepared.” 

At the*conclusion of his address Major Haan was ap- 
plauded by those who filled the meeting room of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, a vote of thanks for him being proposed 
by ex-Governor George R. Carter, of Hawaii, and carried. 

Commenting on Major Haan’s address, the Pacific Com- 
mercial Advertiser of Honolulu says: “It appears that 
while the government will build a chain of forts for the 
protection of Honolulu it cannot afford to give these de- 
fenses a full garrison. This being so, the government 
wants to assure itself of aid from the citizen militia. To 
a layman, but one who knows Hawaii, this program brings 
grave misgiving. The spectacle of a partly-disciplined 
Hawaiian militia doing half the work of serving great 
guns against the. accurate marksmen of such a fleet as 
might be sent against us—matching themselves as ama- 
teurs against experts in a gigantic duel that calls for no 
less vf science and discipline than of fortitude—would 
be no less remarkable than that of the same militia try- 
ing to beat off landed battalions of seasoned Regulars. 
But if it should be done, the fact would upset the weli- 
built theories of military experts touching the value of 
armed citizens in war with Regulars. Major Haan has 
posted himself on the topography of this island, but has 
he studied the population? Has he considered what loyal 
proportion of it would stand fire and what alien propor- 
tion would, in such a war as he obviously has in mind, 
become active and dangerous re-enforcements of the ene- 
my? It seems clear that if the United States is to erect 
a Malta here for the protection of the Pacific coast and 
its routes of commerce, it will have to provide the men 
to do the expert fighting. It should expect to do so, and 
cnee the forts have been built, we believe Congress will 
see the point and provide the garrison. There is no un- 
amendable law keeping the Army down to a certain size ; 
and, as our need of troops has grown during the past few 
years. the troops have been supplied. It is inconceivable 
that Congress would spend from $6,000,000 to $10,000,000 
here for forts and grudge us an extra regiment or two to 
man them. Nevertheless, this journal favors the improve- 
ment of the National Guard of Hawaii in numbers and 
personnel. If war should come the services of the Guard, 
in the enforcement of martial law, would be vital to the 
safety of the city. For the other work, the actual de- 
fense of Honolulu, men trained by years of daily drill and 
study are the only kind a brave and powerful foe would 
have occasion to fear.” 

Capt. Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., will be president of 
a board of Navy officers to convene at Honolulu on the 
arrival of the Atlantic Fleet there, who will make recom- 
mendations regarding the location of the proposed new 
drydock and repair shop at Pearl Harbor. Congress 
made an appropriation of $1,000,000 to begin work. 





ARMY AND NAVY INVENTORS. 

In response to a joint resolution of Congress, approved 
Feb. 18, 1907, the Secretary of Commerce and Labor re- 
ports that 253 employees of the Government have been 
granted patents or other rights upon inventions, dis- 
coveries or processes of manufacture or production upon 
articles used by the Government of the United States. 
Of these eighty-two are under the War Department, 115 
under the Navy Department, including Naval Gun Fac- 
tory, the remaining eighty-two being scattered among the 
other departments. Genera! Crozier has patents on a 
wire-wound gun, and with General Buffington on a gun 
mount; Col. G. W. Whistler is interested in patents on 
the Brown wire gun, upon smokeless powder and pro- 
cesses, and with Capt. C. C. Hearn, U.S.A., in a depres- 
sion position finder; Lieut. Col. W. B. Gordon, -a¥ 
has patented a twelve-inch motor carriage ; Gen. T 3. 
Rodman, U.S.A., had a patent on the Rodman process a 
casting cannon; Col. A. H. Russell, U.S.A., and Col. W 
QR. Livermore, U.S.A., have patents on magazine fire- 
arms, a cartridge packing ease, and Colonel Russell on 
a loading tray, a reflector for inspecting guns and an 
a0} ement in electro-chronographs; Gen. Edmund Rice, 
U.S.A., patented a_ bayonet: Major W. C. Manning an 
ammunition eart; Gen. H. C. Merriam a pack for a sol- 
dier’s kit; Capt. Cc. Hearn, a depression range finder, 
and Capt. H. A. Sievert a bridle bit, none of which have 
Leen adopted. Major Lissak, U.S.A., has seven patents on 
eartridge machines and clips, which the Government 
uses without charge: Brig. Gen. J. M. Whittemore has 
a belt plate: Major B. W. Dunn, U.S.A., patented shrap- 
nel, of which the Government manufactures 25,000 with- 
out royalty. Of Major Lawson M. Fuller’s blank cart- 
ridge, the Government has manufactured 55,700,299 with- 
out profit to him. Major W, C. Rafferty, U.S.A., has re- 
ceived a royalty of $2,650 for fifty-three of his * position 
finders. Major I. N. Lewis, U.S.A., has three patents 
on a depression range and position finder, and eight 
others upon electric and ordnance inventions. Capt. 
Royal E. Whitman, U.S.A., retired, has received no royal- 
ties for 1,099 of his saddles, used in the Army; nor has 
Brig. Gen. Ansen Mills. U.S.A., for his spur, of which 
1,900 were made by the Ordnance Department. For 
Mills cartridge belts $1,479,919.72 has been paid by the 
Government to the manufacturers. General Mills has 
sold his interest in both factory and patents. Capt. 
Henry Metcalfe got $500 for the right to his stacking 
swivel thirty years ago. For a split-ring gas check 
Gregory Gerdom, ordnance machinist, received $50,000 by 
act of Congress, and has had thus far $10,050 for patents 
upon ordnance improvements upon 335 guns. 

For the Buzzicott field range $187,357.87 was spent, 
but no complete Buzzicott outfits have been purchased 
recently. Capt. Thomas Franklin has a patent upon 
a vegetable peeling machine. Major E. L. Munson, Med. 
Dept., obtained a caveat to protect the Government in the 
use of his improved bottle. the use of which was dis- 
continued in 1905. Major Edgar Russel has a flashlight 
photograph on which he received no royalty. For royalty 
en the Sibley tent $137,080.35 has been paid, but nothing 
for 378 tents patented by Major E. I. Munson, Med. 
Yept., or the 242.830 tents of the late Major Charles W. 
Williams. nor for the tent of Col. E. Rice, the patent- 
ability of which is disputed. Major W. C. Browne has 
a patent on an asbestos shield for tent stovepipes; Col. 
J. W. Pullman on a pack equipment; Capt. L. D. Wild- 
man on a method of sending electro-magnetic waves; 
Brig. Gen. H. H. C. Dunwoody on a carborundum wire- 
less receiver; Major Edgar Russel on a telephone attach- 
ment for telegraph iines: Brig. Gen. James Allen on a 
telegraph relay: Major Gen. A. W. Greely on a cipher 
svstem; Capt. J. P. Finley on an optical telegraph; Col. 
W. IL. Marshall on a combined breakwater and paved 
beach. on which private parties have paid $13,800 in 
royalties: Lieut. Col. G. McC. Derby on rock drills; 
Brig. Gen. Charles R. Suter on a power steering gear, 
for which the Government has paid $300 in royalties; 





Brig. Gen. W. A. Jones a bear trap weir; "Brig. Gen. 


H. M. Roberts a speed controller; Lieut. Col. D. C. King- 
man on a roller track; Capt. Peter C. Hains on a con- 
crete mixer; Capt. A. Batson on a sketching case; 
Lieut. Col. H. F. Hodges on an ammunition hoist and 
conveyer; Capt. R. R. Raymond on hoisting machinery, 
on six of which royalty has been paid; Capt. B. H. 
Shulz on a platform’for searchlight projectors; Major 
Gen. G. L. Gillespie on a medal of honor, patented for 
the Government, and Major O. M. Lissak on a self- 
replacing jumping bar. With the exceptions named the 
Government has paid no royalties on these inventions. 

In the Navy those having patents on articles used or 
intended for the Navy by the Government are Capt.

For guns covered by the eighteen patents of Driggs and 
Schroeder $453,210.80 has been paid, beside the cost of 
125 one-pounder and 112 three-inch guns, being manu- 
factured under a license of $100 a gun. For royalty 
on Strauss ball-bearing trunnion $3,670 has been paid 
in royalties. Fletcher’s and Dashiell’s breech mechan- 
isms have heen paid for through the ordnance companies 
to whom they were assigned. For the right to his tele- 
scopie sight $10,000 was paid to Captain Fiske; for his 
signaling system he has received $2,700 in royalties from 
manufacturers. With these exceptions he has received 
little or nothing on his patents, thirty-three in all. 

The Court of Claims has awarded Comdr. H. O. Dunn 
$4,581.24 for his patent anchors used. For Manning 
boilers $27,635.26 has been paid, ‘Tobin receives from 
the manufacturers a royalty on his bronze. The informa- 
tion is not complete, as the Naval Bureau of Ordnance 
and others made no reply to requests for information. 

The Senate on May 15 passed the bill H.R. 7653, which 
now becomes a law, as follows: 

“Re it enacted, etc., That Section 4919 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States be, and is hereby, 
amended by adding thereto the following: ‘And when- 
ever an invention described in and covered by a patent 
of the United States shall hereafter be used by the United 
States, without license of the owner thereof, such owner 
may recover reasonable compensation for such use by 
suit in the Court of Claims: Provided, however, That 
in any such suit the United States may avail itself 
of any and all defenses, general or special, which might 
be pleaded by a defendant in an action for infringement, 
as set forth in Title LX., of the Revised Statutes, or 
otherwise.’ ” 

In explanation of the bill Mr. Knox said: “A similar 
bill passed the Senate at the last session. It has passed 
the House in the exact form in which the Senate passed 
it at the last session. The object of the bill is to give 
the owners of letters patent in the United States the 
right to recover reasonable compensation when their pat- 
ents are used by the United States without their consent 
or authority. Strangely enough, under the law, although 
a patent is property, and has so been determined by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and is property 
which cannot be taken by an individual under the fifth 
amendment without compensation, yet the Supreme Court 
has held that if the United States uses a patent without 
the license or authority of the patentee no action can be 
maintained against the United States unless it has agreed 
to pay for the use. It is to remedy that inequity that 
the bill has been introduced. I may state that it is wholly 
prospective in its operation. It has no reference at all 
to any use of the Government may have made of a patent 
in the past. It has no retroactive effect.”

LAUNCH OF THE VESTAL. 


With becoming ceremony the U.S.S. collier Vestal, the 
first of her type, and built at the navy yard, New York, 
under the personal direction of Asst. Naval Constr. W. B. 
Ferguson, U.S.N., was successfully launched on the morn- 
ing of May 19 in the presence of many thousands of 
people. Miss Gladys Goodrich, daughter of Rear Admiral 
Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., had the honor of christening 
the fine vessel and deftly smashed the bottle of wine on 
the starboard bow at the proper moment. Among those 
on the launching platform with Miss Goodrich were Rear 
Admiral Goodrich, Rear Admiral Henry Erben, Rear Ad- 
miral C. H. West, Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, Capt. 
J. D. Adams, Lieut. W. F. Bricker, Lieut. Comdr. E. S$ 
Kellogg, Asst. Naval Constr. E. 8. Land, and a few 
others. 

The arrangements for the spectators were admirably 
carried out, and there was not the slightest confusion at 
any time. This was largely due to the posting of marines 
at different points, who intelligently directed people where 
to go, and kept the reserved spaces clear. The crowd 
could net have been handled better. The Marine band 
enlivened the occasion with music, and gay bunting was 
displayed on various buildings, while a rainbow of flags 
was flown from the collier. 

Just at the hour set for launching, 10:45 a.m., the 
word was given that all was clear, and the swarms of men 
beneath the Jaunching ways, knocking down the keel 
blocks, were ordered from under the ship. The men 
were about to saw through the timber which held fast 
the cradle on which the big ship rested when an alert old

foreman, using some forceful language, rushed from 
under the vessel and shouted that she wasn’t clear and 
that she must not be let loose yet. He was right, and the 
swarm of workmen were again ordered under the ship’s 
bottom, where for some fifteen minutes after the time set 
for the launching they pounded away and removed ob- 
structions. The alertness of the old foreman probably 
averted what might have been a serious disaster. 

When the vessel was finally ready, however, nothing 
could have been prettier than the easy manner in which 
she took the water, amid the cheers of thousands and the 
shrieks of steam whistles, and all who had to do with the 
ship have reason to be proud of their work. Assisting 
Naval Constructor Baxter, who was in charge of the 
launching, were Naval Constructor W. P. Robert, on one 
side of the Vestal, and Assistant Naval Constructor 
W. B. Ferguson, on the other. Asst. Naval Constr. 
James L. Ackerson was on board the vessel. Naval 
Constr. Thomas G. Roberts was detailed to make observa- 
tions. Master Shipwright James Gillis was in charge 
of the gang that knocked dewn the blocks from under the 
keel; Master Shipfitter John B. Brown looked after the 
ramming of the wedges; Master Electrn. Henry Lewis 
had charge of the telephone and other electric devices on 
the ways; Master Machinist George Coutts saw that the 
compressed air whistle and jacks were in working order; 
Master Plumber William Rahm was on board with a leak 
stopping outfit, and foreman outside, J. W. Wells, was 
especial aid to Naval Constructor Baxter. 

The keel of the Vestal was laid on March 25, 1907, so 
that she has not been quite fourteen months in building, 
and she is eighty-one per cent. complete. 

The Vestal is a steel vessel, with a length over all of 
465 feet 9 inches and a breadth of 60 feet 1 inch. Her 
depth of hold is 34 feet, and her estimated mean draf 
loaded, is 26 feet. She has an estimated displacement o 
12,585 tons, and has twin-screw, vertical, triple-expansion 
engines, with an estimated indicated horse-power of 
7,500. Her speed is estimated at sixteen knots. Her 
own bunker capacity is 1,576 tons, while she will carry 
a cargo of coal for warships of from 5,600 to 6,410 tons. 
Her complement will be thirteen officers and 163 men. 
She will have up-to-date quarters in every respect, and 
will also be provided with four pole masts and four three- 
inch rapid fire guns. 

She may be ready for sea in September, and will fulfil 
a long-felt want in the Navy. A sister ship is being built 
at Mare Island, Cal., named Prometheus. The Vestal 
has still to have her engines installed and her pole masts 
placed, but outside of this there is not much to do. 





DECISION IN BROWNSVILLE CASE. 


On page 999 of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of May 
16 we published a synopsis of the briefs by the Petitioner 
and the Government in the case of Oscar W. Reid vs. 
United States, on trial in the U.S.D.C., S.D., N.Y., before 
Judge Hough. The case was decided upon demurrer 
to answer, in action under the Tucker Act of March 3, 
1887, 24 Stat. 505. After a statement of the facts in the 
ease the Judge decides as follows: 

Hough, D. J.—Several matters discussed at bar must 
be laid aside as immaterial to the disposition of this 
cause. 

Whether Reid or his comrades or any of them were 
guilty of the riotous disturbances in question; or whether 
Reid personally committed any infraction of good order 
or military discipline, or whether he is in fact a desirable 
soldier; or knew or withheld anything tending toward 


the discovery of the perpetrators of the Brownsville riot; ~ 


or whether so far as Reid or others are concerned the 
President’s action was unnecessarily severe, cruel or un- 
just—are questions beyond this judicial investigation. 

The material inquiries seem to me very few. The 
nature of a soldier’s contract of enlistment has been 
sufficiently treated In re Grimley, 137 U.S., 147. By 
his contract Reid assumed the burden of military service 
not for a definite time but for three years “unless sooner 
discharged by proper authority.” 

Nothing is expressed in the enlistment papers as to 
what reasons shall be sufficient for early discharge. And 
if the engagement be treated merely as a civil contract of 
hire, the Government would be entitled to dispense with 
Reid’s services under it at any time, provided the author- 
ity, ie, the officer directing discharge or dismissal, be 
“proper.” 

In other words, if enlistment be no more than a hiring 
by civil contract, under this particular contract the cor- 
porate master may discharge the servant whenever he 
pleases and for or without cause, provided only the officer 
directing discharge be “proper authority.” 


I do not give assent to the assertion that a soldier’s- 


engagement is or bears such resemblance to a civil con- 
tract of hire; but on the assumption (most favorable 
to petitioner) that it is such a contract, it is on the part 
of the Government a general contract terminable at will 
—if that will be expressed through a proper officer 
ion vs. New York Life Insurance Co., 148 N.Y., 
118). 

This petitioner was, so far as formalities attending 
his severance from the Service are concerned, properly 
discharged; that is, his discharge paper was correct in 
form and signature, and so much is not denied. But 
thé “authority” causing and directing his discharge was 
the President of the United States, who personally gave 
the order therefor; so that the final question upon as- 
sumptions, very favorable to petitioner, is whether the 
President, as Commander-in-Chief of the Army, is “prop- 
er authority” to terminate in invitum a soldier’s enlist- 
ment? 

This question must be answered affirmatively if either 
(1) there be inherent constitutional authority in the 
President as Commander-in-Chief so to do, or (2) there 
be such authority in the absence of congressional statu- 
tory action limiting, defining or regulating the Com- 
mander’s powers; or if (3) in this case the President 
acted in accordance with the various acts of Congress 
regulating the Army and discharges therefrom. 

As to the first and second of these last queries, no 
opinion is expressed, because the last question must in 
my judgment be answered unfavorably to the petitioner. 

The articles of war constitute the only statutory dec- 
laration concerning discharges from the military service 
(U.S. Rev. Stat., See. 1342). 

Article 4 provides * * * 

‘*no discharge shall be given to any enlisted man _ before 
his term of service has expired except by order of the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of War, the commanding officer of a de- 
partment or by sentence of a general court-martial’’: 

and 6 language has remained unchanged in the statutes 
since 4 

I am quite unable to perceiv: how the President’s right 
to terminate a soldier’s engagement could be more. ex- 
plicitly recognized, and indeed conferred—if recognition 
seems to imply some antecedent right. 

This fourth article of war clearly assumes that dis- 


charges must be granted before expiration of service; the 
power to grant them implies the power to impose them 
unless a soldier have some rights inherent in his contract 
or inferable from the nature of his occupation. 

‘This petitioner’s contract is civilly but a hiring at the 
will of the employer, while the nature of his occupation, 
so far from varying that status, has-been frequently so 
poneiennls defined as to leave no doubt of congressional 
intent. 

‘The recruit is bound to serve during the full term of his 
enlistment, but * * * the Government is not bound to 
continue him in service for a single day, but may dismiss him 
at the very first moment or at any subsequent period whether 
with or without cause for so doing.’’ 

United States vs. Cottingham, 1 Rob., Va., at 629. 

The civil compact usually requires for its dissolution 
the mutual consent of the parties, but “the military com- 
pact may be dissolved at any moment by the supreme 
authority of the Government.” (U.S. vs. Blakeney, 
3 Grat. [Va.], at 391; cited Re Morrissey, 137 U.S., at 
159). And this historical view of the soldier’s relation 
to the Government or the Crown antedates the founding 
of this nation and is the accepted doctrine of the British 
military establishment upon which ours was modeled 
(Re Tuffnell, L.R., 3 Ch. Div., 173). 

Even if, therefore, there be no inherent power of cov- 
trol over the military forces of the nation vested in its 
constitutional Commander-in-Chief, and even if also there 
be no grant of power contained in that title in the ab- 
sence of congressional gift thereof (concerning which no 
opinion is expressed only because I do not find the discus- 
sion necessary for this case), the statutory grant con- 
tained in the fourth article of war must be interpreted 
in the light of military practices, customs and procedure 
well known and judicially recognized long before the 
date of the Revised Statutes, and indeed long before the 
adoption of our earliest articles of war in 1806, and by 
those customs so recognized and approved by Congress 
the soldier’s engagement was but at the will of the Gov- 
ernment which he served, and that Government by au- 
thority of Congress speaks through (for the purposes of 
this case) the President of the United States. 

It is, however, further asserted that some infraction of 
law was wrought by forcing upon Reid a “discharge with- 
out honor.” The phrase is not known to the statutes; 
it is found only in the Army Regulations, which are 
from time to time promulgated by the Secretary of War, 
but do not bind either the Secretary that makes them, and 
much less the Commander-in-Chief (Smith vs. U.S., 24 
Ct. Cl. 209). The exact method of this soldier’s dis~ 
charge and the quantum or kind of character that should 
be given him not being regulated by statute must neces- 
sarily be left in the discretion of the executive officer hav- 
ing power to grant some kind of discharge. That it is 
beyond the power of the judicial branch to coerce or re- 
view the discretion of the executive is familiar doctrine, 
while that a discharge with a very bad character is not 
a punishment to the man discharged within the meaning 
of any federal statute is settled by U.S. vs. Kingsley, 
138 U.S., 87 

The demurrer is overruled, and as that portion of the 
answer demurred to presents in my judgment a complete 
defense to the petition, final judgment is directed in favor 
of the Government and against the petitioner, with costs 
to be taxed.

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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller has disallowed the claim of Lieut. 
Col. H. C. Haines, A. Adj. and I., U.S.M.C., for $4.50, 
spent for subsistence on board the U.S.S. California, on 
the ground that the fact that the vessel to which he was 
ordered on duty was underway while he was aboard did 
not give Colonel Haines the status of a traveler any more 
than it did the other officers serving on board at the time. 
This accords with the decision of April 23, 1903, in the 
case of Capt. C. P. Perkins, U.S.N. 

The Comptroller has acceded to the request of the War 
Department that $2,291.48 of the sum of $9,903.90, reim- 
bursed to the Quartermaster’s appropriation from the 
State’s allotment of Indiana, under date of March 27, 
1908, be transferred from the appropriation, “New Arms 
and Equipments for Organized Militia,” to the appropria- 
tion, “Arming and Equipping the Militia.” 

Assistant Comptroller Mitchell decides that Comdr. 
T. M. Potts, U.S.N., was entitled to share duty pay 
beyond seas, $3,850 per annum, while settling his ac- 
counts as naval attaché at Berlin, and to ordinary shore 
pay while en route from Berlin in obedience to his orders 
to join the U.S.S. Brooklyn at Gibraltar as executive. 
An additional allowance of $2,673 is accordingly made. 
The Comptroller disallows the claim of Lieut. Comdr. 
Kaiser, U.S.N., to allowance for quarters while he was 
temporarily on duty in Washington, D.C., from his perma- 
nent station on board the U.S.S. Washington, under 
orders of Aug. 3, 1907. It is held that Par. 1330, A.R., 
as amended, does not authorize the payment of commu- 
tation for quarters to an officer temporarily absent from 
duty from his permanent station, where he received quar- 
ters in kind. The discretion allowed by Par. 1330, A.R., 
to the Secretary of War relates to the permission of an 
officer’s family to remain in his quarters after a change 
of station. 

Col. John G. D. Knight, C.E., U.S.A., ordered ad- 
vertising in Philadelphia papers to the amount of $88.62, 
on the theory that instructions from the Secretary of 
War to hold a public hearing on the plans for a_ bridge 
across the Delaware River, at or near Trenton, N.J., car- 
ried with them the authority to advertise such a hearing. 
The Comptroller refuses to accept this view of the law 
and declines to authorize the account. 

The Comptroller has approved the decision of the 
Auditor that the Secretary of War is authorized by law 
to assign a retired Army officer, with his consent, to 
staff duty in the Bureau of Insular Affairs, W.D., and 
that the assignment in November, 1907, of Major Ed- 
ward J. Vattman, U.S.A.. retired, to staff duty in the 
Insular Bureau was a valid assignment within the mean- 
ing of the Act of April 23. The Comptroller reaches this 
conclusion in spite of the fact that he does not agree with 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army in the conclu- 
sion that the Bureau of Insular Affairs “is on precisely 
the same legal footing as any other branch of the War 
Department,” its duties being civil duties. 

In a letter to the Secretary of War the Comptroller 
replies to a request made by Major C. S. Riche, C.E., 
for information as to the application of Treasury Circu- 
lar, No. 62, of 1907, concerning transportation requests 
and Government bills of lading. He says: “It is desired 
that all administrative officers cause the standard forms 
to be used as far as. practicable by providing all officers 
who will have occasion to use them with a supply of the 
forms and with the: necessary instructions for their use. 
No doubt there will be times when, for some unforeseen 
cause, or urgent stress of public business, the standard 
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forms cannot be used. Under such circumstances the 
commercial practice should be followed so as not to 
hinder the transaction of the public business. There 
are also conditions, such as are referred to by Major 
Riche, where frequent trips are made between places a 
short distance apart, and small shipments made between 
places so situated, under circumstances which may ren- 
der it impracticable to use transportation requests or 
Government bills of lading. The forms prescribed in 
Treasury Department Circular, No. 62, of 1907, shouid 
be used whenever practicable. The exceptions to their 
use should be reduced to the minimum consistent with 
the expeditious handling of the public business. The 
question of when and where and in what classes of cases 
it is impracticable to use the standard forms is one to be 
determined by you.” 


WHAT OUR ARMY STANDS FOR. 


Gen. Charles Morton, U.S.A., commanding the Depart- 
ment of Missouri, at the banquet of the Commercial Club 
at Omaha, Neb., April 30 last, in responding to the toast 
of “The Army,” made a most telling speech, which could 
be read with profit by many persons who frequently show 
ignorance as to what our gallant little Army stands for. 
General Morton said in part: 


“There have been superficial men stalking through the 
length and breadth of this broad land of ours, construct- 
ing imaginary bugaboos of militarism, appealing to the 
prejudice of the ignorant, and exciting the passions of 
the vicious and uninformed, that an army, not even suffi- 
cient for the imperative needs of the government, ‘is a 
menace to our liberties.” Any such agitator may rake 
history with a finetooth comb, and I defy him to find a 
single instance where the Army has by a single act been 
untrue to the people, untrue to or at variance with our 
institutions. 

“I will invite your notice to the fact that in the settle- 
ment of all these minor though serious troubles among 
our own people by the Regular Army, it has about always 
been accomplished without bloodshed; when blood has 
been shed it was where the police or militia have at- 
tempted to restore order. Wherever the Regular soldier 
goes he not only carries the confidence of the people and 
those greatest essentials, discipline and training, but that 
powerful factor behind him, the majesty of our great gov- 
ernment, by the people. This confidence of our people 
in the soldier of the Regular Army is not confined to his 
prowess upon countless batilefields—fearless assaults 
upon trenches and fortifications, but upon his intelligence, 
coolness, manliness and judgment, not only in the terrors 
of earthquakes and conflagrations, but even in his help- 
fulness in disease epidemic, and his integrity in aiding in 
grasshopper pestilences. This respect and confidence in 
him has been demonstrated by his antagonists. The In- 
dians never had the confidence in their civil administra- 
tion that they had in the Army, and were always laying 
their grievances before the officers. The day after rais- 
ing the siege at Santiago de Cuba, a Spanish officer in- 
vited me to drink a bottle of wine with him, as indeed, 
they rushed at us at the surrender with bottles of rum 
in their arms. The Porto Rican, the Cuban and the 
Filipino have but the kindliest feelings and respect for 
the American Army. 

“We have a seacoast of our mainland, excluding Alas- 
ka and outlying possessions, of over 24,000 miles. We 
cannot defend every mile of it with fortifications, and an 
army intending to land for invasion would not attempt 
to do so at a fortified place, but between fortified places 
—between what or how many fortified places no man can 
say. We must, therefore, have a large mobile land force 
at such places that we can assemble an army quickly at 
one or two or more points on our seacoast and of such 
strength as to resist, overwhelm and destroy any invad- 
ing force that the strongest nation can possibly transport 
and land. This would take a still larger army. 

“We expend $300,000,000 a year to fight fire alone—and 





.I may say here no one considers firemen ‘a menace to our 


liberties.” We have voluntarily expended hundreds of 
millions in ‘uplifting’ philanthropy of peoples whose 
greatest desire is that, we would let them alone to solve 
their own problems and work out their own destinies. 
I state this as a fact, not to criticize the acts of our gov- 
ernment in the matter, for it has accomplished marvelous 
wonders—for which much credit is due to the Army. But 
self-defense and self-protection, like charity, should be- 
gin at home. 

“It is true that the expense of the Army in the past 
has appeared heavy. But it must be remembered that 
a great part of that cost was expended for opening up 
our country for settlement, making settlement possible, 
and protecting our settlers and pioneers. The cost has 
been, not only in mone, but in lives and blood. The 
loss of life to our pioneers on the battle line of civiliza- 
tion, in its westward sweep across the continent, from 
the Atlantie to the Pacific, has been greater than the Joss 
of lives in all our great wars. The Regular Army has 
been the skirmish line, the vanguard and the safeguard, 
and has lost more lives on that march than it has in all 
the battles of our other wars. Such has been its past, 
and I may say, ‘its menace to our liberties.’ 

“Those who cannot, and those who will not serve in 
the Army, ought at least to bear cheerfully the, to them, 
inappreciable expense of those who do serve for the na- 
tional defense. 

“What I have said here to-night has been in all sin- 
cerity, simplicity and truth, based wholly upon an inti- 
mate knowledge gained by over forty-six years’ service 
in the Army. My active service will soon expire from 
age, but I will leave the Army with a full abiding faith 
in its integrity, loyalty to our institutions, and useful- 
ness in future, and with the fond hope that it will be in 
time fully appreciated by all of their countrymen.” 
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AEROPLANE EXPERIMENTS. 

The Wright Brothers’ aeroplane experiments at Man- 
teo, N.C., have more than passing interest, because they 
are establishing new records, and because the tests are 
being closely watched by representatives of our own and 
other armies in the hope of being able to put these man- 
made birds to practical military use. No official report 
has been made on these experiments, which are not yet 
completed, so that the only information obtainable is 
contained in newspaper accounts. From these it appears 
that the Wrights have often been able to rise to a height 
of many feet and covered fifteen miles, partly against a 
sixteen-mile wind. The machine appears to be under 
the control of the operators, either going with or against 
the wind. The inventors seem able to bring it back to 
the starting point at will and to settle to the ground as 
gently as a duck alighting on a pond. So far the aero- 
planes have been largely “ground skimmers,” not rising 
more than several hundred feet. The balloons have 
been of use in war by their ability to rise to a great 
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height. With improvement the aeroplanes may also 
reach high attitudes. The aeroplane of the right 
Brothers was smashed on the afternoon of May 14, 
through the operator’s pulling the landing lever by mis- 
take, 

Henry Farman, of France, the noted airship designer, 
has challenged the Wrights for a race in France for the 
airship championship and stakes of $5,000. After enter- 
ing their machines in foreign contests, the Wrights ex- 
pect to take part in the government tests at Fort Myer, 
Va., in August. 

An aerodrome designed by F. W. Baldwin and con- 
structed by the Aerial Experiment Association, Dr. Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, chairman, was tried at Hammonds- 
port, N.Y., on May 18. The fouling of the propeller by 
part of the aeroplane brought it to earth after a flight of 
98 yards at a height of ten feet. The Association has its 
winter headquarters at Hammondsport, where 1st Lieut. 
Thomas FE. Selfridge, Field Artillery, U.S.A., who 
is one of the five members. is stationed. Lieutenant 
Selfridge was in the operator’s seat on a preliminary trial 
on May 17, when the machine was kept*on the ground to 
test the steering gear. Another aeroplane has been built 
by the Association, known as Selfridge’s Red Wing. 

France seems determined to lead the world in under- 
water and mid-air fighting machines. She was the first 
to give submarines a large use and has gone farther than 
other countries in promoting flying. One of the most ad- 
vanced inventors of aeroplanes is Leon Delagrange, who 
made a record flight on April 11 under supervision of 
the Aero Club of France. The course was triangular, 
having sides 350, 200 and 275 meters in length. There 
was a strong puffy wind. After running along the ground 
for about one hundred and fifty feet, the machine took 
the air and during the first two rounds kept close to the 
ground, touching the earth twice. Afterward Delagrange 
rose to a height of about ten feet, succeeding in making 
five rounds without touching ground, covering 12,877.27 
feet at a speed of about twenty-two miles an hour. He 
won the $2.000 prize by this flight, beating Farman’s rec- 
ord of three minutes thirty-one seconds in the air by re- 
maining up six minutes thirty seconds. It is claimed for 
the Wrights that they have reached a speed. of sixty miles 
an hour and that the lifting power of their craft enabled 
the two brothers to make one trip together. The unre- 
liability of the delicate gas engines and steering gear re- 
quired for these machines is the chief trouble experienced. 
As the planes are heavier than the air, the principle em- 
ployed is entirely diffierent from that used in balloons, 
which depend for success on their being lighter than air. 
The balloons rise by their own lightness, the aeroplanes 
of the Wrights get up speed on a mono-railway two hun- 
dred and fifty feet long. There are now three distinctly 
marked schools of flying. One clings to the old balloon 
that goes with the air currents, the other favors the San- 
tos Dumont self-propelled gas bag, and the third prefers 
the aeroplane. The success of the planes these days is a 
tardy but complete vindication of the enthusiasm of Pro- 
fessor Langley, the American inventor, for the last of 
whose experiments in 1903 Congress made an appropria- 
tion. Whether large results flow immediately from these 
latest tests, much has been gained in proving that man 
ean fly against the wind, though his ship be heavier than 
the air.

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NAVY ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 


The annual report of the Navy Athletic Association has 
recently been issued at the Naval Academy. The report 
of the Secretary of the Association, Lieut. Comdr. H. J. 
Ziegemeier, U.S.N., for the year 1907 says that the year 
was without doubt the greatest in athletics in the history 
of the Naval Academy, and the various athletic teams have 
added new laurels and brought additional trophies to the 
Academy—as has been shown by the accounts of athletic 
events at the Naval Academy published in these columns 
from week to week. The Navy gymnastic team made an ex- 
cellent showing against Pennsylvania in March of last 
year, although finally outpointed; the Navy crew of 1907 
won from Georgetown and Columbia, and was third in 
the regatta at Poughkeepsie in which seven crews took 


part. The Navy fencing team had a clean record to its 
credit, not having lost any of its matches in 1907. In 
the Intercollegiate Tournament in March, 1907, the Navy 
fencers covered themselves with glory, winning from the 
Army and Cornell, the only other teams that qualified for 
the finals, after taking part in all in thirty-six bouts, of 
which only seven were lost. In the track and field meets 
excellent records were made. The baseball team, coached 
by Lieutenant Weaver, U.S.N., and Mr. Fultz, made the 
game with the Army its chief objective, but lost by the 
close score of 6 to 5. In other games the nine scored in 
all 89 runs to their opponents’ 88. 

A source of special pride was the success of the Navy 
Rifle Team as well as of the Midshipmen’s Team. Both 
of these teams were coached by Lieutenants Laning and 
Fairfield, who deserve much praise for their success. At 
the Camp Perry matches the Naval Academy team stood 
sixth, although it was the youngest team in the competi- 
tion, and the first midshipmen team to take part in the 
annual matches. The military championship of the United 
States was won by Midshipman H. T. Smith, by a score 
of 612 out of 700. In the National Pistol Match Midship- 
man W. A. Lee took first place, scoring 238 out of a pos- 
sible 250 and defeating 250 crack revolver shots of the 
country. 

The defeat of the Army football team by the Navy 
eleven, 6-0, was of course the crowning event of the ath- 
letic year for the Navy, and the midshipmen eleven also 
made an excellent record against their other opponents, - 
scoring in all 118 points to their opponents’ 34. In basket- 
ball the first match ever played at the Naval Academy 
took place on Dec. 14, 1907, yet it resulted in a decisive 
victory for the midshipmen. Lacrosse has also been taken 
up for the first time this year, and promises to become 
popular. 

The sword, presented by the Navy Athletic Association 
for general excellence in athtetics, went to Midshipman 
Jonas Howard Ingram, class of 1907. The name of Her- 
bert Lee Spencer, class of 1907, was engraved on the 
Thompson Trophy Cup, as being the midshipman declared 
by the executive committee, Navy Athletic Association, to 
have done the most for the promotion of athletics during 
the year. 

The report of the treasurer for 1907, Prof. N. M. 
Terry, shows that the membership of the Association has 
increased to 1,400. Total receipts for the year were 
$18,421.25, and expenditures $15,847.86. The total ex- 
penditure for the Army-Navy game were $1,144.93, and 
for the Poughkeepsie regatta, $2,737. The great cost of 
the Poughkeepsie race was met by liberal subscriptions 
of New York and other members, but that naturally re- 
duced the subscriptions for the general purposes of the 
Association. The expenses would have been greater had 





not Col. R. M. Thompson furnished his house-boat for the 
use of the midshipmen. 

The report of the Midshipmen’s Athletic Association 
for 1907, by Lieut. Comdr. N. E. Irwin, U.S.N., shows 
total expenditures of $10,344.16, the largest item being 
$4,371.33 for football. The midshipmen subscribed an 
average of $14 each toward the expenditure. An accom- 
panying balance sheet of the treasurer for the present 
year shows a balance of $405.12 in the Association’s 
treasury on May 1, 1908. For the year so far the ex- 
penditures amounted to $2,733.64. The following will be 
due at end of academic year: Balance due baseball 
coach, $1,200; balance. due crew coach, $600; umpire

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THE WEST POINT CADET RIOT. 


In his article on “Jefferson Davis at West Point,” 
Prof. Walter L. Fleming, in the June Metropolitan Maga- 
zine, says: 

“Closely connected with Benny Havens’s was the great 
cadet riot of Ohristmas, 1826, in the middle of Davis’s 
third year. Before Christmas it was rumored through 
the barracks that Davis and other Southern and South- 
western cadets were going to explain to the other mem- 
bers of the corps the mysteries of egg-nog. Cadets Davis, 
Tilghman and Temple were to get the necessaries from 
Benny’s, but it seems that something prevented and 
others had to get the materials. The authorities were 








suspicious and ordered the inspectors to stay up all night 
to keep order. This angered the cadets, and the prepara- 
tions for the egg-nog went on. In the dark of the morn- 
ing of Dec. 25 the invitations were sent out. Robert E. 
Lee and Joseph E. Johnston declined. J. B. Magruder, 
Drayton, C. J. Wright and others accepted. Davis was 
extending the invitations when he heard a rumor that 
Captain Hitcheock was abroad. He ran back to No. 5 
North Barracks, where the refreshments were collected, 
called out, “Put away that grog, boys, old Hitch is com- 
ing,” and looked up to find that Hitchcock was already 
in the room. Davis was sent to his quarters under ar- 
rest, fortunately for him, for after some hilarious noise 
he went to sleep and did not get into the riot which 
then began. The instructors and officers were chased out 
of the halls into their own rooms and there besieged. 
The cadets obtained arms and organized the ‘Helvetian 
League’ to protect themselves against the Bombardiers, 
who they heard were ordered out to subdue them. Davis’s 
room-mate, Walter B. Guion, of Mississippi, was the 
leader of the ‘Helvetians.’ He secured a pistol and 
tried to shoot Captain Hitchcock. Some of the officers 
were badly bruised with stove wood that the cadets 
threw at them. After an hour cr two the riot wore out. 
Later, nineteen cadets, among them Guion, were court- 
martialed, and dismissed. Davis with others was kept 
long under arrest and given demerits.”

A LITTLE MIXED. 


Our esteemed contemporary, the Evening Post, of New 
York, in commenting editorially in its issue of May 8 on 
the new militia laws of New York state, has evidently 
commented on the wrong bill, for it cites a number of 
supposed changes which have not been made and other 
changes which the Post takes to be new have been 
in force since 1898. The Post has apparently assumed 
that the code just adopted was that prepared by the 
Wainwright Commission, whereas as explained in our 
issue of May 2, page 947, when we announced the prin- 
cipal changes made, it was the New York Senate Com- 
mittee Code that has become a law. ee 

The Post states, among other things, that the limit of 
strength has been raised from 15,000 to 18,000, when the 
fact is that the limit has been 18,000 since 1898. It is 
also stated that any soldier in good standing at the end of 
three years may be honorably discharged, if he gives 
forty days’ notice, when, in fact, there is no such pro- 
vision in the law. 

The law that the Governor when he creates new or- 
ganizations may appoint all the officers in the first in- 
stance is not a new law, as the Post states, for it has 
been a law for ten years past; neither has the Adjutant 
General been appointed by the Governor with the con- 
sent of the Senate, as the Post states he has been. The 
Senate has nothing to do with the appointment of the 
Adjutant General. : , 

What the Post describes as a departure in American 
military procedure by specifying that “no lieutenant may 
remain in active service who is forty years of age, no 
captain after his forty-fifth birthday, and no major after 
fifty, and lieutenant colonels of fifty-five and colonels of 
sixty are not to be known hereafter,” is simply a dream. 
No such law was passed. It was in the Wainwright 
Code, but was deemed so absurd that it met an early 
fate. 
Although the provision that any commissioned | officer 
may be examined by a board of officers, and, if pro- 
nounced unfit or incompetent, or disabled, may be retired 
or discharged, is described by the Post as revolutionary 
in character, it has nevertheless been in existence for 
ten years. There are also a number of other inaccuracies 
in the article in question, which, of course, is due to a 
misconception of the facts. f 
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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

The May number of St. Nicholas contains another 
chapter of “Three Years Behind the Guns,” in which are 
vividly portrayed the experiences and sensations of a 
gun-pointer in his first battle, and that the battle of Ma- 
nila Bay, the results of which have meant so much in 
the widening of our world vision and our responsibilities 
as a nation. Illustrations from photographs and draw- 
ings are of Commodore (now Admiral) Dewey, the Com- 
modore’s stateroom on the Olympia and Dewey on the 
bridge; sinking Spanish ships and the wreckage after the 
battle. The May instalment of General Howard’s series 
of articles on “Famous Indian Chiefs,’ running in St. 
Nicholas, consists of two chapters. Chapter IX tells of 
the mild-mannered and peaceful Indian chiefs of Alaska, 
Fernandeste, Sitka Jack, and Anahootz, and of General 
Howard’s mission to them as a messenger from the Big 
Chief, in the command of a portion of the Army of the 
Northwest. Fernandeste was one of their most beloved 
chiefs who had been kidnapped by white men, and died 
of fright while being carried off in a ship. The Indians 
were pacified by the payment to them by the government 
ef one hundred good blankets and the return to them of 
the body of their dead chieftain. The passage to chapter 
X is a sudden transition from peace to war, this number 
dealing with the hot-blooded and revengeful Modocs of 
Oregon and California, the recital of whose deeds of vio- 
lence In the light of their provocation, still leaves one to 
say, Lo, the poor Indian! 

Three new works published by Charles Scribner Sons 
at the price of $1.50 each are of especial interest. Marie 
Van Vorst in “The Sentimental Adventures of Jimmy 
Bulstrode” has created in the hero of the series of stories 
a most amusing and lovable character, whose love for 
mankind in general and of children in particular lead him 
into many kindly and pleasant efforts to better the lives of 
those with whom he comes in contact. His adventures are 
recounted with a charming mingling of humor and senti- 
ment. The attractive illustrations of the volume are by 
Alonzo Kimball. With his usual combination of whim- 
sical conceit and clever pen, Oliver Herford in “The As- 
tonishing Tale of a Pen and Ink Puppet” satirizes most 
amusingly the “Genteel Art of Illustrating,” in a series 
of drawings with an accompanying thread of text, which 
appears in a handsome volume. “Old Mr. Davenant's 
Money,” by Frances Powell, is a romance of Long Island, 
a story of mystery of ingenious and interesting plot. The 
chief scenes of the story are laid in a gay summer colony, 
and the underlying mystery is made plain unconsciously 
by the heroine, unsuspicious of the tragedy that is enacted 
about her. :

The Secretary of the Navy will’in a few days. submit 
to the Comptroller of the ‘Treasury a number of: questions 
growing out of the routine work connected with the exe- 
cution of the new pay law. It is understood that until 
these matters have been passed on paymasters will inter- 
pret the new law for themselves. It will doubtless be the 
rule to issue pay on the base pay of the different grades, 
and leave to be decided the question whether the ten per 
cent. for foreign service should be figured on allowances

Among the questions submitted to the Comptroller are 
the following: Do retired Navy officers receive three-fourths 
of base pay alone, or with the ten per cent. added for 
sea duty? ‘Are chief boatswains, chief gunners, chief car- 
penters and chief sailmakers entitled to ten per cent. 
when on sea duty or shore duty beyond the boundaries of 
the’ United States? Are midshipmen- after graduation, 
warrant officers and pay clerks entitled to the ten per 
cent. additional when at sea or beyond the borders of the 
United States? Are officers entitled to the-ten per cent. 
while traveling to station? Is the widow or other bene- 
ficiary of an officer who dies while on sea or foreign duty 
entitled to six months’ pay, including the additional ten 
per cent.? Is the widow of a pay clerk entitled to the six 
months’ pay benefit? Is a paymaster’s clerk entitled to 
five years’ consecutive service if in the Navy May 13, 
1908? Would paymasters’ clerks who have had previous 
service receive benefit of five years’ constructive service as 
appointees from civil life when re-entering the Navy after 
the passage of the Act of May 13, 1908? Is the widow 
of a midshipman entitled to the six months’ pay benefit? 

The Navy pay tables, for the reasons noted, are not 
yet complete. The following table which shows the pay of 
Navy officers in a comparison with that of officers of the 
Army, etc., is. therefore not official, but there is little doubt 
that it is substantially correct. It is difficult as yet to give 
entirely accurate tables as to pay. of Navy enlisted men, 
but the new law provides for a flat increase of ten per 
cent. 
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ARMY PAY. 


The following are the official tables of Army pay under 
the new law as issued by the Office of the Paymaster Gen- 
eral of the Army, May 15, 1908, except that we omit the 
figures as to rate of pay for two days and three days, this 
being sufficiently indicated. by the pay rate for one day. 

The pay table for enlisted men as published in our issue 
of May 2, page 947, is essentially correct, and in accord 
with the pay clause as published on page $78, May 9. 

. In order to. carry out the new. pay law for the Army. it 
will be necessary to define in a general order. the i- 
tions of mess sergeant and of horseshoer, these , places 
having under the terms of. the law no precise military 
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status, There will also be a decision as to what officers 
are to'be held to be mounted officers and thus entitled to 


_ be provided with mounts by the government, or to be paid 


if they provide their own horses the sum of $150 a year 
for one horse and $200 for two horses. Provision is to 


be made for deciding- what sort of-an--animal will pass 
muster as a suitable mount. Boards competent to exam- 
ine and pass on horses will be required at all posts 
throughout the country, except possibly a few where there 
are no mounted officers,

Senator Dick called up the Militia bill in the Senate on 
Thursday, and the bill was passed by the Senate. The 
House passed the bill in the same form on May 22. We 
published the bill in our issue of Feb. 8, page 608. The 
measure as it stands is all that the most enthusiastic 
friend of the National Guard could ask. It provides that 
the organized militia may be called into service for the 
duration of hostilities instead of for the period of seven 
months, and that an organization may be sent beyond the 
borders of the United States if necessary. The appropri- 
ation for the maintenance and equipment of the Guard 
was increased from $2,000,000 to $4,000,000. It is the 
purpose to equip the Guard gradually until it is practic- 
ally on the same basis with the Regular Army, and in 
effect it now becomes a reserve corps of the Regular 
Army. This legislation is the most important in the his- 
tory of the National Guard. It now remains for the War 
Department and the adjutants general of _ the states to 
work out the details and perfect organization. — The Na- 
tional Guard becomes not only a state militia with a 
quasi relation to the general government, but it is now a 
national militia responsible to the general government in 
a sense never before realized. 


— 


The greater part of the promotions to occur in the line 
of the Marine Corps as a 1esult of the recent increase in 
that corps will be of the “gunboat” order—made during 
the recess, as there are no officers now eligible by reason 
of having passed their examinations for promotion. But 
two examinations brought on by the bill have taken place. 
Major C. L. McCawley.has been nominated and con rmed 
as lieutenant colonel, and Capt. Edwin A. Jonas, who on 
examination proved to be physically disqualified, has been 
retired. These changes occur in the gtaff. Examinations 
will be held as soon as practicable, probably during the 
eoming week, for further promotions in the staff. The 
examinations for the eight vacancies existing prior to the 
passage of the increase bill took place_last week and the 
names of the successful candidates have been sent to the 
President. The following officers have been selected to 
fill places in staff created by the Naval Appropriation 
Act: Major and assistant adjutant and inspector, Capt. 
David D: Porter. Captains and assistant quartermasters,

The rules and regulations for the female nurse corps 
authorized by the Navy Appropriation Bill are being 
drawn up and will be completed within the next few 
days. They wiil provide for a thorough examination in 
the duties of the position, and there will be a physical ex- 
amination to determine whether candidates are strong 
enough to undergo the severe uirements of the ser- 
vice. The female nurses of the Navy will receive the 
same pay, allowances, emoluments, and have the same 
privileges, that are enjoyed by nurses in the Army. There 
will be a superintendent who will have charge of nurses 
at various naval hospitals and on hospital ships. No ap- 
prehension is felt as to any difficulty in getting female 
nurses who will be good sailors and able to endure life on 
shipboard.

.. The block in the promotion of second lieutenants in the 
Cavalry arm which has occurred of late was broken this 
week with the nomination of all the delayed numbers, 
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ATLANTIC FLEET. 


Officers of the Atlantic Fleet are now breathing a sigh 
of relief that the surfeit of banquets, balls, pink teas, 
luncheons, parades, receptions and numerous other enter- 
tainment which have attended the great hospitality of 
California for a month past is about ended. 

There is no doubt that the entertainments in a measure 
have been hurtful for the time being to the discipline and 
efficiency of the fleet. Officers realize the value of having 
the public see and become interested in the Navy, and 
they are very hospitable in their welcome to them. but at 
the same time the disadvantage of continued interruption 
of work and discipline is regretted. The entertainments 
have all been exceptionally attractive. But in the mass 
of social activities, day after day, they have lost their 
charm, and it is only under detail that officers have lat- 
terly attended pink teas, etc. s 

On May 15 the entertainments included observation car 
rides for 1,000 sailors, a championship baseball game be- 
tween Army and Navy nines and a dinner by the M.O.L. 
L.U.S. to veterans of the Spanish-American War. There 
were also Army and Navy boxing championship matches 
in the evening. 

The torpedoboat flotilla, under command of Capt. E. N. 
Freeman, left San Francisco early May 15 for Sacra- 
mento for five days of entertainment. 

Orders were sent to Rear Admiral Dayton, in command 
of the Pacific Fleet on May 15, directing him to proceed 
to San Diego, Cal., where a stop of several days will be 
made. The original orders of the Pacific Fleet to leave 
San Francisco on May 15 for a cruise to the south were 
countermanded. The vessels sailed for San Diego May 
17. 
The battleships Maine and Alabama were detached 
from the Battleship Fleet May 18 and formed into a spe- 
cial service squadron, under command of Capt. Giles B. 
Harber, commanding the Maine. These ships leave San 

Francisco on June 1 for the Atlantic. Their places in 
the fleet are to be taken by the Wisconsin and the Ne- 
braska. 

Capt. E. F. Qualtrough has been detached from duty at 
the navy yard, Washington, D.C., and ordered to assume 
command of the battleship Georgia at San Francisco as 
the relief of Capt. H. McCrea, who has been ordered 
home and placed on waiting orders. 

William Nagle, a bluejacket on the Minnesota, on May 
16 was fatally stabbed and Frederick T. Burns, of the 
2ist Coast Artillery, was dangerously wounded by Ed- 
ward B. Reilly, a cigar dealer. The three had a number 
of drinks together and then quarreled. . i 

Rear Admiral Charles S. Sperry, commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet, in a telegram to the Navy Depart- 
ment May 19, announced that Louasa Warner Spalding 
Stillman, yeoman, second class, who made the cruise on 
the Louisiana, died at San Francisco that day of double 
pneumonia. The man’s next of kin is Mrs. P. Stillman, 
his mother, who lives at 200 Whittier avenue, Providence, 
Rhode Island. : 

There were seven boxing bouts between enlisted men 
of the Navy and Army at the Auditorium May 16, and 
the sailors won them all. Three were won on clean 
knockouts, two were stopped by the referee when the sol- 
dier fighter was in a helpless condition and the other two 
went the limit and were awarded on decisions. 

Mike Neeley, U.S.S. Ohio, knocked out William Burke, 
28th Coast Art., in the second round. 

Al Cleary, U.S.S. Missouri, knocked out George Mac- 
Cullough in the first round. 

Frank Rafferty, U.S.S. Alabama, knocked out Charles 
Ross, Battery. E, Field Art. 

Larry Prendergast, U.S.S. Rhode Island, beat Dan 
Ferguson, 67th Coast Art., in the fourth round. 

A. S. Rollins, U.S.S. Kentucky, won decision from B. 
F. Houck, Battery E, Field Art., in seven rounds. 

Billy Tighe, U.S.S. Alabama, won decision from Frank 
Gruber, 67th Coast Art., six rounds. 

Phil Slossberg, U.S.S. New Jersey, won from Beany 
Stauffer, 67th Coast Art., in the second round. 

Petty officers of the fleet enjoyed a dinner at the Fair- 
mont Hotel, May 16. 

The Atlantic Fleet sailed from San Francisco May 18 
for Puget Sound in the face of a blinding rain storm. 

The fleet entered the mouth of the Columbia River 
after a rough passage on the afternoon of May 20, and 
stood off several hours before resuming their cruise to- 
ward Bellingham and Seattle. : 

The fleet encountered the roughest weather on this 
eruise that it has experienced since leaving Hampton 
Roads. A correspondent of the N.Y. Herald on board the 
Vermont sends the following: “At nine o’clock a.m., 
May 20, the fleet was off Tillamoot, about 200 miles south 
of Cape Flattery. The wind abated slightly and Rear 
Admiral Sperry ordered thirteen knots’ speed, which all 
the ships, including the Kentucky and the Kearsarge, 
maintained with ease. Humboldt bar was passed shortly 
before ten o'clock, with the ships in column formation, 
making twelve knots. The formation was changed to 
squadron when the speed was increased to thirteen knots. 
The hospital ship Relief kept up well with the rest of the 
fleet. Collision and division drills, which it has been im- 
possible to hold in port on account of visitors, were going 
through with.” ‘ 

The fleet entered Puget Sound en route to Bellingham, 
Washington, early on the morning of May 21, having 
made the run from San Francisco at a varying speed 
of from eleven to.thirteen knots. After passing through 
the entrance to the Straits of San Juan de Fuca for 66 
miles, the fleet stopped at 6:30 a.m., May 21, to pick up 
the pilot, who was Herbert F. Beecher, a son of the late 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, and who has been a pilot in 
Puget Sound for thirty years. 4 

The Louisiana, the Virginia, the Missouri and the Ohio 
left the fleet on May 21 for Port Angeles and the Kear- 
sarge and the Illinois for Port Townsend, while the Ne- 
braska left the First Division and joined the Wisconsin 
and the Kentucky of the Fourth in a trip to the navy 
yard, at Bremerton, to undergo repairs. With the ex- 
ception of the last three vessels, the thirteen ships will 
mobilize May 23 and proceed to Seattle for a four-day 
visit. ‘The Connecticut, Kansas, Minnesota, Vermont, 
Georgia, New Jersey and Rhode Island will remain in the 
First Squadron. The hospital ship Relief bas gone to 
Bellingham Bay. 

Numerous entertainments have been arranged for. A 
thousand bluejackets attended a grand ball given at the 

Fairyland Rink, Bellingham, on the night of May 21. 
The “White City,” an amusement park somewhat on the 
order of Luna Park, Coney Island, N.Y., will have a ball 
for the men each afternoon and evening during their stay. 
The Aftermath Club gave a dinner for the chaplains of 
the fleet, and there was a reception and smoker for the 
offieers at the Cougar, Elks and Kulshan clubs. The citi- 
zens’ committee made a great hit with the officers of the 


fleet by omitting the usual Fourth of July oratorical ban- 
quet, says a Herald correspondent. 

Rear Admiral Sperry has cabled his acceptance of the 
invitation of Lord Northcote, Governor General of Aus- 
tralia, to himself and the other flag officers of the fleet to 
stay at government house during their visit to Sydney. 
An official dinner and a ball will be among the entertaia- 
ments at government house in honor of the American vis- 
itors. The arrangements for the reception of the fleet 
both by the Federal and state authorities are making good 
progress at Melbourne and Sydney. The entire Victorian 
cabinet constitutes the committee which is arranging for 
Victoria’s welcome to the American visitors. : 

The visit of the Pacific Fleet’s armored cruisers to Vic- 
toria, B.C., has been postponed, perhaps indefinitely. The 
first invitation from the British Ambassador being for 
battleships to visit Victoria, it is believed now that the 
fact that the Navy Department was unable to comply 
with this request was considered as canceling all arrange- 
ments for the visit. 

The golden key made of Alaska and Klondike nuggets 
which will be presented to Rear Admiral C. S. Sperry, 
commander-in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet, upon,its arrival 
off Seattle May 23 is finished. The key weighs ten 
ounces. Ten thousand seats for the official reviewing 
stand have been sold. One of the features of the recep- 
tion to the fleet in Seattle will be a baseball game be- 
tween a crack Japanese team and the champion nine of 
the fleet. 


RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Lieut. Col. Thomas W. Symons, Corps of Engrs., pro- 
moted colonel, to date from May 8, 1908, vice Adams, 
retired, is one of the best known officers of his corps in 
the Service. He is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of 1874, and stood No. 1 in the class. He has been en- 
gaged in varied and important work during his service 
in the Army, and has had charge of some of the most 
prominent engineering problems. In 1876 he was as- 
sistant engineer on explorations west of the one hundredth 
meridian, under Lieutenant Wheeler, and from 1879 
to 1882 he was on duty in the Department of Columbia, 
engaged in selecting sites for new posts, constructing 
inilitary roads, preventing outbreak of Sank and Shagit 
Indians, making surveys and various other duties. He 
has been on duty with the Mississippi River Commis-

RECENT DEATHS. 


Ex-Capt. John A. Davidson, of Co. E, 7th N.G.N.Y., 
died in New York city May 15, 1908, of diabetes, aged 
thirty-nine years. He first joined the military as a pri- 
vate in Co. H, 7th N.Y., Oct. 29, 1886, rising to the rank 
of sergeant. He was appointed commissary of the 69th 
N.Y. by Colonel Duffy in December, 1897, and served as 
captain and regimental adjutant with the volunteer regi- 
ment in 1898. He was elected captain of Co. E, 7th N. 
Y.. in November, 1 . and resigned a few months ago 
on account of illness. Captain Davidson was a very effi- 
cient and highly esteemed officer. He was a member of 
the Catholic, Democratic and New York Athletic clubs. 
A widow and a son survive him. 

Mrs Caroline Churchill Wyeth died on May 7, 1908, ‘n 
East Orange, N.J., in her eighty-fourth year. Mrs. Wy- 
eth was well known to many Army friends who will re- 
gret to learn of her death. She was the mother of Major 
M. C. Wyeth, U.S.A., who is now serving in the Philip- 
pines, and the sad news was cabled to him. 

Mrs. Mary J. Scott, wife of Chaplain W. H. Scott, U. 
S.A., retired, died at her home at Alameda, Cal., May 12, 
1908. Mrs. Scott had been in failing health, due to ad- 
vancing years, and cancer of the stomach for months, She 
was born in Nashville, Tenn., and married W. H. Scott 
in 1862. 

The Adjutant General of the Army has been advised 
of the death, from pyelitis and consequent chronic inter- 
stitial nephritis, of Brig. Gen. David Perry, U.S.A., re- 
tired, which occurred at Washington, D.C., May 18, 1908. 
General Perry was born in Connecticut June 11, 1841, 
and was appointed a second lieutenant of Cavalry from 
New Jersey March 24, 1862. He served continuously in 
the Cavalry arm until his retirement as colonel, July 5, 
1898. He was advanced to the grade of brigadier general 
on the retired list April 23, 1904. He was breveted ma- 
jor April 1, 1865, for faithful and meritorious services 
during the war; lieutenant colonel Dec. 26, 1866, for gal- 
lantry in an engagement with a large band of Indians on 
the Owyhee River, Idaho, Dec. 26, 1866, and colonel, 


April 5, 1868, for gallantry in an engagemefit with a 
large band of Indians on the’ Maihour River, Oregon, 
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April 5, 1868. The funeral of General Perry took place 
from his residence May 21. The services were conducted 
by the Rev. Herbert Scott Smith, of Mt. Margaret’s 
Chureh. A full military escort in Washington was pro- 
vided. The interment was in Arlington Cemetery. Gen- 
eral Perry; is survived by his wife and Miss Mabel Perry. 

Major Thomas H. Norton, U.S.A., retired, prominent 
citizen and business man, and notable veteran of the Civil 
War, passed away at the City Hospital, Wheeling, West 
Va., May 13, 1908. The end came after intense suffer- 
ing covering a period of many weeks caused by a cancer- 
ous growth on the left side of the neck. Though he was 
68 years old, Major Norton retained his powerful phy- 
sique and clear faeulties as in his prime. Major Norton 
was born in Pittsburg, Pa., April 29, 1840. At the be- 
ginning of the War of the Rebellion under the first call 
of President Lincoln for seventy-five thousand volunteers, 
Major Norton raised a company of men, principally em- 
ployees of the iron mills, of which his father was part 
owner. He was elected second lieutenant of this com- 
pany, and was mustered into the United States service in 
the Ist Regiment of Virginia Volunteers. While serving 
with this regiment Major Norton took part in the en- 
gagement at Philippi, Va., on June 3, 1861. In recogni- 
tion of his services in this affair, he was on Aug. 5, 1861, 
appointed captain in the 15th U.S. Infantry, and report- 
ed for duty at Newport Barracks, Ky., in September fol- 
lowing, being at that time but little over 21 years of 
age. During the remainder of 1861 and part of 1862 
Captain Norton was on recruiting, mustering and disburs- 
ing duty at Columbus, O., and Harrisburg, Pa. Being re- 
lieved of this duty in 1862, he joined the 2d Battalion, 
15th U.S. Infantry, at Memphis, Tenn., which command, 
after the battle of Chickamauga, in September, 1863, was 
attached to the Regular Brigade, Second Division, 14th 
Corps, Army of the Cumberland. Major Norton re- 
mained on duty in the field with this command until] the 
end of the war, participating in the battles of Missionary 
Ridge, Tennessee, on Nov. 25, 1863, and all the battles 
of the Atlanta campaign, including those of Resaca, New 
Hope Church, Kenesaw Mountain, Neal Dow Station, 
Peach Tree Creek, the Siege of Atlanta and battle of 
Jonesborough, Ga. He was breveted major for gallant 
and meritorious services in the above actions, and at the 
end of the war was awarded a medal of honor by the 
legislature of the State of West Virginia, for his services 
while connected with the Virginia Volunteers. From 1865 
to 1870 Major Norton continued to serve in Alabama, 
Mississippi and Texas, performing duty under the recon- 
struction laws of Congress; and in 1868 and 1869 was 
military mayor of the city and commanding officer of the 
post of Jackson, Miss. He was retired from active ser- 
vice Dec. 17, 1870, for disability incurred in the line of 
duty. Returning to Wheeling, he engaged in the private 
banking business and in carrying on mining business, be- 
ing interested with other substantial business men of 
Wheeling in mine holdings and operations in Colorado, 
Oregon, and other Western states, as well as in West 
Virginia. Beside a wife and son, Thomas W. Norton, 
Major Norton leaves the following half brothers: John 
Norton, who is engaged in the iron manufacturing busi- 
ness at Ironton, O., Frank, Robert and Edward Norton, 
all residents of the state of Nebraska. “In his private 
life,” writes a correspondent, ‘‘Major Norton was a model 
man, kind, considerate and entertaining. His hospitable 
home at Cecil Place, where he had lived for a number 
of years past, was well known for its many social gather- 
ings, in which the Major took active interest. He was 
public spirited and always manifested an interest in all 
things that tended toward the improvement of the com- 
munity. He was charitably disposed, and was never 
known to refuse when an opportunity was given him to 
contribute to any worthy cause. Naturally his loss to 
the community will be keenly felt, especially by those 
who had known him for many years past.’

He has assurances he would get a third of 
the needed sum, but of the rest he was not so sure. One 
of the warmest supporters of the Peary explorations, Mr. 
Morris K. Jesup, died recently and Mr. Peary misses his 
hearty enthusiasm. On his next trip, Mr. Peary says, he 
will stay in the polar regions for three years if necessary 
to get to the Pole. His old ship, the Roosevelt, has been 
fitted with Scotch boilers and a lug-sail forward. The 
forecastle also has been enlarged. He purposes this time 
to follow the north coast of Grant Land as far west as 
Cape Columbia, instead of leaving land at Point Moss, as 
formerly. On leaving land he will shape his course more 
west of north than before to allow for the easterly drift 
of ice between the north coast of Grant Land and the 
Pole. Mr. Peary says the raising of the money necessary 
for the trip is so exhausting that he has been fagged out 
before starting heretofore.

Rear Admiral Newton E. Mason, Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, visited the Bethlehem Stee] Works this week 
to inspect work on the two stage ammunition hoists being 
constructed there for the Delaware and North Dakota. 
These hoists are being made from designs by the Bureau 


of Ordnance. Similar hoists are being made at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard for the South Carolina and Michigan 
and these are from designs made at the Washington yard. 
Similar hoists will be placed on all the new ships here- 
after. There is no likelihood that two-stage hoists will be 
placed on any of the old ships, as Congress seems averse 
to providing for the great expense that would be involved. 
he Bureau of Ordnance made an estimate of the cost of 
installing these hoists on all the ships of the Navy, and 
the aggregate cost estimated was $2,120,000. When the 
House Committee decided not to authorize this expendi- 
ture the Bureau prepared the plan of trunking in the 
hoists, and for this estimated that the cost would ‘be 
$800,600. The Senate Naval Committee cut this to 
$500,000 and put the item in the bill, but in conference 
it was thrown out. It is the purpose for the safety of 
the men in the turrets to provide these trunked-in hoists 
as fast as Congress provides the appropriations for the 
work, and in all probability the work will be begun next 
year. :

The gunfire test with the Florida will take place Wed- 
nesday, May 27, when the Secretary of the Navy and a 
party of Navy officers and officials, both Naval Committees 
of Congress and many other Senators and Representatives 
will be present. No board has as yet been appointed to 


take direction of the tests and make a report on the re- 
sults, but orders Monday will probably announce such 
a board and it will comprise leading officers in ordnance 
and construction, the latter branch of the Service having, 
if anything, more interest in the affair than ordnance. 
The place where the Florida will be anchored will not be 
announced, as there would be such a flotilla of steamers 
and tugboats present that it might interfere with the test. 
It is enough to say that the place is on the lower Chesa- 
peake, not too far from the Norfolk yard. The Florida 
will be taken to the yard after the first series of tests on 
her turret and mast, in order that the mast may be re- 
moved, and she will then be towed back and anchored in 
a different position for the torpedo test. The shots at the 
turret will be from a 12-inch gun and on the military 
mast from 12-inch and 4-inch guns. There will be an in- 
terval of two days between the gunfiring and the torpedo 
test. 
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There has been some idea that the torpedo that is to 
be used next week in the firing tests that are to be made 
with the monitor Florida as a target would be the one re- 
cently invented by Lieut. Comdr. Cleland Davis, which 
is one of the most unique ideas in naval ordnance that 
has ever been worked out into practical results. It is 
stated on authority, however, that the Davis torpedo will 
not be used and that an ordinary service torpedo is to be 
launched at the Florida. In fact, the test is not one of 
ordnance but of resistance conditions. The Davis torpedo 
consists of a rifle made of a tough and light steel, mount- 
ed in an ordinary mobile torpedo similar to the White- 
head; and this rifle is so arranged that it will discharge 
a three-inch shell charged with high explosives at the 
moment of impact against the hull of the enemy’s ship. 
It seems regrettable that an adequate test of the Davis 
torpedo could not have been arranged to be tried on the 
Florida. The torpedoboat Morris has been placed in com- 
mission to be used in the Florida tests, and the torpedo 
to be fired at the Florida wil] be fired by the Morris’s 
crew. Secretary Metcalf is expected to be present at the 
tests. 











Secretary Metcalf, who has just returned to Washing- 
ton from San Francisco, where he reviewed the fleet, was 
inipressed by the personnel of the crews as much as by 
apything else. He is quoted as saying “that one could 
not pick at random twenty thousand university men 
throughout the country who would give a better account 
of themselyes than the twenty thousand men who con- 
stitute the personnel of the fleet. They came largely from 
the interior of the country and are energetic and self- 
respecting.” The absence of deterioration in the ma- 
chinery and instead a marked improvement was a feature 
of the ships’ condition that pleased Mr. Metcalf, as did 
evidences of an understanding between officers and enlist- 
ed men that could have been created only by such a long 
cruise. The rivalry between ships as to coal consumption 
and gunnery he regarded as another important result of 
the voyage. 


Dr. F. 8S. O’Day, formerly a contract surgeon in the 
Army, has been before the examining board during the 
past week as a candidate for appointment as assistant 
surgeon in the Navy. There are at this time fifty-four 
vacancies in the grade of assistant surgeon in the Navy.

Similar estimates must accom- 
pany the request of the governor, or the commanding general, 
District of Columbia Militia, for funds for camp purposes, 
showing the number of officers of all grades and enlisted men 
taking part, with the number of days of their service; the 
average or actual distance covered in the transportation of the 
command, and the approximate cost of same; the approximate 
amount necessary to pay the command on the basis of the pay 
of the Regular Army without increase for length of service; 
the approximate cost of the subsistence of the command for 
the specified number of days, on the basis of twenty-five cents 
a day for each enlisted man when rations in kind can be is- 
sued; forty cents a day while traveling and when travel ra- 
tions can be supplied, and not to exceed seventy-five cents a 
day when traveling and it is necessary to supply cooked 

1eals ; also estimated amount of incidental expenses, such as 

hiring of horses and draft animals for use of mounted troops, 
batteries and wagons in connection with encampments, ma- 
neuvers and field instruction, and estimated cost of mis- 
cellaneous supplies that are necessary for camps, such as 
wood for cooking and heating purposes, straw for bedding, 
forage for animals, and other similar articles. 

100. The abstract of payments for purchases and services 
other than personal (Form No. 21, Militia) is a voucher to 
the account current and will contain a list of vouchers (Form 
No. 22, Militia) for purchases and services other than personal 
used in payment of charges on account of the hire of teams, 
of horses, or of pack mules for transporting men and equip- 
ment, or men or equipment, from the armories to places of 
embarkation or camps of instruction and return; for all 

ry incidental expenses in connection with encamp- 
ments authorized by Sec. 1661, Rev. Stat., as amended by 
Act of Congress approved June 22, 1906; for the authorized 
expenditures connected with the acquirement, construction, 
equipment and maintenance of target ranges and shooting 
galleries, excepting for personal services, which must be re- 
corded on Form No. 18, Militia. The voucher (Form No. 26, 
Militia) is to be used in accounting for the subsistence of the 
militia. The voucher (Form No. 22, Militia) is to be used in 
payment of passenger and freight transportation. A summary 
will be made on abstract (Form No. 21, Militia) showing the 
total amount expended under the head of subsistence, transpor- 
tation, incidental camp expenses, and promotion of rifle prac- 
tice; each total to be carried to the proper line on the debit 
side of the account current. 

226. The expense to the government on account of militia 
officers attending these schools is limited strictly to travel 
allowances, commutation of quarters and subsistence. The 
travel allowances consist of the mileage or transportation 
allowed by law. Commutation of quarters will be the same 
as provided by law for officers of the corresponding grade in 
the Army. Militia officers cannot be furnished with quarters 
in kind. For subsistence each militia officer will be paid 
$1 a day while in actual attendance at the school. Officers of 
the Militia are entitled to these allowances for quarters and 
subsistence only while they are actually in attendance at the 
school and pursuing a course of study. They are not entitled 
to any allowances while absent from the school on either ordi- 
nary leave or sick leave. 

The attendance of officers of the militia pursuing a regular 
course of study at a military school of the United States will 
be certified to by the commanding officer. If officers attend 
all sessions of the school during each month, the certificates 
will cover the entire month. The inclusive dates of all ab- 
sences will be stated in the certificates and the certificates 
will be filed with the officers’ accounts for commutation of 
quarters and subsistence. The first accounts will also be 
accompanied by a copy of the authority under which the offi- 
cers reported at the school.

153. In order to prevent payment on fraudulent discharge 
papers, the officer who prepares the final statements of a sol- 
dier will, at least one week before the discharge takes effect, 
send by mail to the paymaster to whom the soldier may wish 
to apply for payment a notification, stating therein, in his own 
han ting, the date of last payment to the soldier, and his 


credits and-debits both in words and figures, and other essen- 


tial data. The officer will also send the soldier’s signature, 
or will report that the soldier cannot write his name. Blank 
forms for this notification will be supplied by the Adjutant 
General of the Army. The officer issuing the final statements 
will inform the discharged soldier of the name and location 
of the paymaster to which he shall apply for payment. 

It should be borne in mind that overpayments caused by 
erroneous final statements will be charged against the officer 
who signed the final statements. 

In cases arising under Par. 138 the notification will be 
sent to the paymaster as soon as possible after the order for 
discharge reaches the officer who prepares and signs the final 
statements, and, in any event, before the discharge certificate 
and final statements are signed. 

II. Subparagraph 1 of Par. II, G.O. No. 202, W.D., Sept. 
30, 1907, is amended so as to authorize the issue of two flag 
kits, two-foot, to each company of Philippine Scouts. 

III. G.O. No. 148, W.D., Aug. 30, 1905, is modified so as 
to require that the report showing the age, nativity, length of 
service, and arm of service of enlisted men be forwarded 
hereafter to the Adjutant General of the Army through the 
proper military channels.

2. Department commanders under existing assignments will 
continue to exercise the ‘department command. Arrangements 
will be made for carrying on the routine work at each perma- 





nent headquarters during the temporary absence therefrom of - 


the department commander. 2 

8. Department commanders are charged with the general 
supervision of routing of troops to and from the camps, and 
where more than one is concerned in the movement of troops 
required by the order they are authorized to communicate di- 
rectly with each other and with the officers designated to 
command camps respecting details. : 

In the concentration of troops and in their dispersion at the 
conclusion of the period in camp, the routes shall be so ar- 
ranged as to require marches which for dismounted troops 
shall be 200 miles one way or 100 miles each way for mounted 
troops 250 miles one way or 150 miles each way. When the 
distance of the permanent station from the camp exceeds the 
above stated distances, the excess may be covered by rail and 
water transportation, with due regard to the most economical 
arrangement, 

In cases where the troops are in the garrison near the camp 
sites to which they are assigned, they will make marches ‘as 
described above in such time as to arrive in due season at the 
rendezvous. The length of each encampment is fixed as one 
month and will be held as follows: 

Atascadero Ranch, Cal., October, 1908. 

American Lake, Wash., August, 1908. 

Pine Plains, N.Y., June 15 to July 15, 1908. 

Chickamauga Park, Ga., July, 1908.

Such work as is preliminary to the proper utilization of the 
camps, such as the allotment of ground to organizations, the 
preparation of maps, etc., will be arranged for in advance. 

4. In the prescribed marches the requirements of existing 
orders as to field transportation, baggage, tentage, field and 
surplus kits will be strictly adhered to. In their instruction 
camps the enlisted men will be supplied with tentage other 
than shelter tents and with cots and suitable bedding, which 
shall be shipped directly to the various camps. Organizations 
will march complete, officers and men, unless specifically ex- 
cepted. All garrison prisoners will accompany their respec- 
tive commands and continue to serve their respective sentences. 

5. It is the purpose of the department in carrying out the 
scheme of instruction outlined in this order to approximate on 
the march and in camp as nearly as may be the conditions 
of field service in time of war. The flooring of tents and the 
like semi-per t arrang ts are therefore not author- 
ized, and as the object is to perfect the field training of the 
troops, the maximum of drills, exercises, and problems looking 
to that end is enjoined, together with the minimum of formal 
ceremonies and a total absence of merely spectacul hibitions. 

For the troops engaged the provisions of G.O. No. 177, 
W.D., -Aug. 27, 1907, in so far as they conflict with the re- 
quirements of this order, are suspended during service at en- 
campments‘and time consumed in the necessary journeys inci- 
dent thereto.

G.O. 82, MAY 16, 1908, WAR DEPT. 

The following extract from the Army appropriation act for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1909, approved May 11, 1908, 
is published for the information of all concerned: 

Provided * * * that the present enlistment period of men 
now in service shall be determined by the number of years 
of continuous service they have had at date of approval of 
this act, under existing laws, counting three years to an en- 
listment, and the former service entitling an enlisted man to 
re-enlisted pay under existing laws shall be counted as one 
enlistment period. 

The enlistment period, when correctly determined, fixes the 
rate of pay to which men are entitled under the new pay 
schedule embodied in the appropriation act and which became 
effective on date of approval of the act. Therefore, the pay 
rolls for May 31, 1908, will contain the following: 

1. The particular year of continuous service in which each 
man was serving on May 11, 1908. 

2. If any men were entitled to re-enlisted pay on May 11, 
1908, the fact should be stated in addition to noting the year 
of continuous service. ’ 

3. The enlistment period in which each man was serving on 
May 11, 1908, computed, according to the law, upon the 
perwiee record as stated in the two preceding numbered para- 

phs. 

The data covered by these three numbered paragraphs will 
also be noted in all final statements issued before payment 
under the new law has been made on pay rolls to the enlisted 
men to be discharged; and where men are not paid onthe pay 
rolls of May 31, such data should be repeated on subsequent 
pay rolls until said men are paid. 

After men have received payment upon a muster embracing 
the information indicated in the numbered paragraphs, subse- 
quent pay rolls will show each man’s ‘‘Enlistment period’’ in- 
stead of ‘*Year of continuous service.’’ 

Until amended pay roll and final statement forms are 
printed and distributed, the column or space in the present 
forms for noting ‘‘Year of continuous service’’ will be changed 
to read ‘‘Enlistment period.’’ 

The foregoing instructions for preparing pay rolls will 
apply to the preparation of muster rolls.

Major Paul F. Straub, Med. Corps, has’ translated 
from the Bulletin du Service de Santé Militaire an inter- 
esting article on the Medical Department of the Russian 
army, which is undergoing a reorganization. It is stated 
that there are over 500 vacancies in the Russian Med- 
ical Corps and last Spring it was necessary to call in re- 
tired army surgeons and to employ the services of civilian 
physicians. The proposed changes are as follows:  Mili- 
tary surgeons are no longer regarded as. employees and 
are organized into a special corps; surgeons will: have 
disciplinary authority; their pay will be increased and 
their right to a pension is the same as other officers; 
upon retirement they will be promoted one grade; they 
will periodically receive a special post graduate instruc- 
tion and will be given an opportunity for service in large 
hospitals ; boards for the examination of surgeons will be 
convened under the direction of the chief surgeon of each 
district ; surgeons. will have command of sanitary organi- 
zations; they will wear the insignia of rank as the offi- 
cers of the line; and a weekly medico-military journal 
will. be published for the information and instruction of 
military surgeons. 











There was tested recently at the target range of the 
District of Columbia. National Guard a otchkiss ma- 
chine gun made in France, which presents many impor- 
tant features of improvement over existing types. : The 
tests were made under the supervision of Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, and proved wholly sat- 
isfactory. With one man operating, two hundred shots 
a minute were made with tolerable accuracy; and with 
two men the rate was raised to three hundred. The gun 
had been previously tested-at the Springfield Armory and 
found satisfactory. Its principal improvement is its light- 
ness, making it valuable for rapid operations in rough 
country. This gun will be sent back to France for a few 





minor changes to be made on it, and it is not improbable 
that it will be introduced for work in the Philippines,

OUR DUTY TO THE MOROS. 


That religion ‘will play a large part in our future re- 
lations with the Moros will be clear to anyone who reads 
the keen analysis of the character of this intractable 
people as contained in the annual report of Brig. Gen. 
Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., Governor of the Moro Province, 
Philippine Islands, for the year ended June 30, 1907. His 
views, entirely apart from their connection with the ad- 
ministrative duties of his position, are well worth study- 
ing as they throw a strong light upon what should be the 
attitude of this country toward the race that is probably 
the hardest to govern of all the peoples in the Philippine 
archipelago. No differences are so hard to overcome, no 
hatreds so difficult to allay, as those springing out of 
religious divergences; not those resulting from the diver- 
sities of creed—and they are bad enough—but those that 
grow out of different systems. In this report of a soldier 
we find observations which, coming from a purely mili- 
tary man, must startle the philosopher and religious stu- 
dent, and might be dismissed lightly by them as the 
opinions of a man of arms did they not show evidences 
of deep thought and of daily experience and close sym- 
pathy with the people in question. 

It is not every day that a report by the representative 
of what is called a Christian nation boldly declares that 
pagans are more amenable to the elevating influences of 
Western civilization than a monotheistic people who base 
their laws upon the utterances of a prophet. A pagan 
may be willing te admit the beneficence of his conquerors 
and to seek to profit by it because to him there is no re- 
flection upon a divine system; but the case is different 
with one who is wedded to the idea of one God and one 
revelation. To him admission that he will be benefited 
by the believers in another religion is.an implication Gat 
his own has failed him and is inferior. 

The attempt to impose upon the Mohammedan Moros 
our ideas of Western civilization may be a continual 
source of friction. Religious fanaticism is behind much 
of their sullenness and recalcitrance. Their customs, 
their practices, what they call their laws, are all based 
upon their conception of religion as promulgated by their 
great prophet, however corrupted by ignorant local teach- 
ers. To go counter to such a deep-seated religious feel- 
ing is to invite endless struggles. The Rev. Dr. T. J. 
Scott, for forty-two years engaged in Methodist mission- 
ary work in India, expressed the same idea when, as a 
delegate to the recent Methodist General Conference in 
Baltimore, he said that the most likely cause of a great 
war between the Eastern and the Western people was re- 
ligious fanaticism. 

General Bliss finds that the pagan has only to “get rid 
of certain vague, ill-defined notions, out of which his prac- 
tices grow, in order to accept our system in its entirety.” 
His customs are not part of a revealed religion, nor does 
the: pagan think that his habits are in accordance with 
divine ordination. “With him it is merely a question of 
civilization,” says General Bliss. Not so in the case of 
the religious Moro. He “adheres to his religion and its 
practices with. a tenacity of which the Christian can 
scarcely conceive.” The case of the Moro is not settled 
by civilizing him. “If this view be justified by experi- 
ence in the Hast,” says General Bliss, “it is a question 
whether it is not: our duty to try to absorb the Oriental 
spirit, to try to anticipate as far as possible (if possible 
at all) the views of the coming civilized Moro, and begin 
the preparation for him of a code of law which will be 
in accord with a civilized interpretation of his religion 
and at the same time be sensible and humane. I believe 
that such a code, sensible and humane, could be formed 
which would thoroughly accomplish its purpose even 
though in many respects it would be repugnant to West- 
ern ideas.” 

When it was decided to cut loose from native notions 
and customs and begin the establishment of a system in 
accord with American ideas, it was well understood that 
this system could not be at once and everywhere enforced 





|unless the country were to be dotted with military garri- 
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sons and that over indefinite areas for an indefinite time 
the previous native system would continue in operation. 
The first step was taken in Act No. 39, of the legislative 
council, enacted on Feb. 19, 1904. By this act the en- 
tire territory inhabited by the Moros and the pagans was 
divided into tribal wards in such a way that each ward 
should comprise a single race or homogeneous division 
thereof. The district governor was to appoint in each 
ward as his representative or deputy a headman who was 
to be in so as far as practicable the one already recog- 
nized as the chief or headman. Wach headman was to 
divide his ward into sub-districts and to appoint a deputy 
in each. These deputies were to constitute the police 
force of the wards, and the headman was required to 
see to the enforcement of all laws. The district governor 
at first; and subsequently the district board, consisting 
of the governor, secretary and treasurer, were empowered 
to pass ordinances on certain subjects. An advisory 
council of any district or group of wards therein com- 
posed of headmen was created and empowered to put in 
force a certain defined system of taxation. This law was 
opposed to all Moro customs. Neither headman nor 
deputy was authorized to try the slightest offense, al- 
though from time immemorial these men had been judges 
and executioners in cases of the gravest crimes. This 
struck at one of the chief sources of revenue of the 
headmen. It could not be enforced without garrisors in 
all parts of the country, so that now in many cases head- 
men still try offenders as before. Since these criminals 
would not be tried at all if not by these headmen, the 
military governor suggests recognizing this fact and vest- 
ing the headmen with certain limited power as. judges, 
the convicted having the right of appeal to a tribal-ward 
court. 

It is not easy to get the idea of law into the heads of 
these people, where an officer of the law, if resisted in ma- 
king an arrest, thinks he has done his full duty by killing 
the criminal, and sending his severed head in a basket to 
the authorities “as an evidence of his zeal.”” We have 
disapproved laws which the Moro approves and have sub- 
stituted laws which we think more rational and humane, 
but which appear just the opposite to the Moro, who can- 
not understand the philosophy upon which they. rest. We 
punish with death acts which to him are trivial and’ pass 
over lightly acts that to him are the gravest of crimes. 
Even at the risk of exciting temporary. resistance, Gen- 
eral Bliss suggests certain modifications in our system.: 


By making judges out of headmen we would make our. 


law the Moro law, in part at least, and thus cultivate 
respect for it. Again, in each district, there should. be 
one or more native courts or boards of arbitration to de- 
cide disputes about property among Moros. These courts 
or boards also should have power to decide all cases grow- 
ing out of the family relation and Mohammedan mar- 
riages should be legalized. Punishments should be in 
reasonable accord with native customs; The decisions 
of these boards should be appealable. These changes 
would. cover most of the cases arising among the Moros, 
and would bring about the disappearance of the tribal- 
ward court, presided over by a native justice. . Provided 
the great mass of cases that affect their daily life are to 
be. tried by courts of their own, the natives, in the belief 
of the military governor, will accept a reasonably satis- 
factory and workable code, and with this concession 
“their unwillingness to assist the government in enforcing 
laws relating to the graver crimes would disappear.” 

These suggestions disclose the liberal and catholic spirit 
that inspires the attitude of our military governor 
toward these peoples. Our task in the face of a fanati- 
cism that is woven into every phase of their collective 
and individual lives is most delicate and difficult. A 
holier-than-thou policy might awaken a lasting bitterness. 
It is a tribute to the wisdom, discretion, foresight and 
broad-heartedness of our Army officers that in an official 
with the military power to be arbitrary and uncompro- 
mising we find a desire to “absorb the Oriental spirit” 
and to yield much to native prejudices, though “repug- 
nant to Western ideas.” It is such a sympathy with the 
benightedness of an unfortunate race that promises a 
rational, sane, brotherly effort toward better conditions. 
The country is to be congratulated on having in so trying 
a position an officer possessed of the breadth of view that 
is revealed in the report of General Bliss.

MILITARY ACADEMY BOARD OF VISITORS.. 

The Military Academy Appropriation Bill as it passed 
the: House omitted the usual provision for members of the 
Board of Visitors to the Academy from non-official citi- 
zens, limiting the board to the members of the two houses 
of Congress who are assigned to the Committees on Mili- 
tary Affairs. As it passed the Senate, however, this was 
altered, as we note elsewhere, to make the membership of 
the board include only nine members from the Congres- 
sional Committees, and three other members to be select- 
ed by the President as heretofore. We question the wis- 
dom. of the change as proposed by the House, and it cer-

Bids are to be opened on June 10 for the annual supply 
of clothing and equipage for the needs of the Army and 
‘the National Guard. Reserving the usual estimates for 
“the pay of employees of the Quartermaster’s Department, 
which is about $500,000, and for transportation, which 
hovers around $1,000,000, there will be upward of $4,- 
250,000 involved in the contracts that are to follow the 
competition in the bids that have been invited. The regu- 
lar estimate forall items of cost in the pending competi- 
tion is $5,800,000, which leaves from the appropriation of 
$7,000,000 made by Congress for these expenditures for 
the Army the sum of $1,200,000 to be applied to the pur- 
chase of materials for outer garments of the uniform, 
hats, leggins,’ shoes, etc., for the reserve stock urged by 
the Secretary of War and in part agreed to by Congress. 
This would enable the Quartermaster General, in case of 
sudden war, to equip and place in the field an adequate 
‘number of men without the harassing experiences that be- 
“set the War Department at the beginning of the war with 
‘Spain. The bids for these reserve supplies will not be 
issued for some time yet, the aim being to see what the 
condition of the market is at the present time as shown 
by the bids that are expected to come in during the first 
* competition. 
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To. one of the delegates to the recent conference of Gov- 
ernors at the White House, President Roosevelt stated 
_plainly that the matter of the choice of a successor to 
General Mackenzie as Chief of Engineers had been de- 
cided, and that he would appoint Lieut. Col. T.- W. 
Symons. -It is known that Secretary Taft desired the 
appointment of Lieut. Col. Smith S. Leach, The name 
of Colonel Marshall was urged with a flattering prospect 
“of success at one time, but Secretary Taft did not favor 
_the disturbance of that officer in the excellent work he is 
doing in New York, especially after the commotion that 
had been aroused in consequence of his inability to under- 
go the horsemanship tesf last fall.

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Five candidates are in the field for the position of En- 
“gineer-in-Chief of the Navy to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death:of Rear Admiral Rae. They are Capt. Albert 
F. Dixon, Capt. G. B. Ransom, Comdr. John R. Edwards, 
Comdr. R. T. Hall, and Comdr. R. S. Griffin. It is said 
. that the probable choice will be between Commander Ed- 
wards and Commander Griffin. The former is well known 
from Tong service in the Bureau and made an exception- 
ally fine record for himself when Rear Admiral Melville 
was Engineer-in-Chief in connection with elaborate tests 
of oil fuel. Commander Edwards is regarded as one of 
the most studious and practical officers in his branch of the 
Service. Commander Griffin has also been long connected 
with the Bureau and is known. as a most capable and 
popular officer. 
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The papers from the examinations that have been re- 
cently held in various parts of the country for candidates 
for appointment as assistant surgeon in the Army have 
been received at the War Department. For the sixty- 
eight vacancies existing and to be made under the in-

made. application. Of these sixteen failed to appear, 
eighteen were found to be. physically unfit, and thirty- 
eight completed their papers.

THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 

The Military Academy, Sundry Civil and Fortification 
Bills and Bills before Congress appear on page 1046. 

The Porto Rico Provisional Regiment Bill (H.R. 
18618), which passed the House May 8, as published 
on page 1011, our issue of May 16, was passed by the 
Senate May 19, Sec. 3 being amended to read: “That 
the present captains and lieutenants of the Porto Rico 
Provisional Regiment of Infantry appointed or who were 
reappointed after a mental, physical and professional ex- 
amination, may be recommissioned as officers of the Porto 
Rico Regiment of Infantry.” The Senate struck out 
Sec. 4: “That the lieutenants, natives of Porto Rico, now 
holding provisional commissions, may continue to serve 
until the expiration of such commissions, when, after an 
examination as to their mental, physical and professional 
fitness, they may be recommissioned as officers of the 
I'orto Rico Regiment of Infantry.” 

The Senate on May 15 passed S. 7113, appropriating 
$100,000 for the repair and reconstruction of the build- 
ings and for replacement of furniture and equipment 
destroyed by cyclone on May 12 at Fort Crook military 
post. The Senate on May 14 passed H.J. Res. 178, ap- 
pointing members of Board of Managers of the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, as reported on 
page 1011, May 16. 

The peovle of Washington, who have been so wrought 
up over the fact that the nearest point attainable by 
street car to the new Union Station is four blocks away, 
and that this state of affairs would be intolerable at the 
time of the Inauguration in March next, are now rejoicing 
over the agreement by Congress on May 18 to the amend- 
ments to the bill providing for the extension of tracks. 
The bill gives the Interstate Commerce Commission juris- 
diction over all street railroads in the District. 

The Senate on May 18 passed S. 6805, to encourage 
the development of coal deposits in Alaska. 

The bill, S. 142, providing for the deposit of a model 
of any vessel of war of the U.S. Navy bearing the name 
of a state, in the capitol building of that state, has 
passed both Houses. The model remains the property of 
the U.S., and the cost of models is limited to $3,500 each. 

The Senate on May 15 passed the bill, H.R. 17056, for 
the relief of Capt. Charles E. Morton, 16th U.S. Inf. 
It directs the Secretary of the Treasury to pay to Cap- 
tain Morton $186, to reimburse him for that amount 
stolen from him while he was acting disbursing officer 
at Echague, Province of Isabela, Luzon, Philippine Isl- 
ands. 

The Senate on May 15 passed S. 6101, to promote 
the efficiency of the Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service, which provides : 

That hereafter the pay and allowances, including longevity, 
of the commissioned medical officers of the Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service shall be the seme as the pay and al- 
lowances, including longevity and excepting forage, of the 
commissioned officers of the Medical Department of the Army, 
as follows: Surgeon general, that of the surgeon general of 
the Army; assistant surgeons general, that of assistant sur- 
geons general or colonel of the Army; ten medical directors, 
that ‘of deputy surgeons general or lieutenant colonel of the 
Army; surgeons, that ef surgeons or major of the Army. 
Provided, That the total number of the commissioned medical 
officers of the Public Health and Marine Hospital Service shall 
not exceed 150. 

Sec. 2. That when any officer of the Public Health and 
Marine Hotspital Service shall be detailed for duty with the 
military or naval forces of the United States, under the pro- 
vision of Section 4 of the Act of July 1, 1902, entitled ‘*An 
act to increase the efficiency and change the name of the 
United States Marine Hospital Service,’’ he shall when on 
such duty be subject to the Rules and Articles of War. 

Sec. 3. That when any commissioned medical officer in the 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Service has reached the 
age of sixty-four years he shall, upon his own application or 
in the discretion of the President, be retired and his place 
on the active list shall be filled by promotion according to 
seniority. 

Sec. 4. That the officers in charge of the divisions of 
zoology, pharmacology, and chemistry, in the hygienic labora- 
tory shall be entitled to leaye of absence and waiting orders 
as now allowed by law and regulations to commissioned officers 
of the Service, and their pay and allowances of longevity and 
commutation shall be the same as those received by professors 
of the Military Academy at West Point. The division of 
pathology and bacteriology shall be in charge of a commis- 
sioned medical officer, as now provided by regulation. 

The Senate on May 15 passed S. 5989, authorizing 
the Department of State to deliver to Major C. DeW. 
Willcox decoration and diploma presented by government 
of France. The Senate on May 19 passed S. 7006, grant- 
ing permission to Rear Admiral ©, H. Davis, U.S.N., 
to accept a silver cup and salver and a silver punch bowl 
and cups, tendered to him by the British and Russian 
Ambassadors, respectively, in the name of their govern- 
ment. Rear Admiral Davis was one of the neutral ad- 
mirals in the inquiry growing out of the Dogger Bank in- 
cident during the war between Japan and Russia. 

The Senate has p d the ibus bill (H.R. 21410), 
granting condemned ordnance to certain institutions. In 
some eases the sections of the bill call for guns of a 
particular class, in others they do not; if the lightest 
gun should be given in all of the cases in which the class 
is not specified, the total weight of those called for by the 
bill would be about 21,000 pounds, corresponding to a 
value of about $2,520; if light twelve-pounders should 
be given in all such unspecified cases, the total weight 
would be about 36,000 pounds, corresponding to a value 
of about, $4,320. The guns have no special historical 
value, and their donation is merely a question of giving 
away material of the money value mentioned. Amend- 
ments to the bill before passage were: “That the various 
cannon and other articles of ordnance property furnished 
under the foregoing provisions of this act shall not be re- 
quired to be accounted for to the Chief of Ordnance. 
That the Chief of Ordnance is authorized to sell without 
advertisement to patriotic organizations for military pur- 
poses surplus obsolete small arms and their equipments 
and ammunition at such prices as he may deem reasonable 
and just: Provided, That hereafter obsolete small arms 
and their equipment and ammunition shall not be dis- 
vag of to such organizations except as provided for in 
this act.” 

S. 565, to prevent and punish desecration of the flag, 
as reported on page 1011, of our issue of May 16, was 
passed by the Senate on May 20. Mr. Bacon, though 
in favor of the sentiment back of the bill, exp 
doubts as to whether the bill as it stood would 
not be a source of-trouble to those societies of Con- 
federate veterans who march under a blended flag, a 
composite of their old war banner and the flag of the 
Union, their purpose in blending the two flags being to 
show that while they are loyal and devoted to the memory 
of the deeds of themselves and of their fathers in the 
Civil. War and to the part they took in it, they are 
none the less loyal to the Union under which they now 
Jive and to which they are equally loyal and equally de- 
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voted.- It was amended to meet an objection of Senator 
Bacon, who contended that as it was drawn the act would 
forbid Grand Army posts and other patriotic organiza- 
tions from inscribing their banners. An amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Lodge removed all doubt on this point and 
the bill went through without objection. 

The Senate on May 20 ag to the conference report 
on the bill extending railroad siding to the U.S. navy 
yard at Washington D.C. 

The Senate on May 20 passed S. 1508, granting pen- 
sion of $50 a month to the widow of Brig. Gen. Theodore 
J. Wint, U.S.A. 

Favorable report was made in the Senate on May 18 on 
TI.R. 21844, which passed the House May 16. ‘The pur- 
pose of this bill is to compensate Government employees 
engaged in hazardous occupations. Such employment is 
practically confined to arsenals, navy yards, manufactur- 
ing establishments (such as armories, clothing depots, 
shipyards, proving grounds, powder factories, etc.), to 
construction of river and harbor work, and to work upon 
the Isthmian Canal. The biil provides that the wages 
of such an employee who is injured in the course of 
such employment, without contributory negligence or mis- 
conduct, shall be continued for one year unless he is 
sooner able to resume work. If such an one is killed, 
or subsequently dies during the year, an amount equal 
to a year’s wages or the remainder thereof is paid in 
equal portions to his widow, children under sixteen years 
of age, and dependent mother, or to the survivor or sur- 
vivors. There are approximately 6,600 artisans and 
laborers employed in arsenals, armories, and other manu- 
facturing establishments of the War Department, and 
during the past ten years eight were killed and forty- 
one more or less seriously injured. The average absence 
from work because of these injuries was about two and 
one-half months. Under this bill the Government would 
have paid during the ten years a total of about $20,000, 
or an average of $2,000 a year. It ought to be added that 
the fewness of the accidents arising in the workshops 
of the War Department is largely due to the excellent 
condition of the machinery and the discipline exercised by 
the officers in charge. The thirty-one navy yards, naval 
stations, and naval magazines under the Navy Depart- 
ment employ approximately 25,000 men. Under the 
Isthmian Canal Commission approximately 11,000 men 
are engaged in hazardous occupations, their wages rang- 
ing from $500 (unskilled laborers) to $2,200 (locomotive 
engineers). During the calendar year 1907 there were 
142 accidents resulting in death and approximately 1,300 
treated in the hospitals. 

S. 4062 was favorably reported in the Senate May 18. 
It amends Sec. 5481, R.S., which provides a penalty for 
extortion practiced by an officer of the U.S. The amend- 
ment adds “clerks, agents, employees, or those purporting 
to be.” The report says: “The great majority of the 
people are inclined to recognize only too readily any 
person claiming to be an officer, inspector, agent, or.em- 
ployee of the Government, and to give credit to such 
claims as he may make and to such plausible pretensions 
as he may set up in the way of authority. The difficulty 
of securing the conviction and punishment of such 
swindlers can only encourage them to multiply their mis- 
deeds. Your committee therefore earnestly recommend 
the passage of the bill.” 


CASE OF THE BROWNSVILLE SOLDIERS. 


Mr. Foraker’s bill for the relief of the colored soldiers 
having gone over until next session, Mr. Bulkeley on 
May 15 took up Mr. Warren’s bill, S. 6206, and offered 
an amendment, though later Mr. Bulkeley, on May 18, 
announced that he would let the matter go over until 
next session. The amendment is as follows: 


Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert the fol- 
lowing: That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized and directed to review the military records of the 
following non-commissioned officers and enlisted men late of 
the 25th Regiment, U.S. Inf. [Here follow the names of the 
167 men discharged without honor], who were discharged with- 
out honor from the Army of the United States pursuant to 
8.0., No. 266, W.D., Nov. 9, 1906, and within six months from 
the passage of this act remove from such records ‘ ‘discharged 
without honor from the Army of the U.S.,’’ unless evidence 
should hereafter be presented which, in the opinion of the 
Secretary of War would not warrant such action, and restore 
them to all the rights and privileges to which they would 
have been entitled had such order never been issued, and all 
prohibitions incident to their discharge shall be, and hereby 
are, declared null and void, and the time elapsing since their 
discharge shall be computed in determining all rights to which 
they may be respectively entitled on account of continuous 
service as though they had been in the service without inter- 
ruption, and they shall not suffer any forfeiture of pay, emolu- 
ments, allowances, or any right or privilege by reason of such 
discharge: Provided, That in any case where the regular term 
of enlistment which the soldier was serving at the time when 
discharged without honor has in the meanwhile expired, his 
record shall be, and hereby is, corrected so as to show an 
honorable discharge at the time of the expiration of such en- 
listment, and he shall be allowed full pay and allowances, and 
all emoluments, rights, and privileges until that time, and 
upon the restoration of any such non-commissioned officer or 
enlisted man he shall be deemed to have re-enlisted and the 
term of such re-enlistment to have commenced as of the time 
when his previous enlistment would have expired, and his 
service under such re-enlistment shall be without prejudice 
of any kind by reason of his former discharge without honor: 
And provided further, That in case any of the non-commis- 
sioned officers or enlisted men belonging to said companies or 
troops and discharged without honor shall have died since 
they were so discharged and before the passage of this act, 
their respective records shall be, and hereby are, corrected in 
accordance with the provisions of this act, and their legal 
representatives shall be entitled to all pay that would haye 
become due to them from the time of their discharge until the 
time of their decease. 

Sec. 2. That nothing in this act shall be construed to pro- 
hibit the prosecution and punishment of any soldier re-enlist- 
ing under the provisions hereof as to whom it may at any time 
hereafter appear that he did participate in said shooting affray 
or have knowledge thereof which he has withheld.

Curry, major and paymaster, U.S.A., $35, 
and $2 additional for each minor child; widow of James 
Regan, colonel, 9th U:S. Inf., $40; widow of John T. 
Martin, captain, U.S.A., $30, and $2 additional for minor 
child; widow of John O. Nicolson, lieutenant, U.S.N., 
$35; widow of Harry H. Hosley, commander, U.S.N., 
$40: widow of Kyland D. Tisdale, lieutenant, U.S. Cav., 
#25, and $2 additional for minor child; widow of James 
M. Jewell, second lieutenant, 14th U.S. Cav., $25, and $2 
additional for minor child. 

_ Without the calling of the roll, the Heuse on May 18 
passed unanimously the bill granting annuities of $1,500 
for life to the widows of James Carroll, maior and sur- 
geon, U.S.A., and Dr. Jesse W. Lazear, acting assistant 
surgeon, U.S.A. These men, with the late Major Walter 
Reed (for whose widow Congress has already provided 
$125 per month), at the beginning’ of the Cuban war, 
formed ascommission of three.to seek to discover the 
cause of yellow fever. They made the discovery, but 
all sacrificed their lives as a result of the experiments, in 
which they submitted themselves to mosquito bites. The 
results of their research have been of inestimable value 
to our Southern states, and to our Army serving in Cuba. 

The House has agreed to the Senate amendments to 
HI.J. Res. 124, authorizing the transfer of the statue 
of President ‘Washington, now located at the Capitol 
grounds, to the Smithsonian Institution. 

The Deficiency Appropriation Bill, H.R. 21946, which 
was passed by the House May 18, carries among others 
the following items; Military Establishment, $1,310.- 
901.12; Navy Department, $785.10; Naval Establishment, 
$3,156,289.02. The hill as a whole is declared by Mr: 
Tawney, chairman of the Appropriations Committee, to 
be the cleanest deficiency bill ever presented. The ap- 
propriation for the Naval Establishment, he explained. 
could not be anticipated at the time the estimates of 
varions departments were made up. That deficiency was 
made necessary by the cruise of the battleship fleet to the 
Pacific. - 

The Tlouse on May 16 passed the Inland Waterways 
Bill, H.R. 21899, providing for the appointment of a com- 
mission, 

The House on May 19 passed H.R. 18694, authorizing 
the President to grant leases for not exceeding 25 years 
to land in the Canal Zone, reserving to the U.S. all 
mineral, oil and gas rights in the lands so leased. There 
are in the Zone, belonging to the United States, 448.37 
square miles of land. ‘he Panama Railroad Company 
owns 68.12 square miles, and there are public lands be- 
longing to the Wnited States of 188.91 square miles. 
making a total of 312.14 square miles; while there are 
136.32 square miles either owned or claimed by private 
individuals. Those lands are generally jungle and forest, 
and although of extraordinary fertility, they have, ex- 
cept in the most minute degree, not been cultivated, and 
it is helieved that they are capable of cultivation, and 
that with authority lodged in the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission or other appropriate agency to grant leases for 
a period not exceeding twenty-five years, there will be 
cultivation like that of gardens to produce vegetables 
that are badly needed, as well as of farms, so that live 
stock will be grown there in order that there may be a 
supply of fresh meat. 

In: reporting to the House, with amendment, H.R. 
21926, relating to the organization of militia in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the Committee on Militia say that 
in view of the increase in the pay of the officers and men 
in the Regular Army provided for in Army Appropriation 
Bill, recently passed, it was deemed proper to reduce the 
compensation of the National Guard of the District of 
Columbia, when called out in aid of the civil authorities, 
to twice the pay of enlisted men of the Regular Army, 
insteed of three times, as originally provided. Another 
amendment relates to courts-martial and substitutes a 
new provision for Section 54-b in original bill. Under 
this new provision the courts-martial are not given power 
to punish for contempt of subpoenas, but report disobedi- 
ence to the civil courts. The bill is offered as a substi- 
tute for H.R. 7545, and amends in many particulars the 
Act of March 1, 1889, providing for the Militia of the 
District of Columbia. 

In the House a new bill, H.R. 21848, has been offered 
as a substitute for H.R. 20435, to aid in building a 
memorial to Abraham Lincoln on the farm on which he 
was horn. The Library Committee report: “This birth- 
place farm of 110 acres, in the geographical center of 
Kentucky, fifty miles south of Louisville, on the Illinois 
Central Railroad and near to the main line of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad, will be closer to the center 
of population of the United States than any other national 
park now existing. It will become the nation’s com- 
mons, the patriotic mecca of North and South, East and 
West, the national school of peace and unity, where all 
sectional animosity will forever be buried, and, as has 
been said, the memorial will stand as a temple of patri- 
otie righteousness.” The bill appropriates $50,000 on 
condition that the Lincoln Farm Association raise $150,- 
000 for the purchase of farm, building and caring for 
memorial, etc. They have already acquired some $100,- 
000 for the object. 

Mr. Richardson, of Alabama, made an unavailing plea 
in the House on May 15 for the restoration to the omni- 
bus bill of the provision for a pension of $50 a month to 
the widow of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, late brigadier general, 
U.S.A. Mr. Loudenslager said that he would not object 
to the Government’s granting an annuity to the widow 
of General Lee, but he had great objection to its being 
granted in the way of a pension, thus establishing a pre- 
eadent that if followed would cost the country two or 
three hundred millions of dollars a year. 

The House Naval Committee has favorably reported 
H.R. 22017, an omnibus bill for the relief of Wm. Parker 
Sedgwick, late midshipman, U.S.N.; Robert Morgan Gil- 
son, late captain, U.S.M.C.; Jabez Burchard, asst. engi- 
neer, U.S.N., retired; Harry Kimmell, comdr., U.S.N., 
retired; Lieut. Comdr. Kenneth McAlpine, U.S.N.; P.A. 
Engr. Julius A. Kaiser, U.S.N.; Lieut. Hilary Williams, 
U.S.N.; and Lieut. Jerome E. Morse, all heretofore re- 
ported in separate bills. 


MR. SLAYDEN’S APOLOGIES TO COLONEL WALLER. 
In the House on May 16, in the debate on the Consular 
Bill, Mr. Slayden, of Texas, said that in his former re- 
marks on this bill, when he introduced a newspaper. ex- 


tract referring to loot in the possession of diplomatic rep- 
resentatives and others in China after the Boxer rebellion, 
he had totally. failed to notice the mention of the name 
of Col. Littleton W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C., in the article, 
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and he now brought before the House the following letter 
from Colonel Waller: 


Marine Barracks, Navy Yard, 
Norfolk, Va., April 27, 1908. 

My Dear Mr. Slayden: The Congressional Record of the 
18th instant contains an extract from the Evening Post, New 
York, introduced by you. This article seriously reflects upon 
my conduct, both in China, 1900, and Samar, 1902-3. 

As to the latter accusation, the record of the court-martial 
before which I was tried contains the facts, and it does not 
in any way support the allegations. As to the insinuations 
or allegations in relation to my conduct in China. I can say 
that they are entirely false, and this will be verified by the 
officers serving with me, some of whom have written express- 
ing a desire to answer the article. 

I was provost-marshal of the Tartar city of Peking all 
during my stay and provost-marshal of the Forbidden or Im- 
perial City part of the time. I performed all duties connected 
with my office to the expressed satisfaction of the commanding 
general. One, and perhaps the most arduous, duty: was to 
suppress and prevent looting. So well was this duty per- 
formed that the Chinese residents came to my quarters the 
night before I marched from Peking and in speeches thanked 
me for the great services I had done for them. At this time 
they presented me with an enormous white silk umbrella in- 
scribed with the services rendered, expressing their thanks and 
appreciation. Two years later the Chinese Government asked 
for the names of the officers who had so faithfully guarded 
the Imperial City, in order that they might be thanked for 
their services. The paper was sent to me for the names 
of the officers, as my battalion was the first to guard the sacred 
doors and I was the provost-marshal. 

After six months of heavy work in China, the first month 
of which we were fighting for existence almost every hour 
in the day, for my part in the campaign I was brevetted and 
promoted numbers by our own Government, receiving letters 
of thanks and commendation from the representatives of Eng- 
land and Japan. I returned to the Philippines and remained 
there two years longer in active service. 

All the officers with me and all the persons knowing me 
will assert that the charges made are absolutely false. Think- 
ing that you might have, perhaps, failed to notice my name 
in the article referred to, I write to ask that you will do 
what you can to remedy the injury. Very respectfully,

THE CASE OF COLONEL STEWART. 


On Wednesday, May 20, Senator Rayner, of Maryland, 
brought up the ease of Col. W. F. Stewart again in the 
Senate with a resolution to discharge the Military Com- 
mittee from further consideration of the resolution pro- 
viding for a court of inquiry as to the conduct of that 
officer which has led to his being ordered to Fort Grant as 
a “punishment,” according to the' opinion of President 
Roosevelt. Senator Rayner realized that with the ad- 
journment of Congress so near at hand it would practic- 
ally be impossible to secure the passage of a joint resolu- 
tion for a court of inquiry, and decided that it would be 


better to undertake simply to pass a Senate resolution 
requesting the President to order a court of inquiry. He 
therefore offered a resolution declaring it to be the sense 
of the Senate that Colonel Stewart was entitled to be 
heard in his own defense and requesting the President to 
order such a court. 

In support of his motion to discharge the committee 
from further consideration of the original resolution, in- 
troduced last week, Mr. Rayner made a speech in which 
he referred sarcastically to the haste made in the consid- 
eration of his resolution by the President, the War De- 
partment and the Committee on Military Affairs, and 
continuing in a vein of sarcasm said in part: “It is 
proper for me to remind the Senate, however, that while 
this case is being thus expedited Colonel Stewart is 
upon the heights of Arizona, as high as the President can 
get him, with very little chance of his getting down any 
lower within any definite period of time. Being at a 
high altitude, he ought not to complain. The climate is 
salubrious and uniform, it being as cold in winter as it is 
hot in summer; the surroundings are all salutary, his 
companions are festive and convivial, consisting of a care- 
taker, a teamster, and several government mules and the 
society at this fashionable center is therefore extremely 
exclusive and select. If the President is satisfied, every- 
body ought to be satisfied. Why not? When he comes 
to a conclusion upon strictly ex-parte testimony, his po- 
sition is impregnable. When he has finished with the 
prosecution, and there has .been no testimony allowed to 
be produced on the other side, he is so well fortified and 
intrenched that you can not dismantle him. The Presi- 
dent prefers to try the case without any witnesses for the 
defense, because if witnesses for the defense were sum- 
moned, he defiantly proclaims, to use his own language, 
‘they could not possibly upset the judgment that he had 
already rendered.’ This is the President’s conception of 
justice. 

“IT want it distinctly understood now that I am not 
here asking any sympathy or mercy for this convicted 
officer—convicted in the face of human rights and con- 
stitutional guarantees. I would rather be the suffering 
victim than the triumphant persecutor. This officer evi- 
dently possesses a brave spirit, whatever other infirmi- 
ties he may have in conjunction with the balance of the 
human race. 

“This, then, is the somber question before the Senate, 
whether it proposes to acquiesce in the proposition that 
the President has a right to degrade and punish an officer 
of the United States without a trial, or whether as Com- 
mander-in-Chief he is bound by the laws of the country. 
Is there any doubt about the principle involved? Do we 
grasp the idea that is involved in this judgment that he 
has promulgated, a judgment that will enable him to in- 
flict any sentence upon any officer without a trial and 
that would make him not a commander-in-chief, but a 
military dictator in time of peace? Is there no relief? If 
the Senate refuses to act, the only relief that I can now 
think of would, perhaps, speedily come if this officer were 
to die in the place of his captivity. Then the country 
would, perhaps, come to the conclusion that no other man 
should ever die by the same methods. 

“T believe if a vote could be taken upon this resolution 
that a majority of the Senate would decide in favor of 
the main proposition that it embodies, and that proposi- 
tion is that there is no such principle in the civil or mili- 
tary jurisprudence of the United States as a conviction 
without a tribunal to convict that has heard the case. Is 
there a Senator here who does not believe that this offi- 
cer is entitled to be heard in his own defense? Is the Re- 
public afraid to permit an officer who has followed its flag 
for forty years to be heard in his own defense? 

“The answer comes, he must retire. If he has a vestige 
of slumbering courage in his breast he will not retire. 
Retirement means disgrace without a hearing. It means 
eternal ignominy to his name. Retire, yes, if a militar: 
tribunal decides upon a hearing that he is no longer quali- 
fied for the public service. Retire, degraded and humili- 
ated, crushed and silenced to submission, never while 
there is a spark of honor thrilling in his veins.” 

At the conclusion of his speech Senator Rayner sub- 
mitted the modified form of his resolution. Senator Al- 


drich suggested that Mr. Rayner withdraw his motion to 
discharge the committee, which he did. When he asked 
for present consideration for the modified resolution, Sen- 
ator Lodge, of Massachusetts, objected and it went over 
for one day, under the rules. 

On May 21 Mr. Rayner called the resolution up and 
pressed for a vote. Senator Warren, of Wyoming met the 
request with an emphatie speech demanding the reference 
of the resolution to the Military Affairs Committee, de- 
claring that his committee had not neglected the former 
resolution presented by Mr. Rayner, and was not trying 
to stifle the inquiry. The Senator said there was nothing 
in the contract which the government made with an Army 
officer which required. that he should be kept at a post 
where he could enjoy social pleasures. Mr. Rayner said 
in reply that he was not criticizing either the President 
or the Military Committee. He asked simple justice. 
After more debate the Rayner resolution was displaced 
by unanimous consent. 

In connection with the case of Colonel Stewart a cor- 
respondent of the New York Sun recalls what purports 
to be a bit of history of the past. There was a tradi- 
tion in the “old Army,” he says, that ’way back in the 
“dark ages” before the Mexican War a lieutenant in 
Washington on a leave of absence received a letter from 
the Secretary of War to this effect: 

It is reported to these headquarters that you are in Wash- 
ington to influence Congressional legislation for the benefit of 
the Army. If so, you will at once give up your leave of ab- 
sence and return to your station in the West. 

The officer promptly acknowledged the receipt of this 
letter, and wrote: 

Had your letter stated or intimated that a sudden military 
emergency require my services at my station your instruc- 
tions would have been promptly obeyed; but, on the contrary, 
you direct that I be illegally punished. The President of the 
United States has the power to dismiss me from the Army. 
[In 1886 Congress passed a law depriving the President of 
this power.] But in that case he would be responsible to 
Congress and to the country that his action was just and 
correct. But even he cannot legally punish me, even by repri- 
mand, except in accordance with the sentence of a general 
court-martial. In matters of military routine I, as a military 
map, must communicate through certain military channels. 
But in all matters not of routine I have the right, as a citizen 
of the United States, ‘‘born free and white,’’ to communicate 
direct, orally or in writing, to any other citizen of the United 
States. As a United States employee the proper officials for 
me to petition to are the Congressman of my district and the 
two Senators from my state. in 

This lieutenant’s letter as quoted goes on to state that 

owing to an acquaintance with certain Congressmen he 
had been selected by his fellow-officers to present to their 
consideration certain proposed laws which, if passed, it 
was believed would greatly benefit the Army. Money 
had been subscribed to pay his expenses, and in conclu- 
sion his letter said: “I cannot leave Washington (unless 
a military emergency requires my services West), with- 
out having fully attended to the business they sent me 
on.” The officer was tried by general court-martial. The 
court-martial “found the facts as stated, but attached 
no criminality thereto, and did therefore acquit the offi- 
cer.’ 
“This,” says the Sun’s correspondent, “practically de- 
cided what all officers then believed and now believe, that 
every citizen of the United States (whether in the Army 
or out of it) has a constitutional right to communicate 
directly with the Congressman from his distriet and the 
Senators from his State; that an officer of the Army can 
be legally punished only by the sentence of a general 
court-martial after a fair trial. 

“Another tradition from the ‘dark ages’ was that a col- 
onel commanding a military department in the West, on 
receiving a general order from the Secretary of War, 
transmitted it to his troops with an order of his own 
revoking the Secretary’s order. He defended his action 
before a general court-martial by stating that he was 
responsible for the discipline and efficiency of his troops; 
that the Secretary of War was a civilian, totally ignorant 
of military affairs; that the Secretary’s silly orders, if 
enforced, would injure the discipline and efficiency of his 
troops, and it was his (the Colonel’s) duty as a military 
expert to prevent injurious orders being enforced. A 
general court-martial sentenced the Colonel to be repri- 
manded by the Secretary of War.” 
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WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


Samples of target paster-holders having been submitted 
by the inventor, and the Chief of Ordnance having recom- 
mended that they be referred to the School of Musketry 
for trial and report, such action was taken. 

Saber knot to be worn by officers visiting the White 
House: The present orders on the subject, if strictly con- 
strued, prescribe the wearing of the leather sword knot 
with dress uniform on above occasion. It was directed 
that a circular be issued to the effect that the gold lace 
saber knot be worn on such occasion, this latter knot be- 
ing appropriate with the remainder of the dress uniform 
prescribed by the President. 

Shelter for animals and flooring of tents on Fort Brady 
rifle range: The estimate for the same having been re- 
submitted, it was held that the circumstances do not war- 
rant departure from the War Department policy, which 
is not to supply above except in permanent camps. The 
estimate was therefore not favorably considered. 

Interpretation of Infantry Drill Regulations: A rep- 
resentative of the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL having re- 
quested a decision, it was held that from the position 
“Trail Arms” any movement in manual can be executed 
without first coming to Order Arms. 
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WORK OF THE ORDNANCD DEPARTMENT. 


A special report of new work undertaken, of modifica- 
tions in supplies for the Service, and of experiments and 
tests made by the Ordnance Department during the months 
of March and April, 1908, shows the following: 

Rock Island Arsenal: Design and manufacture of a 
new arm rack. This design differs from the old model in 
that the locking band has been omitted and the locking 
lugs extended through the trigger guard of the revolver. 

Design and manufacture of ten Cavalry saddles to be 
sent to the Cavalry Board for trial and report. These 
saddles are modified in accordance with suggestions made 
by a number of Cavalry and Artillery officers. The prin- 
cipal changes are a longer bearing surface and higher 
pommel arch. Other changes, also suggested by a num- 
ber of officers, namely, a sheep skin lining, adjustable 
quarter-strap and a movement forward of the stirrup sta- 
ple, have already been incorporated in the saddle. 

A chest for cleaning material has been issued the Cav- 
alry Board for trial and report. This chest is of the 
size of the ordinary supply chest and is intended to be 
carried on pack of mules or horses. 

Springfield Armory: Test of Bassell rear sight slide. 
The board of officers testing this slide reported its opin- 





ion that it affords a simple and convenient method of se- 
curing variation in the ‘size of peep ‘and that this slide 
would meet the conditions of service, with slight correc- 
tion, and recommended that the slide be forwarded to the 
School of Musketry for further test and that if then 
found desirable for service, a sufficient number be manu- 
factured for a thorough service test. 

Watertown Arsenal: Design and manufacture of one 
experimental hydraulic stop for 10-inch ammunition 
trucks, Preparing necessary drawings, including a design 
of 360° contact of lighting and firing circuit for 10- 
inch, D.C., A.R.F., model of 1896. Re-design of 12-inch 
barbette carriage, model of 1892, to include illuminating 
and firing circuit, buffer valve, stationary electric hoist, 
sighting platform, 38-inch telescopic sight, shoulder rest, 
elevation disks, slow motion traversing and elevating gear 
and platform for same. Preparation of drawings for al- 
teration of 8-inch experimental disappearing carriage, L. 
F., and 8-inch disappearing carriage, L.F., model of 1894, 
to be converted to model of 1894, MI. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S. ocean-going tug Patuxent was successfully 
launched at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., May 16, leaving 
the ways broadside, and falling into the water from a 
height of six or seven feet. Miss Lucy Quimby, daughter 
of Comdr. and Mrs. John G. Quimby, U.S.N., christened 
her with a bottle of champagne. Many spectators wit- 
nessed the launching, and the official party in the spon- 
sor’s box consisted of Rear Admiral and Mrs. Edward D. 
Taussig, their three sons and Mr. Spottswood; Comdr. 
and Mrs. Quimby and their two sons, and the sponsor, 
Miss Quimby. When the Patuxent is completed, she will 
have cost $200,000. She is of 755 tons displacement, has 
twin screws and is intended to develop 1,160 horsepower. 
Naval Constr. Richard M. Watt, who has charge of the 
construction of the little vessel, gave a breakfast at his 
residence after the launching to the officers and the fore- 
men of the Construction Department. 

One statement made by Representative W. M. Calder 
at the dinner in Brooklyn to celebrate the launching of 
the U.S. collier Vestal elicited rapturous applause. He 
said that Rear Admiral Evans had selected the Connecti- 
cut as his flagship after consultation with the Secretary 
of the Navy, “because he considered her 25 per cent. bet- 
ter than her sister ship, the Louisiana.” “I know the 
Admiral said this,” added Mr. Calder, “because the Sec- 
retary of the Navy told me.” The dinner was given on 
the night of the launching under the auspices of the em- 
ployees of the navy yard who worked on the ship. Three 
hundred sat down to the dinner. The speechmaking dealt 
largely with the work on the Vestal and the ability of the 
navy yard mechanics. Naval Constr. William J. Baxter 
modestly declined all the honor for the building of the 
Vestal and said that the men who did the work should re- 
ceive the credit for it. Chairman J. A. Hargan made the 
introductory remarks, and there was vocal and instru- 
mental music. Beside Naval Constructor Baxter and 
Mr. Calder, the other speakers were Rear Admiral J. A. 
B. Smith, U.S.N., retired, and State Senator Travis. A 
letter was read from President Roosevelt congratulating 
the men on their fine record as workmen and the high rep- 
utation for efficiency enjoyed by the ships they had turned 
out. The President said that to Representative Calder 
was due the assigning of one of the new 20,000-ton battle- 
ships to the navy yard. Mr. Calder disclaimed special 
credit and said the whole Congressional delegation from 
New York city had worked faithfully to get one of the 
battleships for Brooklyn, as had many Boards of Trade. 

The U.S.S. Yankee has been ordered placed in com- 
mission at the navy yard, Boston, Mass., on June 15, 
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The U.S.S. Maine and Alabama were detached from 
the Atlantic Fleet on May 18, 1908, and formed into.a 
Special Service Squadron under the command of the 
commanding officer of the Maine. 

The torpedoboat Morris has been ordered placed in full 
commission at the Torpedo Station, Newport, R.I. The 
vessel will be sent to Hampton Roads for duty in con- 
nection with the Florida tests, upon the completion of 
which she will return to Newport and resume her present 
status. 

The U.S.S. Idaho arrived at the League Island Navy 
Yard, Pa., May 15, five days from Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba. The vessel will remain at League Island for some 
time for the purpose of having electrical equipment in- 
stalled and other interiog work done. 

The U.S. lighthouse tender Hyacinth is to be fitted with 
submarine signals. 


The U.S.S. Solace has been ordered placed in commis- 
sion at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., on June 1, 
1908, or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

An examination board ,has been ordered at the New 
York Navy Yard to meet June 1 for the examination of 
Paymrs. W. J. Littell and Martin McM. Ramsay for pro- 
motion to the grade of pay inspector. 

The U.S. steam launch Breaker, on duty at Newport, 
R.1., rammed the torpedoboat Stiletto just off the light- 
house at the north end of Goat Island May 18, punching 
a hole in her port side. The Stiletto was beached. No 
one was injured. The Stiletto, in charge of Gun. Wil- 
liam T. Baxter, with members of the seamen ‘gunners’ 
class on board, had just left Goat Island, towing & mine 
hoat. Just as she reached the end of the island the 
Breaker dashed out from behind the lighthouse, striking 
the torpedoboat amidships. Full speed for shore was in- 
stantly ordered, while the crew moved to the starboard 
aide so as to keep the hole in the port side above the water 
as much as possible. The Breaker was only slightly dam- 
aged. ‘Temporary repairs were made to the Stiletto, and 
she was towed by two torpedo launches to the torpedo 
station for immediate repairs. 

One hundred thousand pounds of chewing tobacco is to 
be purchased by the Navy Department at a slight advance 
on the contract price to enlisted men of the Navy. 

The submarine Octopus will have her final acceptance 
trial at Narragansett Bay, R.I., Monday, May 25. Comdr. 
Charles C. Marsh and members of the Board of Inspec- 
tion and Survey will be present. 

A wireless message from the armored cruiser South 
Dakota, returning to San Francisco, Cal., May 16, from 
her final trial trip, reports that she broke all records for 
vessels of her class.

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THE FORTIFICATIONS BILL. 


H.R. 19355, the Fortifications Appropriation Bill, 
which has been in conference committee since April 7, 
was reported to Congress on May 19. The principal in- 
creases of the Senate were rejected in conference, as for 
instance the Senate provision of $1,135,000 for gun and 
mortar batteries, the House appropriation of $300,000 be- 
ing adopted in its stead. The Senate adopted the report 
May 20. 

The Senate provision of $500,000 for fortifications at 
Point Firmin, Cal., is displaced by the following: 
“The Secretary of War is directed, by a suitable board, 
to investigate and report fully to Congress as to the ad- 
visability and necessity of seacoast fortifications for the 
protection of the harbor at San Pedro, Cal., and the cities 
in that vicinity, and if such fortifications are deemed ad- 
visable or necessary furnish an estimate of the cost of 
sites and fortifications separately.” 

The Senate appropriation of $350,000 for a sea wall at 
Fort Travis, Galveston, is rejected by the conferees. The 
Senate exclusion of Subig Bay and Olongapo from the 
benefits of appropriations for fortifications in insular pos- 
sessions is defeated.

MILITARY ACADEMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Military Academy Bill (H.R. 21875), introduced 
in the House on May 13, was passed by that body May 
15, and on the same day was referred to the Military 
Committee of the Senate. As passed by the House, 
the bill appropriates $826,337.87, being $151,250 less 
than the estimate, and $1,103,365.95 less than last year’s 
appropriation. The items of pay are increased by virtue 
of the requirements of the Army Appropriation Bill to 
the extent of $65,265. while the building estimates were 
eut $194,075. The pay increases include: Permanent es- 
tablishment, $39,300; seven professors by $3,500, the 
chaplain hy $400, master of the sword $400, the pay of 
cadets $35,000, professor of ordnance and science $500, 
instructor of practical engineering $100, seven instructors 
of cavalry, artillery and infantry tactics $700, one asso- 
ciate professor of modern languages $100, and for addi- 
tional pay of professors and officers and officers of in- 
creased rank, for length of service, $2,200. The pay of 
the band was increased by $4.760. field musicians $328, 
sergeants, cooks, corporals and privates of general Army 
service by $10.040, enlisted men of the quartermaster’s 
department and the cavalry detachment by $4,520, and 
the artillery detachment by $6,317. 

The items covered by the bill are the regular ones ap- 
propriated for from year to year. The only new features 
are the addition of a battery and searchlights for use in 
the scientific part of artillery practice, and the change 
in the provision fer a Board of Visitors. It has been 
the custom for a board, made up of two Senators ap- 
pointed by the Vice-President; three Representatives, ap- 
pointed by the Speaker, and seven other persons appoint- 
ed by the President, to visit the Academy at the time of 
the graduation exercises. The new provision of the 
Military Academy Bill as passed amends Sec. 1327, Rev. 
Stats.. to read: “That hereafter the Board of Visitors 
to the Military Academy shal! consist of the members 
of the Committce on Military Affairs of the Senate and 
the Ilouse cf Representatives, respectively, who shall 
constitute a joint committee which shal! annually visit 
the Military Academy between the Ist day of November 
and the Ist day of March of the ensuing year, the actual 
expenses of such committee to be paid out of the con- 
tingent fund of each House proportionately: Provided. 
That the actual expenses for travel shall only be paid 
from Washington to West Point and return: Provided 
further, That so much of Sections 1328 and 1329 as is 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act is hereby re- 
pealed.” The reason stated for this change is that the 
committees whose time is devoted to military matters are 
the proper ones to study the work and needs of the in- 
stitution, and that the winter work-time of the students 
offers the best opportunity to make a really useful inspec- 
tion, whereas the graduation-time visit, it was stated, has 
been more in the nature of a junket. 

The following is an amendment of last year’s pro- 
vision: “That the Secretary of War may detail an ‘officer 
of the Medical Corps of the Army to the Military Acad- 


emy as. professor to teach military hygiene. Provided 
such officer receives no extra compensation therefor.”

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In the discussion on this bill in the House on May 15, 
Mr. Bradley, of New York, spoke very earnestly of the 
need for adequate educational facilities for the 230 sol- 
diers’ children resident at West Point, and was ably sup- 
ported by Mr. Holliday, of Indiana, who declared it “a 
burning shame” that an appropriation for teachers was 
not included in the bill. 


SENATE AMENDS AND PASSES THE BILL. 


The Military Academy Bill was reported to the Senate 
from the Military Committee on May 21 and promptly 
passed. As passed by the Senate the bill has a number 
of important changes. Each Senator is to have four, in- 
stead of two, appointments to the Academy, making an 
addition of ninety-two cadets to the corps. The House 
provision changing the character of the Board of Visitors 
and wholly eliminating the President’s selection of mem- 
bers of the board was modified by the Senate Committee 
so that the board is to be made up of five members of the 
House Military Committee, four members of the Senate 
Military Committee, and three members to be selected by 
the President. The Senate Committee added to the staff 
of instructors at the Academy a professor of military 
hygiene with rank of lieutenant colonel, a professor 
of ordnance and jthe science of gunnery, a_ profes- 
sor of English history at $3,500, and gave the adjutant in 
addition to his grade in the Army $600 a year. The pay 
of the Academy band was increased so as to provide for 
twelve enlisted men at $45 a month, twelve at $40, and 
sixteen at $30. Hereafter during their first enlistment 
the pay of enlisted men and field musicians in the band 
is to be as above, and their continuous pay as provided in 
the new pay bill. The bill also carries a clause authoriz- 
ing commissions for retired officers of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps. All money for the Academy is here- 
after to be disbursed by pay officers, and is to be held as 
one fund. The post school gets $3,500 for pay of teach- 
ers. Seven Filipino cadets are authorized, who must 
serve eight years in the Philippine Scouts and are to be 
eligible for no other arm of the Service. Colon Alfaro, 
of Ecuador, is given the privilege of attending the Acade- 
my. Provision is made for conducting scientific forestry 
work on the Academy reservation. An allowance of 
$5,000 was added to the bill for plaster and relief maps 
illustrative of military subjects to be hung on the walls 
of the Academy. As the bill passed the Senate it appro- 
priates $1,914,967, an increase of $89,129 over the bi!l 
passed by the House. Of this increase $60,000 was made 
necessary by an increase of pay of the cadets. 
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SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 

H.R. 21260, for sundry civil expenses, which was re- 
ported from conference committe on May 19, appropriates 
among other items $157,564.74 for increased pay of Reve- 
nue Cutter Service by reason of the Army Appropriation 
Act, and to conform with existing law in relation to the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps, it is provided that here- 
after no pension shall be allowed or paid to any commis- 
sioned officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man in the Reve- 
nue Cutter Service, either on the active or retired list. 

The Senate’s provision of $25,000 for the repair and 
care of “The Hermitage,” the home of President Andrew 
Jackson, in Tennessee, has been reduced in conference to 
$5,000. A Senate amendment adopted by the committee 
appropriates $6,000 to suppress the liquor traffic in 
Alaska. 

The appropriation of $6,000 for the Augusta Arsenal is 
stricken out. The House provision that the testing ma- 
chines at Watertown Arsenal be transferred to the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor is retained. 

The limitation agreed upon in regard to appropriation 
for military posts is that no part of the appropriation 
shall be used for construction of quarters for officers of 
the Army, or for barracks and quarters for the artillery, 
to exceed $15,000 for a general officer, $12,000 for colonel 
or officer above rank of captain, or $9,000 for officer be- 
low rank of captain. 

The committee adopt the provision of $100,000 for the 
repair and reconstruction of the buildings and for the re- 
placement of furniture and equipment destroyed in whole 
or in part by the cyclone on May 12, 1908, at Fort 
Crook, Neb., to be immediately available. Likewise the 
Senate appropriations for enlarging Fort Sheridan and 
Fort Logan. 

The appropriation of $30,000 for the Emery gun car- 
riage is adopted, whereas the item of $20,500 for the 
navy yard at Portsmouth is rejected. 

On some twenty-five Senate items the conferees have 
reported their inability to agree. Among these are the 
following: Revenue cutter for coast of Oregon, one for 
Narragansett Bay and one for New York Harbor; sur- 
vey of Fort Keogh Military Reservation; amount of ap- 
propriation for barracks and quarters at military posts; 
purchase of two steamships of American registry for nse 
of Isthmian Canal Commission. For a summary of the 
bill see page 935, May 2, and page 979, May 9. 

The Senate on May 20 insisted upon its amendments in 
disagreement and conferees were appointed, Messrs. Alli- 
son, Hale and Teller. The House conferees appointed 
are Messrs. Tawney, Smith (Iowa) and Fitzgerald.

Midshipman 
William A. Lee, also of the graduates, will have his name en- 
graved upon the trophy recently presented by the Sons of the 
Revolution.

Another of the ‘‘extra’’ hops was held Saturday night in 
the gymnasium. The attendence was large, many visitors 
here for June week being present. Mrs. Vernou, wife of 
Lieut. Walter N. Vernou, received with Midshipman W. R. 
Munroe, of the first class. According to a custom of some 
years, the Rev. Father Rector, Thomas C. Hahley, '0.8.S.R., of 
St. Mary’s parish, was the host of a number of the midship- 
men of the graduating class who attend St. Mary’s church, at 
an informal reception Sunday afternoon at the home of the 
Redemptorist Fathers, adjoining the church on Gloucester 
street. 

It had heen announced that the new Naval Academy chapel 

would be dedicated last Sunday, but final arrangemenis could 
not be made in time for the ceremonies. It has now been 
announced that the chapel will be dedicated next Sunday, 
May 24. Captain Fenton, of West Point, addressed the Naval 
Academy Y.M.C.A. Sunday night in Recreation Hall. 
_ The body of Admiral Charles W. Rae, who died in Wash- 
ington last week, was cremated there, and the ashes were 
brought here Monday afternoon and interred in the Naval 
Cemetery. The funeral was private, and the usual military 
honors were dispensed with. 

Midshipman Arthur Linford Lucas, of Cleveland, Ohio, was 
drowned Saturday afternoon, May 16, under peculiarly sad 
circumstances. He was a member of the first class, and would 
have had a standing of about ten in the class of two hundred 
members. Midshipman Lucas and a companion, Carl D. Hib- 
bard, were in a canoe in deep water off the south seawall. 
They were swamped by the waves and both held on to the 
small craft, Lucas suddenly let go and without any warning 
sank and was drowned. Hibbard was taken out of the water 
a few seconds after, and Lucas’s body was recovered after it 
had been in the water a little over an hour. Every effort 
was made to effect resuscitation, but without success. 

Several boats put out to reach the capsized canoe, and first 
was a boat from the yacht Iroita, of Philadelphia, belonging to 
Mr. Clark, which was at anchor close by. The occupants of the 
boat took Hibbard on board and made every effort to get 
Lucas also, being joined in a few minutes by several other 
boats. They were not successful for nearly an hour, when 
the occupants of the boat from the yacht succeeded in getting 
hold of the body with a stout line to which a hook had been 
attached and bringing it to the surface. The body of the young 
midshipman was removed to the medical quarters in Bancroft 
Hall and work upon it continued until late in the afternoon 
without success. Young Lucas was among the youngest of his 
class, just having passed his twentieth birthday. His general 
average in studies was very high, and that he stood high in 
the estimation of the Academy authorities is shown by the 
fact that he was cadet lieutenant, a rank conferred on account 
of officer-like qualities. 

In a splendidly contested match shot off here Saturday 
afternoon, the 71st Regiment of the New York National Guard 
won from the midshipmen by a score of 2,390 to 2,879. The 
match determined the possession for one year of a trophy 
offered by Lieut. Col. J. Hollis Wells, of the 71st. Shooting 
was extremely close at all ranges, and the visitors won chiefly 
by reason of several high scores, chiefly by Captains Wells 
and Corwin, who scored 213 out of a 250 possible. Midship- 
man Denny led for the local riflemen, with 207. The shooting 
was at 200, 300 and 600 yards (ordinary fire), and 200 and 
300 yards (rapid fire).

The Summer Cruise. 


Capt. Charles J. Badger, Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy, has issued a general order setting forth the arrange- 
ments for the coming summer cruise of the midshipmen, to- 
gether with an outline of the practical instruction for the 
midshipmen and other details in connection with the cruise. 

The practice squadron will establish its quarters in Hamp- 
ton Roads instead of cruising along the New England coast, 
as in previous years. The ships will sail from Annapolis on 
the morning of June 8, and every Monday morning they will 
get under way from Hampton Roads for a cruise outside on 
the southern drill ground and in the immediate vicinity of 
Chesapeake Bay, returning to the Roads every Friday after- 
noon, The time from Monday until Friday will be devoted 
to practical work, and from Friday until Monday there will 
he as little work and as much relaxation and recreation as 
the circumstances will allow: 

The squadron will be composed of five ships—three cruisers 
and two monitors. There will be nearly 690 midshipmen to 
take in the cruise. The classes will be divided among the 
ships as follows: Cruiser Olympia, first class, 45; second 
class, 45; third class, 67: total, 157. Cruiser Chicago, first 
class, 45; second class, 45; third class, 67; total, 157. Old 
frigate (cruiser) Hartford, same as Chicago. Monitor Ar- 
kansas, first class, 18; second class, 17; third class, 25; total, 
60. Monitor Nevada, first class, 17; second class, 18; third 
class, 24; total, 59. The midshipmen are to embark on June 
6, and on June 8 the practice squadron sails. 

None of the thirty-nine midshipmen of the three lower 
classes at the Naval Academy who were recently disqualified 
in the. annual physical examination will be compelled to re- 
sign, according to the decision of the Navy Department an- 
nounced at the Academy on May 19. They will be retained 
in their classes, undergo treatment for their afflictions and 
be re-examined later. The department has not taken final 
action in the cases of thirteen members of the graduating 
class who were also physically disqualified, but it is thought 
that a couple of them will be forced to resign after gradua- 
tion next month. Most of the midshipmen who failed were 
found to have defective hearing and eyesight.

69TH N.Y.—COL. EDWARD DUFFY. 


An event of unusual interest to the members of the 69th 
N.Y. and its numerous friends, and one that will go down in 
the history of the regiment as one of its most memorable 
functions, was the review of the command on May 20 at the 
armory by His Eminence, Michael Cardinal Logue, Archbishop 
of Armagh and Primate of all Ireland.

The team from the 71st N.W., which defeated the team of 
midshipmen at Annapolis in the shooting competition on May 
16 by eleven points, feels very much elated at its victory, 
which was well earned. The 71st team was defeated by the 


middies last year, and on account of being unable to get 
any practice at Creedmoor this year on account of the closing 
of the range, did not expect to win. The team, however, 
despite its handicap for want of, practice, _made forty points 
more than it did in last year’s match, while the midshipmen 
did not score so high as they did last year.

Eddy, 2d Brigade, N.G.N.Y., will review the 2d Signal Com- 
pany in the Bedford Riding Academy, Brooklyn, on the night 
of May 25. 

Pvt. H. G. Billings, from Co. I, 7th N.Y., has been elected 
second lieutenant in Co. K, 47th N.Y. He is a civil engineer 
by profession. When the regiment takes part in the coast 
defense maneuvers from June 13 to 20 next, the Ist Battalion 
will be stationed at Fort Hamilton, and the 2d Battalion at 
Fort Wadsworth. A new company (C) has been formed in 
the regiment, and Lieut. James 8. Angus has been placed in 
command, ; 

The reviewing stand at the Memorial Day parade in ,Man- 
hattan, New York city, May 30, will be at the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ monument on Riverside Drive, near Eighty-sixth 
street, on the left side of the drive. Officers are directed 
to be particular not to salute Governor Hughes until within 
six paces of him. The troops will be dismissed at Ninety- 
sixth street. After the parade memorial exercises will be 
held at the soldiers’ and sailors’ monument as follows: 1. 
Introduction, Gen. George B. Loud, chairman of Memorial 
Committee, G.A.R., city of New York; 2. Hymn, ‘‘Nearer 
my God to Thee,’’ pupils from High Schools of the city of 
New York, under the leadership of Mr. Albert S. Caswell, 
director of music; 3. Prayer, Rev. Augustus E. Barnett; 4. 
‘“Tenting To-night on the Old Camp Ground,’’ pupils of High 
Schools; 5. Address, Rev. J. Wesley Hill, pastor Metropolitan 
Temple; 6. Hymn, ‘‘Lead Kindly Light,’’ pupils of High 
Schools; 7. Benediction, Rev. Augustus E. Barnett; 8. 
‘‘America,’’ pupils of High Schools and audience; 9. Taps, 
Comrade Edward Fitzgerald, bugler. Interesting exercises 
will be held at Carnegie Lyceum in the evening. 

Adjutant General Finzer, of Oregon, under date of May 9, 
says: ‘‘The near approach of Memorial Day, with its sacred 
memories, reminds us, amid the turmoil of life and rapid prog- 
ress of events, that we halt for a space and pay our tribute 
of love and duty to the fallen comrades and garland their 
graves with sweet flowers as a token of their unselfish patriot- 
ism, heroic bravery and devotion to their country’s cause. 
It is befitting that we should observe May 30 and help strew 
the graves of the departed heroes with flowers and show to the 
living that the brave deeds of those who fought in the Indian 
Wars, Civil War, and Spanish-American War must not be for- 
gotten. It is desired that the day be fittingly observed by the 
members of the Oregon National Guard. Where it is not 
practical for military companies to participate in the cere- 
monies of the day, it is requested that officers and men shall 
take part as individuals.’’ 

Governor Proctor, of Vermont, having accepted the invita- 
tion of the Hon. Secretary of War for a portion of the National 
Guard of the State to participate with the U.S. Army in joint 
army and militia maneuvers at Felts Mills, N.Y., the Ist Regi- 
ment Infantry, Hospital Corps and band, Col. J. G. Estey, 
commanding, will report to the 0.0. on June 26, 1908, return- 
ing to the state July 5, 1908. 

A new division of the Michigan Naval Brigade was mus- 
tered into the service of the state by Col. William H. Thiel- 
man, inspector general, April 30, 1908. This division will be 
located at Escanaba and known as the Second Division, 2d 
Battalion, Michigan Naval Brigade. It will be commanded by 
Lieut. Grant T. Stephenson. 

‘Adjutant Gen. William H. Brigham, of Massachusetts,’’ 
says the Boston Globe, of May 16, ‘*who has spent the past 
few days at Washington, D.C., arranging for the Massachusetts 
- troops in the coming maneuvers, was highly pleased with the 


arrangements that had been made by Col. E. M. Weaver for 
their accommodation. In the course of a few days he will 
prepare an order for the two tours, and then the quartermas- 
ters and the commissaries of subsistence will have to get to” 
work making contracts for the transportation and subsistences 
of the troops, which will keep them busy from now out to the 
day of departure.’’ 

The committee of the 5th Infantry of Massachusetts, con- 
sisting of Colonel Oakes, Major Stover and Captain Cutting, 
were in Baltimore and Washington last week making arrange- 
ments for the visit of the regiment to those cities at the in- 
auguration ceremonies, March, 1909. Very satisfactory ar- 
rangements have been made, which will insure a most enjoyable 
tour of duty. 


Capt. George W. Johnston, formerly captain of Co. M, 13th 
N.Y., who was elected some time ago to the captaincy of the 
3d Co., has passed the examining board and has been recom- 
mended for a commission. Captain Johnston was at first dis- 
qualified because of an alleged physical disability. It turned 
out that the captain, who thought he was suffering from a 
slight hernia, really had nothing the matter with him. Before 
the first examination the medical officer of the board took the 
Captain’s statement that he had the hernia and recommended 
that he not be commissioned. The Captain then sought to re- 
lease the state from all liability in case he were injured in the 
service, if the authorities would waive the physical examina- 
tion. This failed and the papers came back disapproved by the 
Governor. Then the Captain resolved to undergo an operation. 
He was examined by Dr. Warbasse, a former assistant surgeon 
in the 13th, and this examination established the fact that the 
Captain had nothing whatever the matter with him, and the 
second examination resulted in his favor. 

Memorial Day ceremonies will be held in the Borough of 
the Bronx, New York city, May 30, 1908, at the old aban- 
doned West Farms Cemetery, Bryant avenue and 180th street, 
in honor of Bronx soldiers, mostly of Company ©, 6th Heavy 
Artillery, killed on the battlefield or brought home wounded 
to die. Should the weather be stormy the ceremonies will be 
conducted in the church at cemetery. Major David Wilson, 
commanding 1st Battalion, Ist Artillery, N.G.N.Y., who will be 
present with his staff officers, Capt. Joseph I. Berry, adjut., 
and Lieut. J. H. Hines, Q.M., has instructed Capt. Lansford 
P. Sherry, commanding the 2d Battery, to fire a salute of 
twenty-one guns in honor of the dead. The 8th Coast Artil- 
lery, with band, commanded by Col. E. F. Austin, will lead 
the parade from McKinley Square to the cemetery. Detach- 
ments from Oliver Tilden Post, G.A.R.; Vanderbilt Post, G. 
A.R.; Garrison 63, Army and Navy Union, U.S.A.; Spanish 
War Veterans, Sons of Veterans, Ladies’ Auxiliaries, repre- 
sentatives from the borough government, North Side Board of 
Trade, Taxpayers’ Alliance, Property Owners’ Association of 
the Twenty-third ward, Tremont, West Farms, Bedford Park, 
and other Taxpayers’ Associations, Building Trades Employ- 
ers’ Association, and other such bodies will be present. - 

Col. William H. Donovan, 9th Infantry, of Massachusetts, 
has appointed Major Daniel J. Murphy commissary and Capt. 
James L. Molloy quartermaster of the regiment. Major 
Murphy has been in the militia since 1888. Captain Molloy is 
a veteran of the Spanish and Boer wars, having served in the 
latter in the Irish brigade under Col. John F. B. Blake, and in 
the Boer artillery. He was taken prisoner and held a prisoner 
at Bermuda for eleven months. 


Adjutant General Brigham, of Massachusetts, under date of 
May 2, issues the following order: ‘‘I. The commander-in- 
chief wishes to express his appreciation to those officers and 
men of the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia who performed 
their duty in such a faithful, intelligent and efficient manner 
at the Chelsea conflagration. The promptness with which all 
troops called for responded is worthy of special commendation, 
and includes those officers and men who reported and waited 
in the several armories in anticipation of orders. The work 
of the staff departments was efficient and satisfactory. The 
several details on duty at the South armory and at the relief 
station in Boston, and those engaged in distributing food and 
clothing are commended for the very successful manner in 
which they performed their duties, often under most trying 
conditions. II. Announces that all organizations of the Militia 
are permitted to parade in public on May 30, 1908, in recogni- 
tion of the services performed by, and the respect due to, the 
soldiers and sailors of Massachusetts, and the National flags 
will be displayed on the state arsenal and on all state ar- 
mories from sunrise until noon, at half staff; from noon until 
sunset, at full staff. Officers and men of the active force, 
who are also members in their own right of any of the several 
service associations of the Civil War, or of the war with 
Spain, are permitted to parade, if they so desire, with their 
former comrades.’’ 

Officers of the National Guard regiments in Philadelphia, 
Pa., met_two representatives of the Military Athletic League 
of the United States from New York on May 4 at the ist 
Infantry armory in Philadelphia in reference to promoting 
military athletics. The New York officers were Major Turpin, 
13th Coast Art., New York, and Captain De Russey, 12th 
Inf. Both speakers expressed the hope that the regiments of 


‘the N.G.P. would affiliate with the Military Athletic League 


of the United States. It was pointed out that the finest of 
New York's athletes are members of the National Guard of 
that state. Some of the best track and field athletes in 
Pennsylvania are members of the National Guard, and with a 
little encouragement it is believed that others in various 
states could be induced to join. 

The Old Guard Association of the 12th N.Y. will take part in 
memorial services on Sunday afternoon, May 24, in the 
Knox Memorial church, 405 West Forty-first street, New York 
city. The assembly will be at the armory at 2 o’clock, and 
addresses will be made by Gens. O. O. Howard and Robert 
Avery, U.S.A., and Gens. James O’Bierne and G. B. Loud, 
U.S.V. A special musical program will be rendered, and the 
veterans will be escorted to the church by a detachment from 
the regiment. 

A company of engineers has been organized in Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., for muster into the National Guard. It has fifty- 
two privates and A. B. Dunning is to be captain; John H. 
Hayes first lieutenant, and Ray W. Fuller second lieutenant. 
Colonel Logan, commissary general, is arranging to have the 
officers of the commissary department of the three brigades 
assembled at the 1st Brigade headquarters, City Hall, Phila- 
delphia, on May 23 for instruction as to handling the com- 
missariat at the Gettysburg encampment. Brigadier General 
Bowman has appointed Captain Nuss R.Q.M., 1st Inf., to be 
brigade quartermaster, with the rank of major, vice Dolan, to 
division staff. Captain Nuss has had many years of service in 
the Guard, beginning as a private in 1878, and is known as a 
very competent officer. 

Governor Hughes, of New York, on May 11 designated 
Squadron A and the 1st Battery of New York city, Squadron 
C and the 23d Regiment of Brooklyn, Troop B of Albany, and 
Troop D of Syracuse, to participate in the joint maneuvers ‘o 
be held in Jefferson county from June 15 to June 25. The 
camp will be located at Pine Plains on the Black river, as we 


noted in our issue of May 9, page 973, in an article which 


outlined the instructions to be imparted, etc. The Governor 
also detailed the 12th and 69th Regiments of Manhattan to 
camp service at Peekskill.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no particular 
— can be given for replies. We do not answer questions by 
mail, 


CO. M. 8. asks: The Army Regulations state that an enlisted 
man who has been discharged before the expiration of his 
term of enlistment, for any other reason than by purchase, 
cannot be re-enlisted except by permission of the Military 
Secretary (Adjutant General). Does this apply to the or- 
ganized Militia, i.e., could an enlisted man who has been dis- 
charged from the Regular Army by ‘‘favor,’’ after serving 
only a part of his enlistment, enlist in the Militia without 
first obtaining the permission of the Adjutant General? An- 
swer: Apparently there could be no objection to your enlist- 
ment in the Militia under the circumstances described. The 
Adjutant General of the Regular Army would not concern 
himself with a matter entirely within the control of the 
National Guard organizations in the states. 


J. ©. asks: Under the new pay will an enlisted man who 
has served twenty-one years, all continuous, and in the grade 
of a private of the line, or in other words, a private of Ar- 
tillery, Cavalry or Infantry, and who is promoted to the 
grade of sergeant, in his twenty-second or any succeeding 
year, in any of the above named branches of the Service, 
receive, upon such promotion, the full grade pay of the ser- 
geant, which, in the new schedule advances at the rate of $4 
for each re-enlistment of the grade, while the pay of the 
private advances at the rate of $3 for the second and third 
re-enlistment and at the rate of $1 for the fourth, fifth, sixth 
and seventh enlistments? Answer: All sergeants in their 
twenty-second year of continuous service receive the same 
pay, i.e., $48 per month, no matter how long they have served 
in the grade of sergeant. 


A. ©. P. asks: Will this year’s Naval Academy graduates 
be assigned to Evans’s fleet? What will be the duration of 
their graduation leave? Answer: No order has yet been made 
out in regard to this. Some members of the class will be sent 
to the fleet, but what ones has not been determined. Gradua- 
tion leave will be short. 

SOLDIER FROM MAINE asks: Am I entitled to the 
Filipino Insurrection badge? I enlisted on Jan. 21, 1901: 
landed in Manila May 11, 1901; stayed in the island until 
November 14, 1903, serving about two years and eight months. 
Answer: If you were in the Service Jan. 11, 1905, you are 
entitled to the Philippine campaign badge. 

MARINE asks: I haye one full enlistment in the Marine 
Corps. I am now on general service, Infantry, U.S. Army. 
What pay will I receive under the new Army bill? Answer: 
We think it would be $15 per month. 


S. W. asks: After serving ten years in the Army, was dis- 
charged October, 1898. I remained out of the Service until 
June, 1899, when I again enlisted, and have been in the 
Service from that date. Under the new pay bill will I be 
entitled to pay on six enlistments, or will I only be entitled 
to pay on three enlistments? Answer: Service for ten years 
prior to October, 1898, counts one enlistment. Service sub- 
sequent to June, 1899, counts two enlistments, so that you 
will be credited with three enlistments and now counted as 
in your fourth enlistment. 

OLD SUBSORIBER asks: Am I entitled to an Indian 
campaign badge? Was discharged from the 21st Infantry 
at the Rosebud Agency in December, 1890, but on discharge 
not credited with an engagement or campaign. Answer: Ser- 
vice in the Indian campaigns named in orders is requisite. 
You do not state what actual service you had. 


S. M. asks: I enlisted June 28, 1898; honorably discharged 
Dee. 12; served in Porto Rico from August until December. 
Am I entitled to a campaign medal? Answer: You are not 
entitled to the badge. 


J. P. S—The Panama Canal is being constructed under a 
treaty between Panama and the United States, ratified Feb. 
26, 1904, and in consideration of $10,000,000 gold, paid to 
Panama in cash, and an annuity of $250,000, to begin in 
1913, Panama and Colon are declared free ports of entry 
for ships to use the canal. The Hay-Pauncefote treaty, in 
which England concedes to the U.S. the sole right to construct, 
maintain and police the canal, was ratified Dec. 16, 1901. No 
guarantees of the canal’s neutrality. were to be asked either 
of Great Britain or any other power, but there was no re- 
quirement that the canal should be kept open and free in 
time of war as in time of peace, nor was there a prohibition 
of fortifications commanding the canal. 


CAPTAIN asks: What states require no marriage license? 


Are New Jersey and Delaware among the number! Answer: 
New Jersey requires license of non-residents only. Alaska, 


New Mexico and South Carolina require no license. Cali- 
fornia requires man and woman to appear and be examined 
under oath. All other states require licenses. 

J. W. L.—The new Army pay went into effect May 11. 

J. R. asks: Where may I purchase a gunner’s examiner, 
prepared by H. E. Cloake, captain, C.A.C., as you formerly 
advertised them? Answer: Published by John Wiley & Sons, 
43 West Nineteenth street, New York city. Price $1.50. 

B. asks: In the new pay law, what provision is made for 
squadron or battalion adjutants and quartermasters? Answer: 


All extra pay for staff duty is abolished, and all staff officers 
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under the new law get the pay of their respective grades. A 
battalion adjutant would get a captain’s pay if a captain, a 
first lieutenant the pay of a first lieutenant, and a second 
lieutenant’s pay if a second lieutenant. The same for all 
other staff officers. 

F. P.—The pay of Marine Corps is the same as Army pay in 
like grade in accordance with Sec. 1612, Rev. Stat. 

U. L. D. asks: (1) What will be my pay under the new 
pay bill? I first enlisted in the Spanish-American war for 
two years, or during the war with Spain, served about eight 
months until peace was declared, and then in about one year 
after I enlisted in the Regular Army and have been 
in the Service ever since; have in seven years’ continuous 
service now. I am on my fourth enlistment, but only 
three of them are continuous. am a corporal now; 
will my volunteer service count and make my pay $30 per 
month, or will it be $27 for just the Regular Army service? 
Answer: $27.00 for seven years’ continuous service; your 
other service does not count. (2) I also served in the Philip- 
pine Islands and in Mindanao Island in time for the Philip- 
pine badge. I have received the P.I. badge. Am I entitled 
to a badge for the service in Mindanao, too? Answer: No. 

A. B. asks: Whether an American consul is entitled to a 
salute from a U.S. man-of-war; also whether the consul takes 
precedence over a colonel of the Army, i.e., should the colonel 
commanding a garrison in Cuba, for instance, though the last 
comer, make the first official call? Amswer: The consul is 
entitled to a salute of seven guns, and takes precedence over a 
colonel. See table of Honors, Navy Regulations. 

Cc. J. C. asks as to status of proposed measure to readjust 
rank, H.R. 16502, mentioned May 9, page 979. Answer: Still 
before the Military Committee, and will hardly reach a vote 
this session. 

P. C. S. asks: Whether there is at present a cadet in 
West Point from the Eleventh Congressional District of 
Iowa. Answer: Ask the Congressman from that district. 
That is the only way to get the answer. 

J. B. B. asks: Has there been provision made by the War 
Department for the full pay of retired non-commissioned offi- 
cers at the various military colleges? Answer: There is 
nothing in the pay bill on this subject. Existing law would 
govern. 

G. K. asks: Served fifteen years continuous from 1884 to 
1899; enlisted again Nov. 7, 1904; discharged Nov. 6, 1907; 
re-enlisted Nov. 13, 1907. What should be my pay under the 
new law? Answer: The service from 1884 to 1899 would be 
counted as one enlistment; service from 1904 to November, 
1907, counts as second enlistment. You would be held to be 
now in your third enlistment; pay $21 per month. 

CAMP COLUMBIA asks: Are the China campaign badges 
ready for issue? Answer: There is no telling when the China 
badges will be ready. The Mint is still at work on Philippine 
badges. It is the purpose, if possible, to get the China badges 
out in the next two months. ; 

I. O. P. asks: Will you kindly let me know if there is a 
school of electricity in the C.A.C? Are details made the 
same as to Blacksmiths’ and Farriers’ School? Answer: 
G.O. 182, W.D., 1906, gives all information you want. You 
must have your application in by April 15. Examination 
papers would reach you about June 1, and if you pass you 
would be ordered to report Sept. 1. This all refers, of course, 
to 1909, as it is too late now to make application this year. 

R. B. K. asks: Whether hospital stewards of the U.S. 
Army, acting as mess sergeants, are entitled to the extra pay 
as such, under the new Army Pay Bill. Answer: Regulations 
upon this subject have not yet been issued. 
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INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY DRILL 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1908, W. C. and F. P. Church. 

PENNSYLVANIA writes: (1) In Par. 54 is it right to come 
to a right shoulder on side step, back step, ete.? (2) Is it 
correct to come to right shoulder at mark time from a halt? 
(3) In forming a battalion of three companies, should the 
center or base company dress to the right or left? I think the 
book says to the left, but why? Answer: (1) The piece is 
brought to the right shoulder at the command march, unless 
the words at trail preface the preparatory command. (2) 
Paragraph 45 prescribes, Being in march: 1, Mark time; 2, 
March. The General Staff have decided that mark time should 
not be executed from a halt. (3) The section company should 
dress to the left, as it is part of the original right wing. The 
eleventh section of Par. 247, I1.D.R., gives the reason. 

L. S. ©. writes: When dismounted, armed with rifle and re- 
volver, it is prescribed, Par. 123, Cavalry Drill Regulations, at 
**Inspection Arms,’’ and after the rifle has been inspected, the 
men drop the muzzle of the rifle into the left hand, holding it 
opposite the center of the body, muzzle between the forefinger 
and thumb, as in parade rest, and execute inspection 
and return pistol and resume the order, as soon as the in- 
spector has passed. Par. 129, 1.D.R., prescribes that at the 
command ‘‘inspection arms’’ cartridge boxes are opened, if 
worn. How should this be done? Should this be done with 
the right hand or the left? It is more convenient to be done 
with the right hand, letting the rifle fall into the left hand, as 
explained in latter part of Par. 123, Cav. Drill Regulations, or 
grasp the muzzle at the position of order with the left hand and 
open the cartridge box with the right hand, and after the box 
is opened regrasp the piece with the right hand as at order 
arms and let the left hand fall by the side. Answer: By a 
decision of the Gener.l Staff, Dec. 2, 1907, the cartridge 
boxes are opened and closed with the left hand. 

H. O. writes: A says it is proper if you are armed with a 
sword and it is sheathed, when using the hat to salute, to take 
the hat or cap in the right hand and place it over the left 
breast. B says you must take the left hand and placé the hat 
or cap over the right breast. Will you kindly inform me 
which is proper? Answer: A is right. Par. 587, I.D.R., reads 
as follows: ‘‘ * * * Officers or enlisted men passing the 
uneased color render the prescribed salute; with no arms in 
hand, the salute is made by uncovering; the headdress is held 
in the right hand, opposite the left shoulder, right forearm 
against the breast.’’ 

A. G. O. writes: Page 55, Par. 141, I.D.R., being at any 
other position than load, pieces being loaded, we are instructed 
to come to the position of load at the first command.

With the exception of the rule laid down in the ninth section 





of Par. 55, there is no authority for fixing bayonet from the 
right shoulder at a halt. In marching, however, it would be 
correct to do so—see second section of Par. 74, I.D.R. (2) 
No. The command, ready, is given only in case the piece is 
locked. (3) In close order, after pieces are loaded and in the 
position of load, if it is desired to execute other movements 
with pieces loaded, they should be locked, by command, as 
provided in Par. 144-A, Appendix. In extended formation 
skirmishes keep their pieces loaded without formal command 
(Par. 22); in this case they would also lock them, as a matter 
of safety. (4) The No. 1 man, rear rank, does not wait until 
No. 4 of the front rank has advanced four paces; he steps 


- off, so as to be four paces in rear of the No. 4, front rank, man.

Pacific Fleet races were held between the crews of the eight 
ships of the squadron. The winning crews will compete against 
crews of the Atlantic Fleet during the festivities in San Fran- 
cisco.

The importance of greater facilities for docking on this 
coast was shown when the battleship Illinois parted her cables 
in a gale off the California coast. In the event of serious 
injury the only drydock on the Pacific coast to which she could 
have been taken would have been the dock at this yard; and 
with only one ‘dock available other ships of the fleet could 
not have been docked until the repairs on the Illinois were 
completed. After their long voyage in tropical waters, docking 
before proceeding on the trip around the world is imperative, 
and the whole scheme of visits would have been thrown out. 
Additional docking facilities on this coast are absolutely 
necessary, and Puget Sound considers itself the only navy 
yard where the natural conditions for constructing drydocks 
are perfect. The Pacific coast needs the maintaining of a 
fleet for its protection, but without proper docking facilities 
its efficiency is minimized. 

The officers of the ships and of the yard played a game of 
baseball with the University Club of Seattle on Sunday morn- 
ing. The clubmen won. The marine baseball team are play- 
ing in great form, beating all the local teams so far. With 
buell conina of the battleship fleet some exciting contests are 
ooked for.

It has served 
since its organization in the Far West, when in the United 
States, and it will probably never be stationed east of the 
Mississippi River, notwithstanding that the regiment has ex- 
celled in every way. It has played the best polo of any regi- 
ment in the Army. It has sent representatives to the team 
of the best shots in the Army. It has long been known 
for its esprit de corps. Among its officers and men are some 
of the best riders in the Army, as was shown in the last 
division meet; and in the recent horse show the regiment 
showed some of the best officers’ and enlisted men’s mounts to 
be found in any regiment. 
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THE 4TH AT CAMP JOSSMAN. 
Camp Jossman, Guimaras, P.I., April 5, 1908. 
After a stay of a little less than three years at Fort 
Thomas, Ky., the headquarters, band, and 2d and 3d Battalions 
of the 4th Infantry on Feb. 27 marched down the bluff to the 
little station of Brent on the Ohio river and climbed aboard 
a Queen and Crescent train and started on its third trip to 
the’ Philippine Islands. While the stay of the 4th Infantry 
in the states since 1905 has been full of changes of station 
and detached service, and the time for another ‘‘tour of duty 
in the islands’’ seemed to come so quickly, the preparations 


and departure were effected cheerfully by all. Our destina- 
tion, Camp Jossman, near Iloilo, was reported by those who 
— it as a very desirable place, and that had an assuring 
effect. 

A very delightful supper and ball at the Altamont hotel in 
our honor was given by Mr. John Jay Robinson, which brought 
us and our best friends together in a farewell party which 
was most enjoyable. 

The weather favored us and our journey from Fort Thomas 
to San Francisco was ideal. We crossed the Mississippi river 
at Vicksburg and had an interesting glimpse of the famous 
battlefield there, now converted into a cemetery. While the 
train was being watered at Fort Worth, Texas, Colonel Bolton 
formed the troops of the 2d Section on the platform and held 
the monthly muster. At El Paso, Texas, we had the pleasure 
of seeing some of the officers of the 29th Infantry. While 
passing through a small town in Southern California, Lieu- 
tenant General Chaffee, U.S.A., retired, spent a few minutes 
on the train with us. On arrival at Fresno, Cal., our train 
was held by orders from San Francisco from 2 to 10 p.m., 
and the delay was made a pleasure by the hospitality of the 
citizens of this charming little city. 

Each troop section of our train was provided with a kitchen 
ear, and it is safe to say that the added comfort to the en- 
listed men cannot be too highly estimated. On arriving at 
San Francisco we were put at once on the transport, thus 
avoiding the trying experiences of a temporary encampment 
at the Presidio. 

Our freight preceded us by a few days only, and at noon, 
March 5, the time set for sailing, all our troops and freight 
were ready and the transport Thomas carried us out into the 
bay. Among the passengers were: Major General Greely, Mrs. 
Greely, Miss Greely, Lieut. Colonel French, Mrs. French, Miss 
French, Major and Mrs. Blocksom, Major and Mrs. Ahern, 
Capt. and Mrs. Franklin, Lieut. and Mrs. Van Schaick and 
Captain Luhn. 

At Honolulu we had a delightful delay of two days, during 
which we enjoyed the sights, saw some expert surf riding, 
both in boats and on boards, and attended two dances at the 
Seaside Hotel. The Hawaiian band gave us a concert on board 
just before we left. Admiral Very, U.S.N., paid us a visit, 
returning that of Colonel Bolton; many of our officers were 
presented to the Admiral while he was on board. 

r entire trip across the Pacific was attended with fine 
weather. On the 17th of March the quartermaster gave an 





Irish dinner, accompanied by appropriate music by the 4th’ 





Infantry band. During the evening there was music by the 
4th Infantry orchestra, and those who desired, danced. 

We stopped a day at Guam and discharged a hundred tons 
of supplies. Captain Dorn, the governor, entertained General 
Greely, Colonel Bolton and others, thirty in all, from the trans- 
port at dinner and gave a dance afterward. 

On March 27 General Greely reached his sixty-fourth birth- 
day, and completed his services as an officer on the active list. 
A special dinner was given in his honor; a huge birthday cake 
was presented to him. The dining saloon was beautifully 
decorated, and when he appeared for dinner he was greeted 
with a hearty applause. At the conclusion of the dinner the 
General carved the cake and shared it with all of us. Colonel 
Bolton then in a short speech recounted the General’s varied 
and successful services which have earned him so much honor 
and rank and asked all present to join in wishing him many 
happy years in his retirement, which was heartily applauded. 
General Greely expressed his thanks for the honor shown him, 
and the satisfaction it gave him to receive such an expression 
of good will from those with whom he was associated at the 
close of his official career, and wished all present success and 
advancement equal to that which it has been his good fortune 
to attain. The General took his seat amid applause and three 
cheers. 

On the evening of the 20th the ladies of the 4th Infantry 
gave a euchre party in the dining saloon. ‘Thirty couples 
played. The prizes were won by Mrs. Sills, Mrs. F. W. 
Smith, Lieutenant Van Schaick and Lieutenant Jacobs. 

We entered the San Bernardino Strait late on the evening 
of Mari:h 30, and on the 31st we called at the port of Romblon 
to request instructions from Manila. The sailing orders 
directed that .we go direct to Iloilo and discharge the 4th 
Infantry and embark the 8th Infantry, but the large number 
of cases of measles and mumps on board created doubt as to 
the advisability of carrying out the orders. 

On April 1 we arrived at Tloilo and found orders to put the 
4th Infantry off and place it in quarantine at Camp Jossman, 


in tents, and then proceed to Manila, leaving the 8th Infantry’ 


to be brought to Manila on the Warren about the 10th. This 
was very unfortunate for the two regiments; it foiled the plans 
of the 8th for the hospitable reception they had prepared for 
the 4th, and put both regiments to a great deal of incon- 
venience; but no better arrangements could have been made 
under the circumstances than those made by Colonel Smith 
and Major Glennan. The enlisted men of the 4th are in a 
very comfortable camp and the officers and their families are 
occupying a fair proportion of the officers’ quarters, All 
communication between the two regiments is cut off except 
that required by military necessity. Other than measles and 
mumps the health of the 4th is very good, and with the ad- 
vantages afforded by the camp they will soon disappear. 

Sergeant Potts, Co. M, 4th Inf., had a serious accident on 
the transport; he fell through an open hatchway and frac- 
tured his hip. Sergeant Potts is an excellent soldier and a 
distinguished marksman, and has the sympathy of the entire 
regiment. 

Colonel Smith, of the 8th Infantry, and his officers have 
done all that a spirit of hospitality and comradeship could 
suggest for the comfort of the incoming regiment, and many 
expressions of appreciation are heard from the officers of the 
4th.

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NOTES FROM CAVITE. 


Cavite Naval Station, P.I., April 11, 1908. 

Orders have been issued by Rear Admiral Hemphill for 
the regular summer cruise of the squadron under his com- 
mand to the northern sections of the Pacific. During the ab- 
the squadron it will visit Hong Kong, Shanghai, 
Hankow, the Gulf of Pechili, Nagasaki, Kobe, Yokohoma, and 
possibly Vladivostck.

It is understood that Minister 
Rockhill will accompany the fleet there. The cruisers Denver 
and Cleveland, which have been at Hong Kong and Shanghai, 
respectively, will join the squadron at Yokohama, it is ex- 
pected. The Wilmington and Concord go with the squadron 
to their stations, which have been filled by the Denver and 
Cleveland for the past few months. The cruise will extend 
over four months. The squadron leaves to-day. 

The destroye: Bainbridge, which has been out of commis- 
sion and under repairs at Cavite for the past six months, has 
been put in first class condition, and is now in active com- 
mission again, the Barry’s crew transferring to the Bain- 
bridge when the Barry went out of commission. 

The steamship Muncaster Castle arrived here yesterday 
from Manila, delivering a shipment of more than two thousand 
tons of miscellaneous supplies, forwarded from New York, 
comprising provisions, clothing and other articles which will 
be called for by the immense battleship fleet when it arrives 
here. 

The officers and employees attached to the naval station 
here and at Olongapo are highly pleased with the order just 
received from the Navy Department, which directs that during 
the months of April, May and June, the afternoons will be 
considered as half holidays. Heretofore the naval stations of 
the islands have suspended afternoon work during July, 
August and September, as is the custom in the States. 

The U.S. cableship Liscum was recently hauled out on the 
marine slip at El Varadeo ship yard at Canacao, and is under- 
going a thorough overhauling, which will occupy about two 
months.

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FORBIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


According to the Neue Freie Presse, the Austrian mili- 
tary authorities are contemplating the construction of a 
military airship based upon novel principles. They have 
decided to build an airship invented by Major Hoernes, 
in which the carrying capacity of the gas bag is so calcu- 
lated that it can only lift the car from the ground when 
specially constructed air screws are put in motion by a 
motor. These screws or propellers are fixed to a vertical 
shaft, and are also able to act as driving screws. Dr. 
Raimund Nimfuehr, an expert on aeronautic matters, in 
an article in the same journal, condemns the system, and 
says that a combination of the aerostatic and aerody- 
namic principles is impracticable and dangerous. 

The new German cruiser, laid down last June at the 
Weser yard, Bremen, and known at present only by 
its official designation of armored cruiser F, according to 
present indications will be the largest armored cruiser 
afloat, 19,000 tons, or nearly 2,000 more than that of the 
British Inflexible. She is to be protected by an armor 
belt 8 inches in thickness amidships. She will have a 
long spar deck, extending from the stem aft for two- 
thirds of the ship’ s length, with a freeboard of about 28 
feet. Forward on this deck will be a turret mounting 
two 11-inch 50-caliber guns. Immediately astern and 
mounted on the superstructure deck will be another pair 
of 11-inch guns in a twin turret. About 50 feet aft, and 
mounted one on either beam on the spar deck, will be 
two wing turrets, each carrying a pair of 11-inch guns. 
On the after end of the spar deck on the axial line of 
the ship will be the fifth turret with two 11’s, and im- 
mediately below this on the quarter deck will be the sixth 
turret with its pair of 11-inch guns. By this arrange- 
ment she will be able to concentrate a fire dead ahead and 
dead astern of eight 11-inch; while on either broadside 
the new cruiser will deliver the fire of ten 11-inch guns. 
As compared with this, the British Dreadnought can con- 
centrate the fire of six 12-inch ahead or astern and eight 
12-inch on each broadside. Compared in _ respect of 
weight of metal thrown, the Inflexible could fire 6,800 
pounds on either broadside as against 7,600 pounds 
thrown by cruiser F, and 5,100 pounds ahead or astern 
as against 6,080 pounds thrown by the German ship. The 
Invincible is to show a speed of 25 knots with 41,000 
turbine horsepower on trial. Cruiser F is to show 24 
knots with 44,000 horsepower in service. 

The history of modern naval construction in all coun- 
tries is very largely a record of mistakes and of their 
patient and progressive correction, says the British Navy 








League Journal. At the present moment the Wilhelm- 
strasse authorities are undecided as to what type of tur- 
bine is best adapted to the needs of German warships, 
and they have made an experimental installation of Zdélly 
turbines in the small cruiser Ersatz Schwalbe, now build- 
ing at the Germania works. There are, therefore, three 
sorts of turbines now under observation in vessels of the 
Imperial Marine; for the Ltibeck, Stettin, and Dresden 
are fitted with the Parsons type, and the Ersatz Jagd 
with those manufactured by the Allgemeine Elektrizitits 
Gesellschaft. When all the vessels equipped with these 
various turbines are in commission it will be possible to 
draw valuable comparisons from their respective perform- 
ances. 

The Japanese naval maneuvers this fall will be par- 
ticipated in by a number of her latest ships. The follow- 
ing will compose the fleet: Ten ships of the line: Sat- 
suma (19, tons), Katori, Kashima (16,650), Mi- 
kasa, Asaki, Shikishima (15,400), Fuji, Iwami, Sagami 
and Hizen—-the three last being rebuilt armored ships 
formerly belonging to Russia. There will also be the 
armored cruisers Ibuki (14,800 tons), Ikoma, Tsukuba 
(14,000), Nisshin, Kasuga, Azuma, Iwate, Idzumo, Asa- 
ma, Tokiwa, Jakumo and Aso, together twelve armored 
cruisers with some 125,000 tons displacement and an av- 
erage speed of 20 knots. To these are to be added the 
ten newest protected cruisers, five old armored ships, 
seven small cruisers, 110 torpedoboat destroyers and tor- 
pedoboats and seven submarines. During the maneuvers 
it is expected that the two newest battleships, the line 
ship Aki (19,800 tons) and the armored cruiser Kurama 
(14,800), will join the fleet. 

Canada’s standing army doesn’t cut much of a figure in 
these piping times of peace, remarks the Hamilton Her- 
ald—except in the annual bill of costs. It is a top-heavy 
little army. It has grown a general staff big enough and 
costly enough for any army many times its size. Seeing 
that Canada, continues the Herald, is not likely to be at 
war with any Power in the near future, might it not be 
safe to put the army back to a “peace’”’ footing? 

The British military authorities have decided to exter- 
minate the rabbits on Salisbury Plain, so as to remove 
the danger of horse accidents during the cavalry maneu- 
vers. A large number of men are to be employed to dig 
out the burrows and destroy the rabbits. 

In an article on the “Dreadnought Bra,” the Army 
and Navy Gazette says that the advent of the Dread- 
nought, with the plans and proposals of which she is the 
sign, manifest and pregnant, had a most disturbing effect 
upon German naval policy. While British critics were 
instancing history to prove that the design of the Dread- 
nought was defective, the Germans realized that, defective 
or not, it absolutely capsized all their previous arrange- 
ments and obliged them to make a new departure. But 
at the moment when Germany may hope to see the begin- 
ning of her new policy fructifying there will appear in 
the North Sea a British fleet of twelve Dreadnoughts, 
with all the essential adjuncts, the very last word of the 
naval architect on the subject of each unit. For another 
three or four years Germany is practically impotent on 
the sea, and in the meantime England has tried and ap- 
proved a new type of battleship, which with her sisters 
should within that period be dominating the northern 
waterway. The scouting cruisers will follow the larger 
vessels in a natural sequence of progression, as they take 
a shorter time to complete. As regards the small craft, 
England’s latest destroyers are held to be superior to all 
others, and their constructors should be able to turn out 
some scores of these vessels in a twelvemonth. Calling 
attention to the concurrent improvement in personnel 
with materiel, The Gazette concludes that in the general 
scheme for increase in efficiency of the British navy “it 
is not the quality of economy in the plan which has com- 
mended it to sagacious and sound-minded men of all 
parties and professions, but its cohesion, its consistency, 
and its comprehensiveness.” 

In England discussion continues on the risks of night 
operations and the questionable necessity of such exer- 
cises. The Times editorially remarks that the officers and 
men of the navy are content to take the risks as part of 
their day’s work. “It is not from them, we take it, that 
the craven cry arises that the risks involved in training 
for war are too great to be run in peace. They have 
faced the situation, neither ignoring its manifold terrors 
nor allowing their affections to magnify them, and made 
up their minds to endure it. Shall the nation at large 
be less ready to pay ‘the price of Admiralty’ than they 
are?’ The Daily News replies that it is, and whatever 
the navy thinks about it, they must be restrained from 
adding to the normal risks of life at sea the perils which 
are only proper to war, To which the Army and Navy 
Gazette says: ‘“‘Who shall define the perils only proper 
to war unless it be the naval authorities themselves? 
Some safeguards there must be indeed, but what these 
should be it must be left to the navy to determine.” 

A notable change is about to take place in the French 
Mediterranean Squadron, which will be stronger than at 
any previous period. The new battleships Liberté and 
Justice are about to be commissioned to join the squad- 
ron, which already includes the République, Patrie and 
Démoeratie, but the complete homogeneity of the first 
two divisions will only be attained after the arrival of 
the Vérité toward the end of the year. The old battle-

ship Hoche, which is in the training division, will go out 
of commission when the Justice replaces the Saint Louis 
as flagship of the second division. It is notable that the 
two flagships Patrie and Justice will both have been built 
at the Forges et Chantiers de la Méditerranée at La 
Seyne. Pending the reinforcement Admiral Germinet has 
reorganized the fleet in divisions, each possessing homo- 
geneity in the matter of speed. 

The Russian navy estimates of the present year amount 
to to nearly $49,000,000, being an increase of about $5,- 

000,000 as compared with last year. The increases are 
distributed over all the votes, except that there is a_re- 
duction under the heading of pensions and post bellum 
expenditure. For pay an additional sum of about $400,- 

is required, and the addition for victualling and 
clothing is more than $500, The vote for repairs, 
maintenance, and shipbuilding is increased by only about 
$150,000, the total outlay approximating $23, 
One of the largest additions is for naval armaments, be- 
ing about $1,700,000 in a total of $3,200,000 in round 
figures. A considerable increase is also made on the head 
of works, buildings, and repairs to the extent of about 
$2,000,000 

'The bomb outrages in India are creating more appre- 
hension among the. British authorities than the disturb- 
ances on the Afghan frontier. They are an indication 
of native unrest and a sign of the re-awakening of the 
East in consequence of Japan’s campaign with Russia, 
when Indian villages were illuminated in honor of Jap- 
anese victories. 

The estimates for the Austro-Hungarian navy for the 
present year amount to a total of $11,150, for the 
ordinary charges, and $11,875,000 for the ordinary and 
extraordinary charges together. Provision is made for 
carrying forward the three battleships of 14,500 tons. 
The first of them is to be expedited, receiving a much 
larger allocation of money than the other two, upon 
which together not much more money is to be expended 
than was voted last year. For cruiser F the sum of 
$441,665 is allocated, being about twice as much as was 
voted last year. Upon the guns and torpedo armameat of 
these vessels a sum of nearly $1,085,000 will be expended. 
Twelve torpedoboats of 100 tons are to be laid down. 
The extraordinary estimates include charges for a float- 
ing dock, guns and small arms and building, all showing 
increases. 

A phenomenon that may be of use in the ignition of 
explosives is creating interest in Germany. It has been 
discovered that an alloy of iron and cerium, lanthanium, 
or any other of the rare earths (as used in manufacturing 
incandescent gas mantles) will create luminous sparks on 
being struck with some metal tool, such as a knife edge, 
a file, or the like. The shower of ‘sparks given off at the 
point of impact is sufficient to ignite not only gas, but 
even a cotton wick saturated with alcohol, and it is pos- 
sible to utilize these iron alloys for igniting all sorts of ex- 
plosives. The behavior of these alloys has been found 
to vary according to their percentage of iron, the spark- 
ing reaching a maximum with a content of 30 per cent. 

And now industry is to profit by another achievement 
of military men and soon we may all be getting cheaper 
sponges because of naval interest in submarine boats. 
The sponge fishing industry on the coast of Tunis, Africa, 
promises to be revolutionized by the introduction of sub- 
marines to take the place of the historic divers. The 
type of vessel to be used in this work is 16.4 feet long 
and 5.24 feet in diameter. The general form is cylindri- 
cal, with hemispherical ends. It is intended to carry two 
men, and is fixed so as to enable the vessel to move along 
the sea bottom. An electric lamp with reflectors fixed 
in front will serve to illuminate the bed of the sea, and 
a glazed spy hole in the bow of the vessel enables the 
crew to seek out and to gather the sponges. 


The Turkish military officials, long safe from the in- 
trusion of native photographers, now find themselves 
bothered by amateurs who insist upon taking pictures of 
forts, depots, arsenals, etc., which until recently they 
have had to guard only from the prying cameras of for- 
eign tourists. Of late the number of Turkish photog- 
raphers has increased enormously, and they are found 
everywhere, at Pera, Galath, Stamboul and the suburbs. 
The Mohammedans, until a few’ years ago greatly op- 
posed to photography, but are now taking it up seriously. 
The natural conditions are very favorable to photogra- 
phy. The light is fine and the sky splendid.
